"The Trade Position of Sweden" 


A trade agreement has just been concluded between Sweden and Denmark. 
Under its provisions, the following will be imported by Sweden: certain foodstuffs, 
among them 5,000 tons of sugar, artificial honey, milk conserves, cheese, fish and 
coffee substitutes, also machines and apparatus, ‘pe int, chemicals and pharmaceutical 
preparations such as insulin. Swedish exports to Denmark will te made up as 
usual of wood products, cellulose, pauper, iron, steel, tools and macuines. This 3 
agreement comprises trade exchange of approximately the same amount as for the | 
second half of 1941, but the trade agreement for the first half of 1942 called for , 
a Swedish-Danish trade of sonsiderably greater extent. ... (Note: Break in 
transmission.) The first three-comered trade agreement between Finland, Denmark 
and Sweden was followed t. similar one signed in April 1942. It is hoped to 
extend this type of agreement. Negotiations have also begun in Stockholm recently | 
concerning the Swedish-Finnish payment conditions, | 


A trade agreement has also been signed with France following negotiations 
by Sweden's Foreign Trade Compensation Company. The French list of exports 
includes wines and alcohol to oa value of 3,000,000 kr. Tha Swedish exports will 
mainly consist of iron products, machines and paper. 


During May our foreign trade amounted to nearly double the amount for 
April, The imports of foodstuffs have nearly doubled, a development largely 
due to the safe=conduct triffic into Goeteburg. During May four safe-conduct 
boats arrived from South Americn with cargoes principally consisting of wheat 
and fodder, A tanker also arrived with mineral oil for the Swedish’ Defence Forces. 
There is a marked decrease in the imports of minerals and metals, including coal 
anc coke, owing to traffic difficulties. 


During the first six months of 1942, industrial production has been 
maintained at approximately the figure for last year The index figure for April 
shows an increase to 106, from 104 in January and 105 in April 1941. The biggest 
contributing figure has been the great building activity. Twice as many homes 
and apartment. buildings are beimg built as at the same time last year. Other 
contributing factors have been the increased portunities for export of Swedish 
wood products and the recent agreement between the State and the Cellulose Society 
for the delivery of 550,000 tons of cellulose fodder for the year 1942-43. 


Abundant roairifoll durimg May and June has heightened the prospect of good 
crops this year, after two very bad yerrs. 
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Two difficultios to bo mot aro our shortage of raw materials, sinco tho 
outbroak of the war, and tho shortago of labour, which’ only now begins to bo acuto. 
Thoro is scarcity of lnbour in agriculturo, wood=cutting and poat production, ond 
in some industrios. Tho wood-cutting programme has boon sot at 553,000,000 cubic

IeSWEDISH COOPERATIVE CONGRESS 


1) The 41st Annual Congress of the Swedish Cooperative Union and Wholesale Society 
(Kooperativa Férbundet), was held in Stockholm on June Ist and 2nd. It was attended 
by 944 delegates from affiliated retail cooperatives, and by several guests, including 
the Prime Minister, M. Per A’ bin Hansson, the Minister of Agriculture, M. A.Bramstorp, 
the Minister of National Supplies, M.Axel Gjéres, representatives of the Swedish Trade 
Union Federation, National Agricultural Association, and other bodies, and the cooper- 
tive movements in Denmark and Finland. 


2) In normal times, the British Cooperative Movement also has close business and non- 
commercial relations with K.F., and it is customary for representatives of the British 
Cooperative Union and the Cooperative Wholesale Society to attend K.F. congresses, and 
vice versa. Both this year and last year, this arrangement has been impracticable, 

owing to wartime conditions, Telegraphic greetings were, however, sent to the Congress 
by the secretaries of the Cooperative Union, Cooperative Wholesale Society and the Inter- 
national Cooperative Alliance, and were received with great enthusiasm by the delegates. 
In addition, the secretary of the British Cooperative Union gave a talk in the BBC Swedish 
transmission, which also aroused considerable interest among the Swedish cooperators,. 


3) Another point of interest about the Congress was the attention paid to Norway. Just 
prior to the opening day the Cooperative Press had published a strong comment on the 
arrest as hostages of the two leading Norwegian cooperative officials, M, Andreas Juell, 
president, and M. Randolf Arnesen, secretary of the Norwegian Cooperative Union and 
Wholesale Socicty. Congress resolved to send a telegram of greetings to the Norwegian 
Cooperative Movement, and at the suggestion of the chairman, M. Anders Orne, the dele. 
gates observed a silent minute for "all cooperators who, in Finland, Norway and other 
countries, had fallen in the fight for freedom and self-government against violence and 
tyramy". “They have also fought our battle", the chairman declared. 


4) Congress resolved to set up national negotiation machinery for wages and working condi- 
tions, on the condition that a minimum of 300 cooperative socictics representing a total 

of at least 10,000 employees declared thcir willingness to participate. Hitherto wages 
and working conditions in tho Swedish Cooperative Movement have been regulated by direct 
nogotiations between the Trade Unions and the individual cooperative societics, As, 
however, the movement has become one of the biggest employers in the country, it has bee 
come more and more necessary to set up an arrangement whereby a more or less uniform wage 
system can be established. 


5) The following facts about the Swedish Cooperative Movement may be of interest. At 
the end of 1941 the membership was over 736,000, an increase of 36,000 since 1940. Only 
once before in the Movement's history - in the year 1916 - has this increase been exceeded. 
Since the last full peace ycar of 1958, the movement has increased its membership by over 
100,000. Thanks largely to this increase, the movement was able to maintain its sales 

in terms of quantity at pretty much the samc level as in 1940, despite the growing short 
age of various commodities. In terms of value, the retail sales rose by 47.6 million 
kronor to 720.8 million kronor, The sales of the central organisation K.F, showed a 
decrease of about 8 million kronor to 270.9 millions, owing largely to the drop in edible 
oil, rubber and coffee supplies. K.F.'s shares and funds rose to over 100 million kronor, 
while those of the retail societies increased to a total of 160 millions. 


6) The Swedish Cooperative Movement is taking an active part in the development of sub- 
stitute product industrics. It has, for instance set up a big charcoal plant with a 
capacity of 600,000 hectolitres of charcoal, 3,000 tons of wood tar and 450 tons of methanol 
yearly.  Mcthylated spirit is also being produced, and is being refined into formalin, 

of which there has hitherto only becn a small domestic production in Sweden. The move- 
ment has also put up half tho total share capital of a new concern, which is to manufacture 
cellewool, various Swedish textile companies having agreed to supply the other half. The 
Cooperative Movement is already producing 5,500 tons of staple fibre at its own plant. 


7) An interesting feature of the Swedish Cooperutive Movement's activity is its pro- 
paganda and educational work. It makes films, publishes books (for instance, in con. 
junction with the Swedish Institute of International Affairs, it runs e« series of cheap 
volumes on topical international subjects) and runs a correspondence school, which, during 
the war has workedén close ossociation with the Statc authoritics. For instance, it has 
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issued a course on the Swedish social order (designed to countoract totalitarian "new 
order" propaganda and to increase the fccling of tho Swedes that they have something to 
fight for if necessery). This course had enrolled over 28,000 students between the 
middle of 1941 and April 1942, Other such courses were: an ARP course (over 25,000 
students in threo years), an elementary military training course (over 51,000 students in 
three years) and a Home Guard ocurse (nearly 79,000 students in two years). 


II. TEN YEARS OF SWEDISH TRADE UNIONISM 


1) ‘The statistical roport of the Swedish Trade Union Federation for the ten-year period 
1931-1940 strikingly reflects the vigorous economic and social development in the 1930:8, 
the increase in industrialisation, the growing stability of the labour market and the 
rapidcacpansion of the Trade Unim Movement, The swift dcvclopment of the Trade Union 
Mcvement is best illustrated by the mombership figures, which have risen fromeabout 650,000 
in 1931 to nearly one million in 1940, Practically every sixth person in Sweden is thus 
a trade unionist. The 46 affiliated wnions showed a total membership of 971,000 at the 
end of 1940, 158,000 of whom were women. At the end of 1941 the figure had risen to 
991,000, and it is only a matter of time before it reaches one million, 


2) - The increase was most mzked in the prosperous ycars of 1935-39, the highest figure 
being in 1937, when 84,000 new members joined. The number of union branches im reased 
from 5,866 in 1931 to 8,029 at the end of 1940. ‘The unions with the greatest number of 
branches were the Lumber Workers! and the General Factory Workers' Unions, which had 938 
ond 725 branches respectively. Tho largest unions in 1940 were the Metal Workers' 
(membership 175,000) and the Genoral Factory Workers' (88,000), The smallest were the 
Power Station Yorkers' Union (356) and the Glazed Tile Workers’ Union (479). 


3) Seven unions have merged with othcr unions: the Stokers' Union, the Seamen's ond 

the Stewardesses Unions have joined to form the Scamen's Union; the Hat Workers’ Union 
and the Fur Workers’ Union, the Union of Telegraph Workers', the Traffic Staff of the Tele- 
graph Company, and the Coopers’ Union have also amalgamated with other unions, Newly 
formed unions are the Union of Civil Servants, the Hall Porters' Union and the Seamen's 
Union, Aftor the Engine Drivers' Union amalgamated in 1941lwith the Railway Workers’ 
Union, and two unions of the state hospital workers merged into one under the name of the 
Union of State Hospital Staffs there are only a few small unions outside the Federation, 
the largest of these being the Customs' Employees Union. These non-affiliated unions 
have ajtogethcf about 15,000 members, but have not been included in the report it is was 
impossible to obtain information from all of them. Thcy have no contact with the Swedish 
Trade Union Federation. 


4) Thereport alsostates that during the ten-year period 264 million kronor were paid 

in admission fees, membership dues and other levies. In recont years this figure has been 
about 30 million kronor yearly. Thisrepresents an average of 30,20 kronor per year and 
memper in 1940. To this must be added payments for branch administration, local relief 
funds ctc. The totad income of the Unions for the ten-ycar period was 294 million as 
against 217 million kronor in expenditure, A great part of the payments received have 
becn devoted toverious forms of relief to members. 


5) Strike and victimisction pay amounted to over 32 million kronor, The regular de- 
crease in ycorly payments shows the growing stability of the labour market. While such 
pay at the boginning of the decade varicd betwocn 5 and 15 millions -— the latter figure 
was for 19353, the year of the building conflict - the total for 1938 was only 500,000 
and 200,000 kronor in 1940. The same dovelopmont is noted in rogard to lockout pay, 
which totals 9 million kronor. fThe ycarly figures show very great contrasts, the most 


striking being for the ycars 1938 and 1939, with 3 million kronor (the restaurant conflict) 


and 634 kronor respectively. The 1940 lockout pay was 6,800 kronor, Wage movoments, 
negotiations and arbitration accounted for 86 million kronor, the total amount expended 
on wage movements being 50 millions. © 1933 reached a peak of 16,7 million kronor, the 
greater part of which was duc to the building conflict. In 1940 the figure was 1.2 
million, The General Factory Workers' Union showed the highest expenses on account of 
wage movements and conflicts (more than 10 million kronor); the Building Carpenters' 
Union had 6.5 million and the Paper Workers! Union 5.4 million. Unemployment rolief and 
trevelling ccpenses amounted to about 60 million kronor of which half was paid during the 
first three yoars of tho decade. Twelve million of the 60 million kronar emanated from 
the thirteen approved unemployment relief funds oporating in 1940 and started in 1933, 
Fourteen million kronor was pnid in to the approved funds, and the State contribution 
anounicd to 7 million. | 
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6) The unions’ payments to the Federation amounted to 28 million kronor, while interna- 
tional dues together with extra contributions abroad were 6 million kronor. Administra- 
tion, congress and conference expenses were 38 million kroor, Trade union publications, 
educational work and propaganda amounted to 14 million krmor, This figure has risen 
steadily during recent years. One reason is the higher standard of trade union papers, 
which have been modernised. Another reason is the intensified educational activity 

and the increased number of courses, night-schools, scholarships and so on. The trade 
unions have paid out 32 millim kroor in sick benefits and funeral expenses, legal 
expenses, taxes etc. i.e, an amount equal to that expended on strike and victimisation 
paye The total capital of the unions was 137 million kronor at the end of 1940, while 
the corresponding figure for the T.U. Federation was nearly 20 million, The capital 

has been doubled in the decade under review, 


ili. THE LABOUR SUPPLY QUESTION. 


1) Rationing is now being applied in earnest to the supply of manpower in Sweden. 
From the very outset of the war, the Swedish Labour market was affected by the mobilisa- 
tion of men for military service, which substantially diminished the supply of civil 
manpower. In the early stages this helped to counteract the unemployment which followed 
the changeover from a peacetime economy to a wartime economy, In addition, the organi-~ 
sation of substitute production created a useful demand for unemployed labour in the 
beginning. By about a year ago the industrial adjustment of the country had proceeded 

so far that the chief task of the State Labour Market Commission was to procure labour 
for essential works, With the willing assistance of the workers’and employers’ organisa- 
tions it was able to keep the labour supply mobile, and by means of re-training, family 
allowances and other measures it succeeded in transferring workers from more or less 

"re undant" spheres to occupations where the demand for manpower had become greater than 
usual. 


2) Conditions are now such, however, that the transfei” £ unemployed no longer 
suffices. Sweden is now highly dependent fur fuel on the supply of wood from her own 
forests, and in order to achieve the planned, indispensible output, it has become - 
necessary to transfer employed workers, toc, to the forests. The position has been cone 
plicated by the fact that wood-cutting, which is normally a seasonal %cupation, sharing 
its labour supply with agriculture, now has to proceed throughout the year, The compe- : 
tition between agriculture and the fuel industry became accentuated with the long—planned . 
expansion of the peat-lifting industry earlier this year, In order to prevent a drift of 
labour from agriculture to peat-lifting, the Government partly invoked the national . 
Service Law by the relatively mild decree thct labour for peat-lifting should not be 
engaged except through official labour exchcnges, 


3) fhe authorities followed up this measure in June by asking sawmill, pulp, paper 

and wood-goods firms with over 100 workers to release 10 prr cent of their labour force 
during the next few months for wood-cutting work. This scheme, which was prepared in 
close consultation with industrial organisations and trade unions, aimed at the formation 
of "State Labour Teams", consisting as a rule of ten workers and working alternately on 
wood-cutting during a period of two or three months . Workers taking such jobs are 
assured the right to rcinstatement, and the placing of the tcams and the payment of tra- 
velling expenses, etc., are in the hands of the labour exchanges, In addition to direct 
negotiations with specific firms or infusirics, the State Labour Market Commission has 
issued a general appeal asking Swedish workers to form "labour teams" for wood-cutting, 


4) As it was not expected that this purely voluntary transfer of lebour would be 
sufficient, the authorities decided to extend compulsion to engage labour through the 
exchanges to the building industry. This order came into force on July 8 ‘The reason 
why the building industry was thus chosen is that as the war pr. gressed the industry came 
almost to & standstill, and many of the building workers in the big towns returned to 
their home districts, where they have since been omployed in agriculture and forestry, 
Some time ago, however, various meesures, including the ellocation of substanticl sub- 
sidies, were taken to relieve the depression on the building market, and it was feared 
that the industry’s rapid recovery would again absorb the labour which, in the meantime, 
has found employment on the land or in the forests, and is badly needed there still. 
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5) The Government Irder lays down that for 211 important building operations - state, 
municipal or private - workers may only be engaged by consent of the public labour cx- 
changes. The exchenges thus in effect control house building; the building of roads, 
railwoys, tramways and other large permanent transport systems; bridges, harbours and 
waterways; the laying of power cables, waterpipes etc.; damming and draining works 3 

and the repair and upkeep of 211 such buildings snd undertakings. Commenting on the 

order the chairmen of the State Labour Market Committe has indicated that the regula- 
tory measures will be applied as flexibly as possible, and that priority will be Accordod 
certain necessary building operations. Furthermore, workers over 70 and near relatives 
to the employers may be engaged without the consent of the labour exchange, and specicl 
permission is not required for the engagement of labour if the total number of workers 
does not exceed three. 


6) The significance of contrectors heving to apply to the lebour ‘xchange for workers 
lies in the fact that each building project, whatever its noture, will first be examined 
by the authorities, and permission to procecd, and the necessary labour will be granted 
only if the urgency cof the work is thoroughly attested. The order has been interpreted 
as a warning that if sufficient manpower for wood-cutting cannot be obtained by volune 
tery means, or by the comparatively mild forms of rationing already imposed, the Govern- 
nent will resort to stronser measures. 


T) There is, of course, no coercion upon the workers themselves to take jobs in the 
forests, but for many of them the only clternative is unemployment, so it is expected 
that the majority will accept such work. Arrangements have been made so that industrial 
workers who do transfer to wood-cutting shell receive reasonodle compensation for the 
reduction in cirect income and the extra expenses to heads of families who have to 
meintain households in two places. This compensation, which is paid by the State, is 
additional to the local current average rates, and cover removal expenses , family 
allowances and in some cases raising allowances. 


8) Some surprise has been occasioned by the fact that the Federation of Building 
Trade Unions has protested to the Labour Market Commission cgainst the order compelling 
employers to hire labour through the official exchanges, The Federation claims that the 
order has provoked “extreme dissatisfaction" among the buidding workers, whom it places , 
"in a special positio! The Federatio asks that the 1c .surcs to relicves the fuel situa- | 
tion should be “equally divided over all social groups} and that the Labour Maret Commis- 
sion shoulc issuc suchinstructions that "building workers shall not be wmjustly treated 
compared with other categories." This protest has evoked a great deal of adver.. comment, 
not least among other trade wions. Thus the journal of the Metal Workers” Union points 
out that the builcing industry was not the first to be affected by such an order, and 
would probably not be the last, if sufficient manpower were not forthcoming for wodde 
cutting. Physically strong people, who are able to use or learn to use the necessary 

tools within a reasonable period are required, and such categories are not too numerous. 
The paper also remarks that the sawmill, paper and pulp workers responded to the Labour 
Market Commission“s appeal without lamentation, and that the engineering workers would 

do the same. The journal of the Agricultural \yorkers7Union simply remarks that the old 
saying "Necessity knows no law" could in this case fevised to ‘necessity kn.ws a law" . 
the National Service Law] 


1V. ORGANISATION OF FEMALE LABOUR. 


1) The labour supply situation hastimown into sharper relief the question of mobi- 
lising the women lebour reserve in Sweden. Although the National Service Law empowers 
the Government to cleim the services of all women, as well as men, between the ages of 
16 and 70, it has not yet been put into direct application. The fact that it can be -_” 
applied at any moment, however, has prompted the Swedish women’s organisations to pursue 
en energetic propagenda campaign with the object of enrolling women volunteers for work 
of essential national importance. 


2) The most vigorous efforts have been made to obtain female labour for agriculture, 
perticularly seasonal jobs such as the harvesting of hay and grain, and the lifting of 
potatoes, root crops and beet. During the last few years the Emergency Committee of the 
Swedish Women’s Associations has trained about 10,000 girls and younger women for agri- 
cultural work, and is running this year 26 training camps. In addition the 400 branches 
of the Committee are actually cooperating with the County Agricultural Boards and the 
County Agricultural Socivcti.s to encourage women volunteers to work on the land, 
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3) Though not so immediately acute, the question of introducing women into industry, 
especially engineering has grown more prominent of late. In April this year the Trade 
Union Federation issued a circular asking its member-unions to support the training | of 
women reserves for industry, and set up. a committee to cooperate with the Employers’ 
Association in this matter. (See Notes for April 1942, Section V1). Since then the State 

Labour Market Commission has announced its intention to increase the number of its en- 
gineering courses for women. These courses last 6 months, and the participants receive 
training pay amounting to between 20 and 45 Gre an hour, besides lodging allowances in 
certain cases. Since 1940 the Commission has trained about 6.000 engineering hands in its 
emergency courses, but only 190 of thee have been women. The importance of having a 
trained reserve of female labour is illustrated by the fact that 90% of the workers in the 
machanical engineering industry are men, and the number who would not be called up in case 
of gener’.l1 mobilisation would be quite insufficient to maintain productione 


Ve. WAGE AND PRICE POLICY. 


1) Interest has been aroused in Swedish labour and industrial circles by various 
hints to the effect that the country’s wage and price policy should be tightened up. In- 
troducing a Bill on State monetary policy in June, the Finance Minister declared that it 
was incompatible with the Government “s monetary policy, vize, to protect money values 
against deprecation by a rise in monetary incomes, to accept a controlled interplay be- 
tween price increases and wage compensations. Even if it could be prevented from taking 
place more rapidly than last year and uninterripted rise in prices would entail serious 
risks. 


2) The consistent application of a more restrictive policy, involving a stop to fresh 
rises in product prices and to further wage compunsation supplements, xould probably en- 
counter considerable difficulties, the Minister continued. Indeed, it is improbable that 
to fix every individual commodity price and income at the present level would be the 

most suitable measure. Adjustments could be made in various directions without detriment 
to the maintenance of the average cost-of-living at essentially the same levole But 
Opinion would probably be divided even if the policy were given even this modified form. 
The only way of settling the matter in accord with the price policy principles hitherto 
followed, was through the various groups of interests realising that temporary sacrifices 
were essential. 


3) The Bank Committee of the Riksdag has followed up the Finance Ministers statement 
by recommending the conclusion this autumn of a general agreement on income principles 
for both producers and consumers. To stabilise the price level, the interplay of price 
and income increases “ust be tuercsinited, snd the rost radical way ef doing this would 

be to impose a general wage and price stop. Legislation to this effect, however, would 
entail various risks, so the Committee recommended an extension of the price control system 
and the conclusion of voluntary agreements between the State authorities and various pro- 
ducer and consumer groups with the object of stabilising both the wage and price levels. 


4) The Committee suggests that the principles for deciding incomes should be settled 
for a period of, say, 12 months for all major categories (workers, farmers, shopkeepers, 
etc. ). As regards workers, one possibility would be to allow cost-of-living compensation 
only for such rises in the index as could not be ascribed to heavier taxation or to dearer 
or reduced imports from abroad. Anothor 1xr.would be to adjust the compensation at longer 
intervals, eeg. one year or at least six months. A condition for their agreement to this, 
however, would be uniform price control over all important goods. If the recommended method 
of prodedure could not be applied, the Committee fears that the imposition of a general 
price and wage stop can scarcely be avoided.

COST OF LIVING INDEX CHANGES. 


1) According to the State Social Board, tho cost-of-living index rose by 1 point from 
151 to 152 (0.7 per cent) during the second quarter of 1942, with the year 1935 as a basis. 
Certain modifications have been necessary to allow for the effect of rationing. The ration 
of edible fats is estimeted to be rather less than three quarters of the normal houschold 
consumption and cheese one quarter. The consumption of exgs, at all events in the tons 
has declined by one half. As rezards bread, flour and ceroals an average decrease con-= 
mptiorFof pork and meat has been restricted by about seven-tenths. About one-third of 
the meat ration is in the form of preserves. As regards coffee the allotted quantity is 
about nine-tenths less than the normal consumption, but this deficiency has been replaced 
by rb Se pla In pd nb. the index, the quantities lost through rationing have as far 
as possible been replaced by. ationed commodities, such as milk, fish and potatoes.

2) The index for foodstuffs has been influenced by price increases for severol food- 
stuffs, particularly meat and potatoes. The food index has thus risen by 7 points. Cloth- 
ing and sundries havo risen 3 points cach. According to instructions from the Minister 
of Finance, the index for taxation ctc., has once ogain been based on the income on 
which the cost-of-living index in January 1942 was calculated. — and fuel remained 
unchanged. Rent has not been recalculated. 


3) The new index agreement for civil servents concluded in the spring, provides for 
an increase of a further 2 per cent when the index reaches 152. This second supplement 
will now be paid from July lst, the compensatory supplement for civil servents thus be- 
coming 31 instead of 29 per cent. According to the new Blankct Agreement for industrial 
workers which was concluded in January, a further supplement of 14 per cent is pcyable 
when the index reaches 237. Adjustments are to be made from the lst day of the second 
month in each quarter. As the index has now risen to 237 at July lst, o further 1:; per 
cent supplement will be payable from August lst. The total wage compensation ill then be 
20.7 per cent against 19,2 per cent, 


Vil, SWEDISH WAGE FIGURES FOR 1941. 


1) The State Social Board has just published its preliminary computations of wage 
developments in 1941. Information has been supplied by 9.046 firms with 480.212 workers, 
Their average hourly earnings, inclusive of overtime, payments in kind, etce, have been 
calculated at 1.47 kronor ( 1.45 kronor for the non~seasonal branches alone )e The hourly 
wage for adult male workers averaged 1.4 kr., and for women workers 1,01 kr. and for 
juveniles 0./8 kr. Compared with the preceding yeor the hourly earnings have increased 
by 8.2 per cent on an average for non-seasonal groups. 


2) The average daily carnings amounted to 11.75 for all workers, and 11.67 excluding 
seasonal trades. For adult male workers the daily earnings were 15,11 kr., for women 

7096 kr» and for juveniles 5-71 kr. The corresponding weekly ecrnings were for all wore 
kers 68.73 kre, men 77 kre, women 46 kr, and juveniles 33 kr, , 


3) The total average annual earnings of Swedish workers in 1941 is estimated at 5.198 kr. 
kronor for all non-seasonal workers. The year’s average for mon was 3.615 kr., for women 
22153 kr. and for juveniles 1.540 kr. The genercl avcrage figure represents an increase 

on 1940 by 6.6 por cent, while the corzesponding increase of hourly ecrnings was 8,2 per 
cent. The avcrace number of working hours per worker was thus less in 1941, It is also 
estimated that real wages in 1941 fell by about 5 por cent as regcrds hourly and annucol 
earnings, and by about 6 per cent cs regcrds daily earnings. 


V1ll. NEW WORKING HOURS LAWS, 


1) The Riksdag has passed now laws regarding working hours in agriculture and the 
retail trade, and a new shop-closing law. All three are to come into force on January l, 
19435 and will apply for three ycears, 


2) The new ogricultural working hours law is on the whole identical with existing 
legistation, with the exception of a few points. Workers who are generally employed in. 
tending livestock together with other dutics (workers with mixed duties) will work on the 
basis of a 47 hour maximum working week during January, February, March, October and 
November and a maximum of 54 hours during April to September, As regords overtime, which 
employcrs are cntitled to cxact without specicl permission of the Labour Council, a gene- 
ral clause states that overtime may be worked if the exigencies so demand, Finally it is 
stipulated that wach employer should provide an overtime register to be kept at the work-~ 
place. 


3) The most important change in the working hours legislation for the retail trade is 
that this legisl:tion will apply to all retail businesses, os well as shaving saloons, 
hairdressers, photographers and public bath-houses, provided that such businesses employ 
paid labour, The present condition under which this legislation becomes applicable is that 
there shall be more than cc employoo, Certain modifications have been proposed to help 
small businesses to adapt themselves to the new legislation, Wor’:ing hours may thus be 
extended from 10 to 11 hours on two days in the week, on condition that the 48-hour wor- 
king week is not excecded. The one hour break may be confined to half an hour, 


4) Regarding the Shop Closing Act, a now feature is that the Labour Council will decide e 
as to the field of its application. As a general rule the 7 pem. closing hour will be re- 
tained. A general clause hes been included, according to which milk shops will bo entitled 
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to open at 7.30 aem.e The right of municipalities to extend working hours h-s been con~ 
siderably reduced. Instead, the possiblity of permitting cther business hours than the 
customary has partly been oxtended. 


1X. POST-WAR _RECONSTRUCTION. 
1) Thirteen Swedish omen’s organisations have submitted a request to the Government 
for the creation of a committee of experts to make studies and plans regarding post-war y 
economic and social questions. In their petition the organisations express their con- 
viction that Sweden has in many ways a special responsibility as regards the problems of 
peace, particularly econtmic and social problems. Sweden’s membership of the Interna- 
tional Labour Office, the position which she has obtained as regards social policy, and 
the circumstance that she is still outside the war, makes it incumbent upon Sweden to do 
her utmost for reconstruction after the war. 


2) The petitioners also point out thet at the last Intcrnational Labour Conference 

in New York, November 1941, a resolution was adopted outlining the possibilities and 
obligations of the I.L.0. to participate in planning and effecting the work of economic 

and social reconstruction after the war. At the same time the conference resolved to _ 

re est the Governments of affiliated states to appoint commissions to study post-war 
problems, 


3) The organisations which igned the petition were: The International Women’s League 
for Peace and Freedom, the Emergency Committee of Women’s (rganisations, the National 
Association of Swedish Housewives, the N° tioncl Association of Business and Professional 
Women, the "Fredrika-Bremer" Association (the pioneer femininist organisation in Sweden), 

the Y.M.C.Ae, the Swedish Won » Citizen’s Association, the Swedish Women’s National 

Union and the five main political womens’ organisations. 


X. DANISH WORKING CLASS STANDARDS. 


1) Despite all difficulties, the Trade Union Movement in Denmark has exercised very 
great influence in many sS:hcrvs, said Lauritz Hansen at the representative assembly 
meeting of the Danish Trade Union Fedcration in Copenhagen, according to a circular 
issued by the Swedish Trade Union Federation. The Danish Trade Union Movement is stronger 
toexday than evor before. During the past year the membership figure rose by nearly 11.000 
making the total membership at the end of the ycar 526,000, The extraordinary c: aditions 
prevailing within the country have greatly changed the conditions governing the Trade 
Union activities.!* laws have been passed “nd have creatcd many new problems for Trade 
Union organisations. The workcrs have had to bear too lerge a share of the wartime bur- 
dens; their living conditions have become considcrably worse, but this has not lessened 
their interest in the Trade Union Movoment,. 


2) Continuing, Mr, Hansen said that the cost-of-living had risen by 5lel per cent 
from July 1939 to January 1942. Agreements have cnsured workers compensation for about 
one half of this rise in the cost-of-living. It has been possible to arrange so that the 
lowcr wage earners receive a relatively higher rate of compensation. According to offi- 
cial statistics, national consumption has declined by 12 per cent. Taking into conside- 
ration the changes in workers’ incomes, the extent of unemployment, unemployment relief 
etc., the living standard of the working classes has declined by 22 per cent. Hansen 
finally said that no less than 77.000 Danish workers have been employed in Germany for 
longer or shorter periods. It is estimated that 42.000 Danish workers are at present 
employed there in vcrious capacitics,

have undegirable economics consequences. After the wer Swedish industry 
would have as competitors many foreign industries which developed 
during the war ‘as a result of restriction of international canmunica- 
tions. Finally, the increase in the population capable of work would 
be much less in 1940-45 than in 1955-40, and would be turned into a 
decrease by 1945-50. 


In spite of these difficulties it was of the utmost importance 
that expansion of Swedish industry should continue, and the following 
suggestions were made: - 


a) The range of raw materials produced in Sweden must be widened. 
This was being done under war conditions, partly to replace wnobtain- 
able imports, and partly because industries which previously processed 
imported raw materials were turning over to production of raw materials 
in orler to keep going. Notable examples were metals (alwminiw fron 
native andalusite), fuel, apatite (for superphosphate) and by ts 
from wood such as tar, wood alcohol and turpentine. Much of this pro-

b) Labour must be set free by increased efficiency in industry, 
which would help in competition with other countries. creased agri- 
cultural efficiency would also set free labour for industry. 


oc) Inoreased efficiency would be favoured by co-operation between 
different concerns, and between private firms and the State. The 
pees national forestry research organisation was a good example o 
his, and also the Institute for ustrial Organisation.

The trade negotietions between Sweden and Finland ° hich had been proceeding 
intermittently, and with great difficulty since February last, were concluded 
in Stockholm on the 11th iilay,. The new trade agreement (of which no text is | 
published) covers the period ist May to 31st December 192, 4 press communiqué . 


issued by the Svedish Ministry for Foreim Affairs on the 11th Mey reads as | 
follows:= :

"31st December 1942 was signed in Stockholm on the 11th May,

"In order to fe cilitate Finnish purchases of foodstuffs in Denmark, 
"Sweden has granted a credit of -up'to 35 million kronor, 


It is generally kmowm that the Finnish Government asked at the outset of 
the negotiations for the introduction of a clearing, supported by a large 
Swedish credit, but thet the Swedish Government firmly refused this. request. 
Their refusal was supported by the argument that the fundamental object of a 
clearing is to strike a balance between exports and imports, but,:-in this case, 
such a balance is impossible «t present. Even before the war Sweden's exports 
to Finland, during the years 1936-1938, were valued at an average of: 890 million 
Finnish marks, whereas Finland's exports to Sweden amounted to only..248 million 
markse Since the war the discrepancy has hecome more pronounced, . The Swedish 
Government therefore put fornvard a counter proposal for moderate transactions 


covered by the system of export credit cuarantces and this was accepted by the 
Finnish eT at the last minute, © 
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The most striking change in the new agreement is the exclusion of a 
schedule of promised exports from Finland to Sweden... It is only stipulated 
in the agreement that Finland shall permit the export to Sweden of Finish 
goods so far as the country" Ss supply situation allows. 


As regards payments, practically. the same arrangement is adopted as in 
the previous Swedish-Firnish trade agreements. In principle the Finish 
Government will allow the transfer in Swedish kronor of 35% of the payments ., 
when duc, It is understood that these cash payments will be deducted from 
Finland's gold holdings and other financial assets in Sweden, For out= 
standing amounts which.cannot'bé trarsferred immediately on the date of payment, 
the Finish Government will issue non-interest bearing notes:payable in Swedish 
knonor within two years, For the due payment of such notes the Swedish 
Government will grant export credit. guarantees covering 60% of their nominal 
amount. 


The ieee nt goods ii barter basis will only-be allowed after the 
consent of the Government Commissions, appointed to follow the development of 
the trade between the two countries, 


_ Furthermore it is agreed that Finnish State Loans falling due for payment 
during the eight month period are to be prolonged for a year, 


According to the new agreement there will be no export of foodstuffs 
from Sweden, but in order to help Finland to obtaun such products, of which she 
is in dire need, from Denmark, Sweden has agreed to give Finland an additional 
credit ad hoc for 9 million kronor besides the 26 million kronor given earlier 
this year for the same purpose, It is understood that the 9 million kronor 
credit will be covered by Finnish gold deposited at the Riksbank, 


Sweden=France 


In aSvedish press report, dated the 21st April, 1942, it was stated that, 
for more than 6 months, negotiations had been carried on between the French 
authorities and SUKAB (Swedish Foreign Barter Transaction Company) regarding 

an: extension of Franco-Swedish trade, The managing director of the Swedish 
caine recently returned to Paris efter a short visit to Vichy, in order to 
settle the final arrangements.

SUKAB, in its capacity of semi-official trade organisation, has the : 
support of the Svedish authorities, and on ‘this’ occasion the managing director 
was accompanied by a representative of the Svedish State Trade Commission, 

Current trade between France andSredenconsists of barter transactions | 
pure and simple, There is no clearing, as it was feared that part of Sweden's 


clearing claims might become frozen as a result of French supply difficulties 
under present conditions. 


The new system introduced by SUKAB, consists of barter transactions with 
financial backing. Currency credits will be made available by Sweden and 
France, These credits will facilitate trade, but Will not involve ordinary 
credit risks. As a start, an amount of 2 to 3 million kronor has been proposed, — 
In contradistinction to the usual clearing system, imports from either country 
must be paid in advance by the respective buyers. 


There is thus no risk of frozen clearing balances, because SUKAS and 
SUEFINOR (Union d'Exportatcurs Francais pour l'Europe du Nord), the corresponding 
French organisation, control the balancing of the exchange of goods. 

Even if the new channels for the. exchange of goods between Sweden and 
Prance should lead to en increased volume of trade, this cannot be hoped to 
reach more than a fraction of the pre-war figures. For 1938, Swedish imports 
from France amounted to 62 million kronor and Sweden's exports to France to 59 
million. For 1937, the figures were 65 and 91 million kronor respectively, 
Since SUKAB started, Franco-Swedish barter trensactions for some 10 million 
kronor have been negotiated, ; 


Sweden-Italy 

An Italian trede delegation arrived in Stockholm on the 29th May for a week's 
visit in order to discuss with the Swedish authorities the question of Sweden ' s 
import requiroments from Italy, particularly of textiles. 


(a) Swedish State Export Credit Guarantee. | 
The director of the Swedish State Export Credit Commi ttes recently gave the 
following information to the Swedish press:- 


"The State Export Credit system, which came into existence through a 
decree made ja the Riksdag in 1933 primarily as ea link in the measures to 
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"reduce unemployment, has since beén retained so that the Swedish industries 
"shall have an opportunity of offering the same’ payment facilities on the export 
“markets as foreign industries. During recent years, when completely new 
“reasons: have ariseri for the rctention and extention of the export credit systen, 
“St has developed into a by no means wmimportant instrument of trade policy, 

"For instance, in the trade agreements with Germsny and Finland, very considerable 


"Svedish State gearensecs have been allowed for in the credits Spent ane in the 
"agreements, 


"The guarantees granted during . the six budget years: 1933/1939 numbered 
"4,694; with a total credit of 54 million kronor, of which the State guaranteed 
: 38 million: kronor, During the budget year 1939/0, 1,558 guarantees were 
"sranted,:for an amount of 23 million kronor, of. which the State guaranteed 15 
“million: kronor, | “During the budget year. 4940/41 the number of guarantees 
"increased to &; 326, covering a credit of 40-million kronor, of which the State 
_Guarenteed 25 million kronor, and during the first three quarters of the budget 
"year 1941/42 the guarantees were increased to 7,035 covering a credit of 96 
million kronor, of which 57 million kronor were guaranteed, The increase during 
the war years has, therefore, been very considerable, and it is anticipated that 
the guarantee curve during the rest of the present year will show an even more 
"powerful tendency upwards. This is the reason for the proposal which has been 
"placed before the present Riksdag to give the Export Credit Comnittee authority 
"to guarantec, on account of the State, a net amount raised. from 400 million 
"kronor to 300 million kronor, during the budget years 1942/h, (See Report 
"for March/April, 1942) At the end of last quarter, the net guarantee amount 
"on guarantees already granted wvas 55 million kronor, in addition to which the 
poerd undertook to grant further future guarantees for 14 million kronor, It 


"seems probable that the present limit of ‘100 million kronor will be-exceeded 
"during the present summer, 


"Since the end of 19L0 most of the guarantees granted have been for deliveries to 
"Finland, The number of. guarantees given under the trade agreement for exchange 
"of goods between Sweden and Finland, which has operated since the 1st September, 
"4940,'is about 9,400, covering 2 years credits against Finnish State bills 
"amounting to 64 million kronor, of which the Swedish State's net guarantee 
"emount is 37 million kronor,. The credits granted under the Svedish-German 
"trade agreement have hitherto been very small and the guarantees have con- 
"sequently been inconsiderable.. Now that the deliveries of timber, cellulose 
"and paper are in full swing, it is expected that the number of guarantees given 
"will increase considerably. .I1t is not possible to predict the extent of this 
"development, but it is thinkable that the State's net guarantee amounts for 
"covering long credits in connection with the Svedish export to Germany of timber, 
"Cellulose, paper, stone products, ball bearings, machines and tools will, during 
"4942, amount to relatively very large sums, The export and the giving of 
"credit connected therewith is, however, dependent on a number of wmknown factors 
"end it can,.therefore, also be considerably less than anticipated, Thus, for 
"instance, the transport possibilities and Germany's ability to complete delivery 
"to Sweden of the goods agreed upon can, in an unpredictable manner, be influenced 
"by war developments. In this connection, it can be stated that parallel with 
"the long credit guarantees ‘there are also guarantees for short-term claims on 
"Germany, which forms of guarantees are increasingly in demand, 


"The growing political wrest in the Western hemisphere during the late 
"sutumi’ of 1941 caused exporters to have a sudden interest in seeking guarantees 
"against the blocking of payments connected with sales to South America, During 
"less than half a year about 800 of these guarantees were. granted, covering sales 


"of 24. million kronor, of whuch the State’ Ss responsibility amounted to 16 million 
"kronor, } 


"The export credit lia i as a rule, refers to pa | losses aftcr goods 
"have been delivered, arising cither through the buyer's insolvency or the 
_umpossibility of transferring currency, During the war guarantees against the 

"risk of insolvency are given only exceptionally. A special form. of. guarantee was 
"arranged during 194.0 to cover the risk of loss arising through the inability to 
"deliver goods caused by the stoppage of trade connections between Sweden and the 


"importing country, and a limited number of such guarantees covering sates to 
"various countries have. been granted. 


"During the first six years of the Export Credit Committce's misirentbe 
"activities there was a surplus of 800,000 kronor, whilst the results for the 
"whole period of activity up to the 31st March, 1942 showed a deficit of 2,100,000

The value of Sweden's exports during the first four months of 1942, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1941, decreased by 50.8 million kronor 
and her imports by 112.9 million, The import surplus for January-April this

The import duty on all kinds of hosiery made of rayon is thus to be reduced 
from Kr, 30 to Kr,.20 per. kilogramme, . The duty on fabrics made of rayon, weighing 
less than 200 grammes per square metre, of Kr.,15 and Kr.20: respectively will be 
lowered to Kr.13 and Kr, 9. respectively, and a corresponding change will be made 
with regard to ribbons made of rayon. The supplementary ad valorem: duty levied - 


on finished sewn goods is to be reduced from 707. to 507. respectively to 60% and 
40% respectively.

By rising 1 point to 106 in April, 1942, the general index figures has reached 
the peak level of last year. The lowest figure recorded since the outbreak of war 
was that of 100 in the summer of 1941 and the highest 125 in January 1940, 

The improvement in the output of the engineering and machinery industry 
continues and the textile and clothing industry shows a further recovery. The 
iron and steel industry is still very busy. | 

The index of the pulp and paper industry dropped one point in April but is, 
however, much above the lowest index in 1941, namely 42 in July and August, The 
amount of cellulose fodder required this year is now estimated at 5/600,000 tons, 
In view of the large requirements of forest labour, the Labour .iarket Commission 
has requested the timber, pulp end paper industrics to release, during the next few 
months, 104% of their workmen for tii mber-cutting in the forests, 


Swedish-made black iron sheets to substitute tinple. xe. in the manufecture of 
containers. He See 


Normally tin plate was chiefly imported into Sweden from the United States, 
Germany and Norway, but ceased after the outbreak of war, On the 1st September, 
1941, the Swedish Governnent placed an embargo on £11 stocks of tinplate. Since 
that time and up to the present, the stocks on hand in Sweden in tinplate and tin 
for tinning have dwindled considerably, This has encouraged the use of black iron 
sheets (so-called "Svertplat", i.e. thin black iron sheets coated on one side with 
lacquer) as a substitute in the aanufacture of containers and cans for foodstuffs, 
confectionery, etc, 

At present, thin black iron sheets are — imported into Sweden from Germany, 
and partly manufactured in Sweden, The output, however, has been far too small to 
meet the’ actual demand. 

Last year containérs and cans made of the above-mentioned sheets were first 
used and tested in Sweden as well as in Gemany. The lacquers used in coating the 
containers must ‘not be soluble in’salt, Practical cxperiments have, to date, indi- 
cated that the lacquer coating has a high degree of resistance and hardness, and 


even when heating to a température of’ 100°C, no damage to the lacquer ae has 
been discovered, 


Kaolin deposits at Mjolkalange 


Certain kaolin deposits at: MjOLkal dngam between Finja and Tyringe, in the 
northern part of the province of Skane, which have been known for more than eighty 
years, will soon be exploited, Test borings reveal ‘that this kaolin is superior 
to any so far discovered in Sweden, It is stated that the Swedish industry can be 
supplied with large quantities of kaolin from this deposit, 


Swedish Co-operative Union 


Further particulars have now beak publishea regerding the activities of the 
Swedish Co-operative Union in 1941.

Its capacity will be 
7,500 tons per annum,: As Nordisk Silkecellulosa of Norrkoping estimates its output 


i at 5,500 tons, after extensions have been carried-out, and the other cellulose wool 


factory in the country, A/B, Svenskt Konstsilke of Bords at 1,800 tons, it is 


expected that the country's total production of cellulose wool will in future amount 


to 14,800 tons per annun,

"Swedish Fai r" 


The 25th annual "Swedish Fair" was opened in Gothenburg on the 9th May, /Q0 
Swedish firms participated in the fair which included many displais of substitute 


- products. Among these were several metal furnaces ond hot-water heaters of new 


designs, in which, after small alterations, wood or peat as well as coal or coke 
can be effectively used. In a small hardening furnace which was demonstrated, a 
temperature of 1,350°C could be attained with wood as fuel, The scarcity of lubri- 
cants has brought on the market a considerable number of inexpensive Swedish oil 
purifiers of which several were on exhibit. While producer-gas equipment was 
sparsely represented, many aifferent Swedish makes of battery-driven electric 


' vehicles were on show. Being cut off from imports of linseed oil and other

important ingredients, the Swedish paint industry hes had to evolve domestic 
emulsion products, etc, Surprisingly good substitutes have been attained in this 
respect, The’ exhibitions of the food industry were naturally dominated by substie 
tute products of various kinds, such as vegetable soup extracts, coffee end tea 
substitutes, etc... The most noted product of this kind was an albumen powder pro- 


duced from milk and intended to replace eggs in baking and food: preparation, 


Among the ordinary non-substitute products were found m-ny interesting novelties, 
such as a window provided with a blind, situated between the inside and outside pane, 
by means of which an easy and effective black out can be effected, 


Agricultural Committee 


On the 15th May, the Minister of Agriculture appointed a committee of 27 experts, 
under the chairmanship of the head of the State Foodstuffs Commission, to enguire 
into the prices of agricultural products and to make proposals revarding the “Lines 
on which such prices should be determined, 


SHIPPING 


The general index for Baltic freights rose by 1 unit to 296 in April, 
(August 1939 = 100), 

During April, 463,573 net tons of shipping extered Swedish ports, as “Nenaea’ 
with 205,716 tons in March, 637,259 tons left Swedish ports as against 229,716. 
Excluding the ferry traffic, the Swedish proportion increased from 45.1% in March

In may the Eriksberg shipyard delivered the motor vessel "Tri tonia" of about 
5,000 tons loading capacity to.the Soya Shipping Company of Stockholm, The vessel 
is propelled by a two-stroke single-acting nine~cylinder Diesel engine, developing 
3,500 H.P, The contracted speed on cargo is 135 knots, . 

_ §tockholm's largest shipyard, the Finnboda Varv, has for several years. displayed 

constant and rapid development. In addition to repair jobs, it has built quite a 
number of highly modern motor cargo vessels for the Swedish Svea Line as well as 


some small vessels for ths Swedish Navy. Its plants have been extended and 


modernized to a great extent, The Finnboda yard has now acquired the majority of 
the shares in the Elektriska Svetsnings A/B. of Stockholm, owners of another 
Stockholm shipyard the Hammarby-Varvet. Through this acquisition the Finnboda yard 
has obtained suitable facilities for repairs and overhauls of all kinds of ships. 
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Swedish-America Line of Gothénburg 


This. company has recently beén attracting attention in the press. Some months 
ago it sold the "Kungsholm" to the United States and the "Stockholm" to Italy, The 
"Drottningholm" and the "Gripsholm" are now occupied with the repatriation of | 
diplomats and others. Recently the Stock Exchange quotations of the company's | 
shares rose and then fell with remarkable rapidity, which caused considerable ‘sure 
mise as to what was happening to the concern,

Marcus Wallenberg J:r also became a member of the board; .he was previously on the

RATIONS, EMBARGOES AND REGULATIONS 


Owing to the considerably reduced killings of livestock, the total weekly meat 
ration during the rationing. period from the 7th liay' to the 34 st liay, 1942, was--cut 
from 250 to 218 points per person (1 point is equal to the meat value of 1 gramme of 
the boneless product).

This is another restrictive measure found necessary in view of the limited supplies 
of bread grain aveilable. 


NISCELLANEOUS 
Chenges in the Law regarding Unfair Competition 


For the ‘purposes of .increasing the legal protection of names, designations, or 


‘ marks. of commercial enterprises, commodities and literary works, the Riksdag passed, 


in May,’ a-Bill regarding certain changes in the law of unfair competition which has 


been in force since the 1st January, 1932, The amendments to the law have been 
promulgated and came into force - on the‘ist' June, 1942, 

The original law contains regulations against. unfair advertising, improper 
awarding or offering of.a gift or similar favour, improper utilization or disclosure 
of professional secrets and similar misdemeanours,:s.well as bribery, The law is 
now amended:.to include provisions against a fifth form of unfair competition, viz. 
causing confusion between names, marks and titles, ‘This amendment provides punish- 
ment for anybody in business who uses a name, “trade mark, package or other identifi- 
cation which cah easily be confused with that of another enterprise already 
established or goods or works offered in Sweden. Only such actions will be 


punishable, however, as have been. mde with the intention to cause confusion, 


Moreover, the amendments provide punishment and the obligation to pay damages 
for any person who, with the intention to confuse,in the line of business or 
otherwise publishes or mimeographs literary or musical works or works of art or a 


special title or fictitious names, whereby confusion can readily be caused with the 
works of others. |

With reference to my despatch No. 269 "E“ of the 
2lst May, 1942, I have the honour to report that a 
Swedish Government lottery loan of 150 million kronor, 
in bonds of fifty kronor each, was issued by the 
Swedish National Debt Office at par on the lst 
September, 1942. The loan is divided into 1,500 
series with 2,000 bonds of fifty kronor in each series. 
No definite date of repayment has been fixed. The 
National Debt Office, however, are entitled, after at 
least twenty drawings, to redeem the bonds at par, at 
three months’ notice. Drawings are to take place 
twice a year in May and November (except the first 
drawing which will be in February 1943). The number 
of prizes allotted annually will be 39,000 (19,500 at 
each drawing) with a total value of 4,876,0@ kronor, 
including one prize of 250,000 kronor, one of 100,000 
kronor, two of 50,000 kronor, four of 25,00 kronor and 
twelve of 10,000 kronor at each drawing. The net 
average interest on the lottery bond loan is estimated 
at 5.5 per cent. 


Be The conditions governing the lottery bond loan 
were announced as early as the 19th August, and the 
National Debt Office received advance requisitions from 
the banks and other financial institutions amounting to 
no less than 220 million kronor. In view of this 
favourable reception the National Debt Office decided 
on the 27th August to issue a second tranche of 150 
million kronor on the same date and under identical 
conditions to those of the first tranche. 


Oe One of the principal objects of the lottery bond 
loans is to absorb liquid money from the small savers 
and thereby endeavour to counteract inflationary 
tendencies pending the issue of the next large 
Government loan. Tne demand for the bonds, however, 
has proved to be particularly great from the more 
wealthy investors, who subscribed to lottery bonds in 
whole series of 100,000 kronor. In order to prevent 
the large investors from evading taxation by making 
large subscriptions, in series, to the lottery bond 
loan:,. the National Debt Office had to impose certain 
restrictions, such as charging higher prices on the 
sale of lottery bonds in whole series (the market 
price was at one time four per cent above par for such 
series) and limiting the sale of lottery bonds in 
series to corporations, etc. The sale of odd lottery 
bonds to any one person may not exceed ten according

to the new stipulations. The two lottery bond 
loans are to-date almost fully subscribed (about 
250 million kronor having been placed) and had it 
not been for the restrictions they would have been 
over-subscribed by now. | 


4. As a further means of absorbing idle money from 
the large investors and for the repayment of 200 
million kronor in Treasury Bills, held by the 
commercial banks, which fall due on the 30th 
September, the National Debt Office decided to issue 
at par a two and a half year Bond Loan of 500 million 
kronor at two per cent, dated the 15th September. 

The bonds are in denominations of 500,000, 250,000, 
100,000 and 50,000 kronor and have all been taken up 
by the commercial banks.

Considerable se ernnan Dee has been devoted to the pro- 
duction of synthetic rubber in Sweden, but hitherto little. ro- 
gress appears to have been made and the problem of the su of 
rubber mmains acute. Research work is still being carried on and 
an apparatus for the production of aynthetic rubber at the rate 
ef one kilogranme per r is paid to have bem constructed, but 
this does no more than indicate that the matter is still in the 
experimental s ee and that the hopes entertained in the Spring 
of definite re ts have not been realized. 


Attempts are being made to cultivate in Sweden the 
rubber-bearing dandelion plant KOK~SAGYZ, indigenous to the Soviet 
Union. The ty of the rubber yielded by this plant is satis- 
factory and the product in qestion might eeeihiy be suitable for 
motor car tyres. No experience has yet been gained as to the win- 
bi euee | ten Be 7. ce of the plant so far as Sweden is concerned, al- 

n nion of experts conditions in this country are 
rareumete to its cultivation. Success, however, is dependent 
upes the supply of adequate quantities of seed. for the production 
of 500 tone of rubber, 1,000 kilogrammes of seed are mocessary and 
prospects of importing sufficient seed for the purpose are very 
uncertain.

12. HARVEST REPORT ‘Tho. results of the. Sueddish. harvest in respect of quantity 
are sunewhat under average according to the latest report of the Statistical 
Bureau, The crop of fodder’ straw grain compared with last year has increased by 
41 per cent, barley 20 per cont, oats 28 per cent mixed, and 25 per cent for all 
fodder straw grain.

2. Ina press interview cn his visit Mr. Lunigren says: “Swedish sailors are every- 
where in great jteman4d just new, in Lenten, Cartiff, Liverpecl, New Yerk. Swedish 
seamen abrca’? are as unite? as ever - their crganisaticn is as intact as it was in 
peacetime - but they are hcmesick. Swedish sailcrs fcr Swetdish vessels is the aim we 
intend tc work for in future. An agency for Swedish sailors will be onene?d in Cardiff 
shortly, with the same functicns as in Liverpecl. There are many Swedish captains 
whe appear tc have some recte4 cbjecticn te enguging their cwn ccuntrymn. It is 

hard to say why. Liverpecl has become the centre fcr Swedish sailcrs in Englan4, 

and at a mecting one evening I met nc less than 60 Swetish wamen whe were lccking fcr 
a berth. Ne cne cemplained cf the difficulties which arcse new ani then.

The primary reascn fcr this is that the war risk ccnpensaticn, 
where it is payable, is subject tc taxaticn in Sweten. This means thot in practice 
a Swetish seaman earns 30 percent less than his fcreign ccmrates, who jc nct have tc 
pay tax cn their war risk benus. This has given rise tc much disccntent ani as a 
result Swedish seamen have frequently transferre4 tc Nerwegian cr American beats. 


5. “Mr. Sven Lundgren, whe is a member cf the Riksiag, recently brceught the mattez 

te the nctice of Mr. Ernst Wigfcrss, the Swedish Minister cf Finance. If allcwe4 

te dJevelcp this situaticn will have an unfcrtunate effect cn Swetish shipping. Swedish 
ships” engineers are ameng the finest in the werli, an? it is therefcre natural that 
as a result cf her present great shipbuilding pregraimme, America is ncw anxicus tc 
secure Swetish cfficers. The cnly way tc prevent the ccntinuei transfer cf Swedish 
seamen tc frreign vessels is tc relieve them cf the war risk ccinpensaticn tax in 
Sweden. This weul? be only fair enccuragement fcr risking their lives fcr their 
ccuntry. Many Sweites whe have been serving twe years cr mre cutsite their heme 
waters wish tc return tc their families tc recuverate frem their hariships. The 
number cf these whe gc back tc their ships is smaller, an’ therefcre there is a 
shertage cf cfficers fcr Swedish vessels. The impertance cf Swetish cfficers fcr 
Swedish vessels is tcc cbvicus tc be stressei", Mr. Sdre ccncluded. 


6. In this cennecticn it may be menticned that acecrding tc Press reperts abcut 
2,800 sailers are at present emplcyed cutside the Nerth Sea bleckade. Of these 
1,100 are serving cn beard vessels sailing between America and England cr in English 
waters. When the Skagerack barrier was established in April 1940, with the German 
cccupaticn cf Nerway, abeut half the Swedish merchant marine, cr rcughly 900,000 

tens d.w. was cutside the Skagerack. A substantial part of the ships sailed between 
England andi America, while cthers mintained the regular line shipping, e.g. between 
the U.S.A. and Australia, that Swedish ccmpanies had been carrying cn since lcng 
befcre the war. A ecnsiderable number cf vessels were, hewever, on their way tc 
Sweden when the bleckade was established. These had te unlead their cargees in 
British and cther orrts and have since been emplryed in Atlantic and other trades.

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II. AGREEMENTS FUR 808 000 WORKERS TERMINATE 


1. . 808,000 members of unions affiliated to the Swedish Trade Union Federation 

will be affected by agreements terminable at or about the end of 1942. These agree- 
ments affect 40,600 employers. The wages of 724,000 cf these workers are regulated 
by the cost-cf-living index in accerdance with the Blanket Agreement between the 
Trade Union Federation and the Employers’ Asseciation. 77,000 receive cempensaticn 
cn special terms closely related tc the Blanket Agreement. 


2. The majority cf the agreements expire in December, a tctal cf 461,C00 workers 
being involved. Agreements for 62,000 workers expire in Uctober 1941, for 2,600 


in November, for 97,000 in January 1943, for 27,000 in February 1943, and for 128,000 
in March 19,3. 


3. The agreement covering the greatest number of werkers is the Engineers’ Agree- 
ment, which affects about 110,000 werkers and expires in December. The Feundries’ 
Agreement fcr 40,000 werkers alsc expires in December. Other imocrtant agreements 


are that of the Textile Industry, affecting 36,000 and the Building Industry affect- 
ing 29,000 werkers. The Farmworkers” Agreement, which affects 45,000 werkers was 


terminated in July, when the employers refused tc accept a nestpenement of the 
date cf terminaticn. 


III. WAGE MOVEMENTS AND STRIKES IN 1941 


1. Infcrmaticn submitted te the T.U. Federaticn by the affiliated unicns regarding 
wage mevements and cenflicts gives a gccd idea cf the stability cf Swedish labour 


cenditicns in 1941. Gut of a tetal ef 10,304 mevements, 98 percent (affecti 
99.7 percent cf the members) were settled by negetiatien, while 2 percent led tc 


strikes, lcckcuts cr syinpathy strikes. These ccenflicts cnly affected 0.3 percent 
cf the members. A tcetal cf 99,408 werking days were lest as a result cf ccnflicts, 


which ameunts tc abcut 50 minutes per member cf the entire Trade Unicn Federation. 


2. 10,155 cf the 10,304 mcvements were wage mevements. 48 ccncerned existing 


wages, leading tc cpen ccnflict, 51 mevements were sympathy ccenflicts and 50 movements 
were the result cf dismissal and victimisaticn. The mcvements as a whcle affected 
47,399 empleyers and 832,987 werkers, 78,971 cf whem were nct crganised. 9, 964, 
mevements were settled by negctictien, 153 after strikes andj 2 after leckcuts. 76 


remained unsettled and 59 were written cff. 2,237 members were affected by strikes, 
20 by leckcuts and 80 by victimisaticn. r 


3-In 1939 sone 552,000 werkers were affected by wages mevements. In 1941 that 
number was nearly dcubled as a result cf the inijex negctiaticns. The nunber cf 
mevements settled by negrtiaticn has steadily increased, frem 71 percent in 1931 to 
98 percent in 1941. 96,135 werking days were lest in 1941 as a result cf strikes, 
er 96.7 percent cf the tctal cf 99,408 werking jays lest. 80 days were lcst as a 


result cf leckcuts and 3,193 en acccunt cf victinmisaticn. The tctal dispute relief 
paid cut ameunted tc 218,587 krencr. 


IV. LABOUR CONDITIONS IN 1939 AND 1940 


le Accerding te the reperts en labeur conflicts recently issue1 by the State 
Cenciliaticn Officers, the number cf disputes submitted fer arbitraticn in 1959 

and 1940 was 322 and 293 respectively. The ccrrespending figures fcr the year 
immediately preceding was 370, ani the average fer the years 1915 anj 1938 was 215. 
In twe of the cenflicts reperte’ fer 1939, ne negctiaticns were ccnducted befcre the 
ccnciliaticn authcrities. Such negetiatiens were ceniucted in all cther instances 
Auring 1939 ani 1940, ise. in 320 disputes in 1939 and 293 disputes in 1940. Eleven 
ef the negctiatei sisputes in 1939 an? 1 in 1940 were carrie’? cver fren 1938 and 
1939. The fclicwing statements ccver negetiated Jisputes arising in 1939 ani 1940, 
309 an’ 292 respectively. 


2. Of 309 disputes in 1939 and 292 in 1940, 32 and 26 disputes respectively were 
Jealt with by specially appcinte4 ccnciliaticn cfficers an4 cenciliaticn ccmmissicns. 
Werk was strppe4 in 29 instances in 1939 an? in 15 in 1940, i.e. 9 anid 5 percent of 
the tctal number cf negctiated Jisputes turing the year. The 309 tisputes in 

1939 affected a tctal cf 7,285 enplcyers an’? 267,383 werkers. The 292 disputes in 
1940 cencerne’4 9,509 empleyers an4 204,120 werkers. The 29 steppages in 1939 affecte’ 
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1,181 workers (0.7 percent cf the tctal number cf werkers invelve4 in labeur disputes 
during that year); 28 cf them were strikes anid cne was a mixed dispute. In 17 
oases (59%) work ceased before negctiaticns ocmmence4, an’ in 12 cases (41%) the 
stcpoage cf work was precede’? by negctiations befcre the reccgnise’ authcrity. The 
15 cases of stoppage cf work in 1940 invelved 3,593 werkers, cr 1.8 percent cf the 
tctal number cf workers affected by negctiaticns ‘during that yeur. 14 cf these 
disputes were trikes an‘J 1 was a leckcut. In 6 cases (40%) werk ceased before 


negctiaticns were ccmmenced, and in 9 cases ( 60%) the stopnage cf werk was preceded 
by negctiaticn befcre the recognise’ authcrity. 


3. Comparing the reverts cn labeur ccnflicts in 1939 and 1940, it will be seen that 
negetiaticns tceck place in cennecticn with 64 ani 37 percent respectively of the 
stcppages cccurring during those years, ani ccvered 7/7 ani 91 percent cf the werkers 
affected. This cempariscen inclutes disputes carries ever frem the preceding years 
1938 ani 1939 which only led to a stcppage cf werk in 1939 an? 1940. 


Le As regards the results cf negotiations, 278 disputes in 1939 and 275 in 1940, 

or 90 and 94 percent respectively of the total number of Jisputes were settle1 by~ 
this means, either before a cenciliaticn cfficer cr a cenciliaticn commission. In 

31 cases (10%) in 1939 an‘ 15 cases (6%) in 1940 negctiaticns led te no result, either 
owing to the parties reaching a private settlement or to the dispute remaining un- 
settled. In general it has been foun’ that in disputes settled by the ccenciliation 
cfficer or conciliation commissicns, the settlement wos a compromise. Only in 


excepticnal cases have disputes been settlei entirely in accceriance with the employers 
or workers’ ‘4emands. . 


Ve THE LABOUR SUPPLY SITUATION 
A. EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT IN JULY 


1. The exceptional cenditicns new prevailing cn the labour market were well illus- — 
trated in July, when the number cf werkers seeking employment was less than the number © 
cf vacant jebs. It is the first time this has happened since September 1920. The 
average number cf applicaticns per 100 vacant jcbs in all fields was 99 in July as 
against 103 in June. The tctal number cf werkers seeking emplcyment was 8.8 percent — 
less in July than in June, while the number cf vacant jcbs had jJecline’d by 5.5 percent 
The Sccial Bear4’s iniex cf available werk shewei a slight increase in July, the 


average fcr all gre ps having risen frem 3.67 in June tc 3.74 in July. The supply ct ~ 
werk is thus more than usually gcec4. 


2. In the Trate Unicns, fer which figures are cnly available un tc the end cf 
June, 4.8 percent cf the members were unemplcyed as against 6 percent in May. 

It is prebable that July shcweda further Jecrease, cne reascn being the rise in en- 
ployment in the building trajte. The number cf werkers seeking relief at the en’ of 
July was 6,059, a Jecrease cn the previcus menth’s figures cf 982, cr nearly 13 %. 


3. Hay making demanted ccnsiderably mcre labcur than in the previcus year. Scme 
classes cf agricultural werkers ani furmers were given leave frem the ferces, and 
vcluntary help was alsc secure’. In seme districts industrial workers were given 
leave tc assist in the harvest. The Jemani fcr labcur increase’ greatly in the for- 
ests, when the new hewing pregramme was submitte’1 tc the owners, but the peat indus- 
try’s labour requirements 4ecline’4 in July. There was a grewing shertage cf 
qualified werkers in the metal an‘ machine infustries, anid in feuniries an4 car- 
penters” werksheps. Werkers were Jischarge4 frem glasswerks, pulp mills, meat 


facteries ani tailcrs’ werksheps. A small ameunt cf short-time werk cccurre4 
in the textile, shce an? leather industries. 


4. The engagement cf labcur in the shinping trate was fairly brisk. Many seamen 
have taken up jcebs ashcre, and as a result a ccnsiterable number of inexperienced 
hanis were signet cn. There was a particularly ncticeable shortage cf deck hands 
and women stewards fcr lecal traffice At the seamen’s agencies there were 2,977 
seamen signed cn and 2,792 signed cff turing the menth. The ccrrespending figures 
fer the previcus year were 2,828 and 2,685. 


5. The intex figure fcr all branches cf industry from the end cf February to 
the end cf May shews an increase in the number cf emplcye? werkers cf 5./7 percent, 


and in the wages pait cf 8.4 percent.. Fer industry preper the increase was 3.7 
and 6.2 percent. | | 


MANPOWER KEGISTRATIUN PROPOSED SY 


1. Three millicn persens, cr half the pepulaticn cf Sweden, will register fcr 

werk of naticnal impertance andj fer lecal ‘defence ~urncses if the Gcvernment apprceves 
a scheme submitte’? by the Labcur Market Ccmmissicn. In asking the Seccial Minister 
te censider this registraticn scheme, the Cemmissicn has attached statements in its 
suppert by defence experts, A.R.P. crganisaticns and the Evacuaticn Cemnissicn. The 
ccest weuld ameunt te abcut 400,000 krener. Acccrding te the Cemmissicn, this emer- 
gency registraticn will apply tc all Swedish men bern 1878-1928 and all Swedish wemen 
bern 1883-1928. When registering they are tc give infcrmaticn abcut their werking 
ability and perscnal details cf value tc A.R.P., fire-fighting, evacuaticn and simi- 
lar civil defence measures, as well as tc the veluntary jJefence crganisaticns. It 
will be necessary t- knew nct cnly the registrees” present cccunaticns but alse their 
previcus cccupaticns, if any. 


2. Certain categcries will be exempt frem registraticen, particularly these liable 
tc perfcrm military duties in the event cf a general inebilisaticn. This anplies 
primarily tc conscripts and permanent members cf the army. Other grcups tc be ex- 
emnt are pecple dcmiciled abrcead whe are n-t included in the 19435 census, seamen 
sailing in fcreign waters, persens suffering frem incurable Jiseases cr incurably 
insane, persens permanently supperted by the pecr law authcrities, and finally the 
nemad pecnles cf Lapland. 


C. INVENTORY OF BUILDING INDUSTRY LABUUR 


1. The State Labcur Market Ccemmissicn has new issue? its repcrt cn the manpcewer 
empleyed cn July 15 in all building anj censtructicnal unjertakings with mcre than 
twe workers. Acccrding te this inventcry, which dces nct include relief wer, 
137,626 werkers were emplcyed on July 15th, 71,426 in heusebuilding (including re- 
pairs), 16,616 cn rail and tramway werks, 10,598 cn military censtructicns and 10,502 
on read werk. It was estimated that the number cf emplcye4 werkers weuld be 146,641 
on September lst, ani 122,283 cn Uctcber lst, 63,680 being emplcye’4 in hcusebuilding, 
15,414 in laying rails an4 tramlines, 9,728 cn rca4 werk and 6,438 on military ccn- 
structicnal werk. : 


2. At the time cf the inventcry the labcur ferce inclujed 80,754 general labcurers, 
23,914 weed werkers, 10,608 nlumbers ani fitters ani 4,096 painters. In the case cf 
all these trates a irecnp in emplcyment is expected by Octcber lst, with one nctable 


excepticn - 7,687 painters are exnecte’ tc be in employment at the end cf the present 
quarter. 


3. State werk acccunted fer 41,247 undertakings, municipal werk 28,617 ani private 
werk for 67,762. The number cf building creraticns is expected tc be reduced on 
Uctcber lst tc 34,282 in the case cf state werk, 24,911 municipal uniertakings and 
63,090 private uniertakings. 5,334 workers were emplcye’4 in state anid municipal 
emergency werk in the mivile cf July. 


4. The Cemmissicn reverts that nc great changes have cccurre4 in the building 
industry as a result cf the ban cn engaging werkers excert threugh labeur exchanges. 
The ccmpleticn cf pricrity werk caused a further increase in the numbers emplcye4 anj 
difficulties were enccuntere’4 in seme quarters in precuring bricklayers and carpenters 


VI. LABUUR AND NAZI INFILTRATION 


1. The Swedish labcur press ws payed a preminent part in securing the applicaticn 
of measures against Fifth Cclumnists in the pclice an? defence frrces during August. 
During the menth the Syndicalist jaily naper, Arbetaren, was able tc reveal that a 
molice censtable ha4 been making attempts tc create Nazi blecs in the Stcckhclm 
Pelice Ferce. Its infcrmaticn was immediately taken up by many cther Swedish papers, 
mest cf which expressed streng ccniemnaticn of this activity ani called fer an 
enquiry ani refcrms. Sc great 114 nublic indignaticn beccme that the Minister cf 
Secial Affairs, Mr. Gustav Méller, anpeinted a ccmmissicn t- fin’ cut hew many 
peolicement were suvperters cf vclitical extremist parties. In taking this step he 


stated that the affair hai breught about a question of confidence, ani it was 
necessary to investigate contditions in the Police Force, not only threugh the 
police chiefs but alsc threugh intepenient investigators. 
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2. Writing in FackfGreningsrérelsen, the official journal of the Swedish Traite 
Unicn Federation, Mr. Raghar Casparsscn, Press Officer of the Federation, launche’4 
a caustic attack on the Minister of Defence, Mr. PsE. Sk614 - himself a lester of 
the Secial Democratic Labeur Party - regariting the emmloyment of Nazi-minje4 
officers in the Swedish army. As a ccmment by a Labeur journal ypcen a Labour 
Minister Casparsson’s article was extracrdinarily sharp. Ameng pthef things he 
wrete; “Many bitter comments have been jpassei cn the circumstance that Nazi 
officers are nct only tclerate4 but even premcte’ in the Swedish army. This 

is net calculate’? tc stimulate the spirit an’ merale cf the ranke. It is indeed 
remarkable that the trecps can be loyal an’ cbey criers when they are ~ut under 
the control of persons whe neither can ncr will ccnceal their antagcnism tc Jemo- 
cracy. One is scmetimes temmted tcbelieve that the Swedish authcrities share 
Frederick the Great’s cpinicn that scldiers are best when they jc nct think. But 
Swedish scldiers are nct rebcts. They are mature citizens, cften bearing heavy 
financial burdens, who stan’ at their pests tc 4efeni the liberty cf their ccuttry. 
They are entitle? tc wonder, ani they are right tc enquire what is meant when the 
enemies cf jJemccracy are put in ccmman’ cf its ijefeniers. The free and uncenscred 
press- the champicn cf ‘eiccracy - receives nec renly tc its queries cn this hea‘. 
The Minister of Defence is beth Jeaf an? dumb." 


3. Referring tc the appeintment cf a former hea4 cf a Mazi ycuth crganisaticn 

as ccmmanier cf a Guards Regiment training icvct, Casparsscn wrete: "Yeung Swedes 
are being enccurage’? te enlist in the staniting army with the prespect cf premcticn. 
They flock tc the colcurs, nct for militarism, but for love of freejom. An? then 
they are sent to a training Jepot commanite4 by a Nazi, who in his free time "to 

the best cf his ability" is helping the enemies of ‘Jemocracy to untermnine the very 
foundations on which Swejen’s ‘4efences are built. Per Edvin Sk611 is the head of 
our Ministry cf Defence. Is he the “strong man" he is sai’ to be, or is he not? 
It is immossible to ccntinue as if nothing h.:4 happened. Many, all too many of us, 
are desperate, filled with indignaticn over all this ani many other things. There 
is no point in malcting the Swedish peonle of millions an’ milliards of kronor to 
suppert a military machine, if it is entruste1 to persons whe are the swcerm enemies 
of our Censtitution an‘ our free instituticns.. With due consideration to military 
ability, posts cf ccmman’ in the Army must be reserve’ for the friends an‘ convinced 


supporters cf Jemocracy. It is dangercus tc the public nerale anid the spirit of 
the treops tc give the ccmman? te Nazis an? their like." 


4. Shortly after the vublication cf this article,the Defence Minister instructe4 
the Commanier-in-Chief to make an immediate review of current security precauticns, . 
with the object cf preventing members of the Defence Force, whose behavicur ‘ices 
net inspire ccnfitence, frem acticns injuricus tc the national ‘efence. 


VII. THE SOCIAL-DEMOCRATIC PARTY IN 1941 


1. The Sccial-Demecratic Labcur Party cf Sweden recently issue’ its annual 
repert fcr 1941. It transnires that the membership rese by 10,952 to 498,209. 
At the end cf the year, therefore, it was only 1,791 members shcert cf the half 
million. Twenty-two cf the party Jistricts shcwed increases in membership,an’‘1 
cnly five 74ecreases. In nene cf the latter cases 113 the fall amcunt to as 
much as 500. The Skane (Scuth Sweden) district is the largest in peint of men- 
bership with 96,482. It is fcllcwed by the city cf Stcckhclm with 85,960, and 
the city of Gcthenburg with 36,689. 


2. While the membership increase’i the number cf lcecal branches fell by 1, to , 
2,479. This relatively slight fall is chiefly ‘tue te the fact that mebilisation : 
has 4eprived seme cf the branches cf their leading members, fcr which reascn their 
activity has been suspenie? until mcre ncrmal times return. 


3. In 1941 the Party cwned 27 daily parers, cf which 10 were mcrning papers. 
Twc appeared 7 Jays a week, twenty-five 6 days. In aidditicn the Party has cne 
paper issuing 4 numbers a week and 4 issuing 5 numbers a weck. 


4.  Mcre intimate relaticns were establishe4 during 1941 between the Party an1 
the Trate Unicn Federaticn. Threugh their Jcint Stanting Committee, the two 
corganisaticns are in censtant ccntact with each cther, anid in order te reinferce 
this ccllabcration still further it was jJecited tc establish jcint committees 
threughcut the country between local party an‘ trate union crganisaticns. The 
purpese cf these committees is to cocriinate ani plan ccmnen Ja ant 
educaticnal werk. Such committees have alrea*y been established in a mumber of 
places, but cn the whole this “4evelcrment is still in its initial stages. 
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5+ The Sccial-Demccratic Wemen‘’s Asscciaticn was extremely active turing the 
year. Its membership rese by 965 to 27,847, the number cf local branches rising 
by 11 tc 674. The Asscciaticn has iene much te stress the nee4 of more nurseries 
fer chiliren an’ for an expansicn cf hcuse-building. 


6. It was inevitable that the Sccial-Demecratic Youth Asscciatien would be rather 
har’ hit during the war, as many cf its members are cf military age ant have been 
callei up. Netwithstanding these Jifficulties beth the membership ani the number 
of lecal branches have increased. At the en’ cf 1941 the Asscciaticn had 104,677 
members ani 1,695 lecal branches. Desvite the call-up of many cf the members, the 
Asscciaticn was able tc fulfil a very impressive educaticnal pregramme. During 

the stuly season 1940-41 uo fewer than 22.4 percent of the asscciaticn’s membership 
took part in study circle wrk. | 


VIII. J. FEDERATION ESTABLISHES “PEUPLE’S UNIVERSITY" 


1. At the last cengress cf the Swedish Trate Unicn Fejeraticn, the Chairman, 

Mr. August Lintberg, hinted that the Federaticn was ccnsijering plans fer the es- 

tablishment of a “Pecnle’s University", by which he meant that the Federaticn was 

prepesing tc take steps to ‘evelcp educational facilities amceng the working class 

movements. These plans have ncw ajvance? sc far that the Federation has acquired 
an estate seme miles north east of Stcckhclm, where a new pecple’s highschecl will 
be erected as sccn as the suvnply cf materials an? labcur becomes mere normal. 


2. This new schcol will be ccen‘tuctei tirectly by the Federation ani will be 
organise? on much the same lines as the well-kncewn schecl at Brunnsvik. In the 
beginning it is estimate’ that the schcecl will be able tc have abcut 120 pupils, 
which means that there will be rocm fcr twe simultaneous ccurses. In additicn 

te the Feteraticn’s cwn ccurses, which will cemprise two three-mcnth terms every 
year, it will be possible tc crganise 29 intivitual trade unicn ccurses cf two 
weeks each at the new schccl. Furthermcre the schecl at Brunnavik, threugh being 
relievei cf the lcnger ccurses will be able tc crganise abcut 20 shcrter ccurses. 
Imall, these twe "Pecple’s Cclleges" will be able tc run abcut 50 ceurses fcr 
between 2,500 and 3,000 stuients a year.

IX. POST - WAR RELIEF 


1. The newspaper Stcckhclms Titninzen recently publishe? an article frem Len‘ton 
cn the preblem cf »cst-war relief by a Swedish Rei Cress ‘elegate, Mr. Gunnar 
Cederschidld. He peints cut that efter the last war the victims cf starvaticn an‘ 
disease were mere numercus than the casualties in the war itself, ani that millicns 
cf pecple died because help came tcc late. He therefcre suggests that Sweden and 
Switzerland shculd immediately prepare plans fcr the transncrt an1 Jistributicn 

ef fccodistuffs anid raw materials tc the plages where they are mest urgently neede4, 
as sccen as pessible after the war. 


2. Mr. Ceterschidl4 refers tc the extensive preparatcry werk fcr pcest-wer relief 
which is being tcne in Englan’ ani America. In his view, hewever, really reliable 
informaticn abcut nee4s cculd enly be ccllecte? by neutral ccuntries, fcr instance | 
Sweden ani Switzerlani, ani the Gevernments cf those ccuntries should undertake a 
the resncnsibility fer such work. Their legations ccul’ ‘distribute questionnaires 

tc various national an’ local authcrities in the beliigerent an’ occupie4 ccuntries. 
The material thus collecte’4 shcul4 be kept secret by the two Governments until the 

en? of the war, but in the meantime it ccul’? be collate’ tc form the basis of an 
internaticnal relief plan. All infcrmation gathere’ regarmiing ‘diseases, medical 
requirements etc. could be tealt with by the Health Organisation cf the League of 
Nations, which is still functioning in Geneva. Finally, Mr. Cederschidl1 suggests 
that the Swetish Government might crganise a bureau to jeal with the informaticn 
necessury fcr planning the tistributicn ani transpert cf feci-stuffs, seed, cattle, 

raw materials, etc. among the ‘istresse’1 naticns.

STORM SIGNALS 


in many respects the seriousness of the present 
situation is becoming more pronounced. Among the signs 
pointing in this direction are the recent German statements, 
official and press, criticizing severely both Sweden and 
switzerland. More zealously than ever the attitude of 
these countries to the so-called new order in Hurope, as 
well as their general position in the war between the big 


powers, is being analysed by Germany. In that connection 


certain rather alarming remarks have been made. A certain 
nervousness with regard to the politico-commercial situation 
has also manifested itself. Sweden, like Switzerland, is 
in a precarious position between both the belligerents and 
must try to maintain its balance in the midst of the various 
blockading and counter-blockading measures. 

“shipping by means of safe conduct with the Western 
Hemisphere is, of course, entirely dependent upon concessions 
from both warring sides. To date it has been possible to | 
maintain this traffic but everyone has been aware of the fact 
that the situation in one way or another might deteriorate. 

It is well-known that Sweden's chances of making purchases 

in the Western Hemisphere have been lessened by the extension 
of the war, and that shipping facilities have also been 
affected. Even in the United States a shortage of certain 
commodities is now asserting itself. It is also known that 
: at least in a few instances the American authorities have

1 London. It has also been noted that the closer welding 
together of the United States and England in the war effort 


has resulted in the former's exercising a greater measure 


of influence on purely European questions than was previously 
the case. ; 

3 with respect to the internal Swedish situation in the 
event of a turn for the worse in the international political 
situation, the fuel and food supply problems are of 
particular interest. This year's crop is better than last 
year's but to date the spring grain crop is not completely 
harvested and the potato crop will be smaller than a year 


BLO. A general increase in the bread rations therefore 


can not be anticipated, but possibly a slightly increased 
extra ration might be allocated to those mostly in need 
thereof. On the other hand, there appears to be a possi- 
bility of increasing the allocation of rolled oats, 
particularly in view of the fact that this year's crop of 
oats is expected to be of good quality. The sugar beet 
crop seems to be adequate to maintain unchanged rations and 
furthermore at the present time Sweden has comparatively 
large stocks of sugar, including also Danish sugar. With 
regard to the supplies of foodstuffs, however, calculations 
must be made with an eye to the future. In that connection 
it has to be noted that the sowing of winter grain has been 
retarded and reduced in area. In many circles it has also 
been emphasized that the supply of fertilizers in certain 
cases will be reduced next year. This is particularly the 
case with farmyard manure, owing to reduced cattle herds. 
Furthermore, the previously anticipated deliveries of 


superphosphate produced from domestic raw materials apparently

will not. be available in time for the field work next 
spring. | 
Y with regard to fuel supplies it is known that the 


peat production this year has decreased considerably 
compared with estimates, or from 1,000,000 to only 


700,000 metric tons. This ,however, is of minor 


importance, The cutting of wood during July and August 
amounted to 4,000,000 cubic meters, loose piled, as against 
56,000,000 cubic meters during the same period last year. 
This year's wood cut so far is, however, considerably below 
schedule, 9,000,000 square meters, loose piled, for two 
months. During these months 55,000 cutters have been 


employed in the woods, and the average production consequently 


would be less than 40 cubic meters, loose piled, per man 

and month, or about 2 cubic meters, loose piled, per day. 
Obviously there is a demand for an increased number of 
workers in the forests and it is doubtful if this can be 
arranged. A plan corresponding to the German labor service 
for young men below the conscription age has been discussed. kee 
Man-power recruited from the so-called national labourteams 
("riksarbetslagen") has proved inadequate. As a matter of 
fact, many industries are so overloaded with important work : 
for the war effort that the industrial leaders are reluctant 
to transfer their workers to the forests. Within certain 
industries it might be feasible to extend the working time 
per shift or week and thereby release an additional supply 


of man-power. To a certain extent also women have been 


able to replace male workers. Extended working hours, 


al 


however/ 
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however, are not possible within, f.i. the coal mines, 


where an eight-hours-shift is considered to be the 


maximum effort. But within the mechanical work-shop 
industry working hours already have been extended in 
certain cases. 

5 The outlook for coal and coke imports were last summer 
somewhat improved, but were not up to expectations. 
According to information, coal and coke imports during the 
third quarter of this year were about 25 percent less than 
during the corresponding period last year when, on the 


other hand, the volume of thgse imports was rather satis- 


. factory. The losses of not only Swedish but also other

I. SWEDISH T,U, FEDERATION REACHES MEMBERSHIP OF 1,000,000 


1s At the end of 1941 the Trade Union Federation reckoned 991,285 members. Only 
a few thousands were required to bring the total up to one million. Reports for 
June 30 1942 show that the memhership of unions affiliated to the Trade Union 
Federation now numbers 1,004,051. It is calculated that nearly 23 percent of the 
population between the ages o{ 15 and 65 are-.trade unionists. It is believed 
that this is the highest percentage of trade unionists in relation to population 
in the world. It gives the Swedish Trade Union Federation a focal position in 
Swedish social life. 
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2.2 The development of the Trade Union Federation has proceeded in a steadily rising 
curve. In 1909, the year of the general strike, the Federation had 108,000 members, 
Many resigned in the years that followed,in a spirit of desperation and am depression. 
In 1911 the membership was not quite 80,000. Ten years later it had risen again to 
280,000 = on an average an increase of 20,000 yearly. In 1923 membership exceeded 
300,000. In 1926 it was 414,000, in 1929, 508,000, in 1932, 638,000, 1935, 701,000, 
1937, 840,000, 1939, 961,000, 
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3. It may be assumed that development will now be slower. The workers' trade 
union organisations have absorbed practically all wage-sarners. It is to be ex- 
pected that the membership of the Federation will ultimately reach a peak of 1,200,000. 
One condition is that more forestry and agricultural workers become affiliated to 

the unions. In industry ami transport there is nearly 100% membership. 


II. CHANGES IN TRADE UNION EDUCATIONAL PRINCIPLES 


1. The vast increase in the number of trade unionists in Sweden and the achievement 
of a practically 100% membership in important sectors of industry have entailed a 
reconsideration of trade union education and propaganda methods in Sweden. While 
every effort is to te made to enrol all remaining eligible non-members it is con- 
sidered that the major work should be directed at improving the standard of indus- 
trial, economic and social knowledge among the present members, 


2e The T.U. Federation has accordingly taken various steps to organise its educa- 
tional and propaganda work on these lines. Two years ago the Federation appointed . 
a special propaganda advisory committee, which commenced activities last year follow- 
ing the appointment of a propaganda secretary. Up to the present chief attention 
has been paid to establishing the necessary apparatus. All the trade wnion central 
organisations have appointed propaganda leaders, and the branches have to a great 
extent followed their example. It is the duty of these leaders to take necessary 
steps and make necessary reforms, 


3e A further step has now been taken with the issue of a correspondence course in 
propaganda amd activising members that has just been launched. The name explains 
the object of the course - to intensify propaganda and educational wrk, to bring 
members into closer contact with the work of the trade unions, to deepen the interest 
in the movement and to increase the number of members taking an active part in or. 
ganisational work. : 


4. The course is in five sections. They deal with the importance of propag mi. 
and its effects, give ar account of press, radio and film as agents for trade weior 
propaganda, and discuss those sides of trade union work which are partioularly in- 
portant in arousing active interest among the members, As in many cases certain 
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reforms in meeting programmes are to be recommended, the course gives instructions 
as to how meetings should be arranged, advertised amd made attractive. The course . 
can be studied either by individuals or by study circles, and the Federation hopes 
that at least one study circle for thissubject will be started in every branch, 

club or section during the study season. — 


itl. USTR STUDIES FOR TRADE UNIONIS 


1. Another recent development illustrating the new line in Swedish trade-union 
educational work has beentaken by the Paper-Workers' Union, It consists of a corres- 
pondence course in two sections, one dealing with paper and pulp production am the 
other with the Trade Union Movement and the Paper-Workcrs' Union, 


2e The idea behind this arrangement is that the two subjects form a complement and 
can be studied together with advantage. The industry gives the worker his- living, 
and the trade union movement regulates his wages and working conditions, thus affect- 
ing his mamer of life more than any other popular movement. As a specialist, the 
worker contributes a detail to production, but often has no general view of the work- 
ing process or of the industry in which he is engaged. The technical section of the 
course of instruction aims at widening this perspective. It follows the product on 
its journey from raw material to finished product, amd deals with the chemical pro- 
cesses in the paper and pulp industry which are otherwise difficult to grasp, The 
worker is shown his own particular contribution in relation to production a a whole, 
a factor of some importance to his personal interest in his work, — 
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3. The technical side of the course is not professional in the exact sense of the 
word, but rather a general review. 1t occupies about one half of the course. In 
the second part Trade Union Matters are dealt with. No general history is included, 
as material of this kind already exists. The authors have instead confined themselves 
to typical features and current problems within the movement as a whole, The Paper 
Workers' Union itself is naturally dealt with at greater length, the development, 
organisation and work of this union taking up one quarter of the whole course, 


IV. WAGE AND PRICE POLICY 


1. The discussion regarding Sweden's wage and price policy advanced a step further 
towards the end of September, when the Government called a conference with represen- 
tatives of the Trade Union Fedcration, the professional workers’ organisations, the 
farmers, the employers, trade and industry. The Government's object in calling this 
conference was to try and secure voluntary agreement am cooperation between the 
affected partics in combating inflation. : 


2e The Prime Minister, Mr. P,A, Hansson, opened the proceedings with an address, 

in which he pointed out that while the rise in prices had hitherto been primrily 

caused by increases in costs which Sweden had not been able to influence, factors 

which Sweden herself could control had now become the chief causes of the contimed . 
rise in prices. He referred particularly to the simultaneous increase of purchasing 
power and reduction in the supply of goods, and the risk of purchosing power rising ' 
still further through rising incomes and wages. 


3%. In this connection the Prime Minister has the full backing of the Riksdag. The 
Swedish Parliament has firmly declared that nothing may be left wndone to prevent a 
continued rise in prices, am has urged that an effort be made to bring about an 
agreement between all the principal industrial ad social categories which are at 
present each secking compensetion for the rise in cost of living by an increase in 
their incomes, an agreement to refrain from such a policy and instead concentrate 
on stabilising the price level, It wes thus quite clear that the Government's aim 
was to secure consent for a price and wages stop, The Prime Minister emphasised, 
however that the Govermment would prefer to reach a voluntary understanding with tue 
affected parties rather than issue more or less dictatorial orders without their 
cooperation. 
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4e The discussions and investigations are still proceeding under the direction 
of Mr. G. Sdédorlund, a former director of the Swedish Employers’ Association, 
Work is being concentrated on preparing and coordinating various measures affecting 
the wage and price structure. Special attention is being paid to agricultural 
prices, as they exert an immense influence on the general price level in Sweden. 
Another question which is being investigated is that of restricting or binding 
monetary purchasing power, ¢eg. through taxation and state loans, The shortage of 
labour presents yet another problem, and the investigations are also likely to con- 
cern the possibility of restricting or closing down less essentiel branches of pro. 
duction. At the suggestion of Mr. Sdéderlund the Employers' Association and the 


Trade Union Federation have agreed to mect early in November to discuss the terms of a 


new Blanket Agreement for next year. 


V. WAGE INCREASES IN SWEDEN 


1. A report has just been published on wage payments in industry and trade during 
the second quarter of 1942. This report shows that, taking 211 occupations together, 
there was an increase between the end of February and the end of May of 5-7 percent 

in the number of employed workers and 8.4 percent in their wage payments, For in- 
dustry proper the increases were 3.7 and 6.2 percent. For employees apart from 
workers the increases were 0.2 am 1.8 percent. 


Oe It appears that wage payments have increased more than the number of workers, 
The difference amounts to between 2 and 3 percent; amd is chiefly due to the wage 
increases under the Blanket Agreement which took place at the beginning of May, 
this rise amounting to 2.5 percent of the wages applying in 1938. Another reason 
for the greater rise in wage payments is the increase in working hours of certain 
seasonal occupations. In comparison with May 1941 the number of employed workers 
rose by 3e5 percent and wage payments by 15.3 percent. The difference between 
these rises is due to much the same causes. Of these, wage increases in compensa- 
tion for the rise in the cost of living have been the most marked, amounting to 
about 11 percent. , 


3. The anmalreport of the General Factory Workers' Union includes the interesting 
statement that the average hourly earnings of its members rose by 246 percent between 
1913 and 1940. During the same time daily carnings rose by 189 percent and amual 
earnings by 180 percent. Taking account of the rise in the cost of living, real 
wages in 1940 were 46 percent higher than 1913 as regards anmmal earnings, 51 peroent 
as regards daily earnings and 80 percent as regards how ly earnings. This union has 
nearly 87,000 members, of whom 76,700 are covered by collective agreements, 


VI, COSTWOF-LIVING INDEX CHANGES 


1.e According to the State Social Board, the cost-of-living index rose by one point 
from 152 to 153 (0.7 percent) during the third quarter of 1942, with the year 1935 
as a basis. Asat the em of the previous quarter retioning measures have rendered 
certain modifications necessary in the index calculations, For instance, the ration 
of edible fats is estimated to be not quite one-fifth less than the normal household 
consumption, while the ration of cheese is over threc-quarters less than the normal 
consumption. The consumption of eggs, at all events in urban areas, has fallen by 


about threcequarters, As regards bread, flour and cereals, consumption is calculated 


to have fallen by about one-seventh. In the case of sugar the fall is one-tenth, 
The consumption of meat has been reduced by more than one-half and that of pork by 


more than four-fifths. As regards coffee, the allotted quantity is about nine-tenths 


less than the normal consumption. 


2. In estimating the index the quantitics lost through retioning have as far as 
possible been replaced by unrationed commodities, particularly milk, fish and potatoes, 
On a nutritional basis, it has thus been possible to compensate for about one-third 
of the elimineted quantities of cheese, meat, pork, cereal products amd sugar. | 
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3- Diverging tendencies affected the index for foodstuffs during the quarter. 
Thus there was a rise in the price of cheese, pork and certain kinds of meat and 
fish, but a reduction in the price of potatoes and bread, The food index has 
thus remained the same as for the previous quarter (163) On the other hand the 
index for fuel and light has risen by 6 points to 181, clothing by 5 points to 167, 
taxes by 1 point to 162 and other expenditure by 2 points to 145. Rent has again 
not been recalculated. 


4. With July 1914 as a basis the cost of living rose during the third quarter of 
1942 by 2 points to 239-- The food index fell by 1 point to 209, fuel and lighting 
rose by 8 points to 249, clothing by 7 points to 312, taxes by 2 points to 292 

and other expenditure by 3 points to 251. 


5. <A general review of the cost-of-living index calculations is now proceeding in 


Sweden, under the direction of experts representing the State Board of Social Affairs, | 


the State Institute for Economic Research, the Employers' Association, the Trade 
Union Federation and the Professional Workers Association. Special attention is 
being paid to changes in the supply amd quality of different goods and to rationing, 
price differentiation (rebates for poorer persons), and taxos, : | 


6. <A step has been taken towards providing people with small incomes in Sweden with 
extra rations of certain goods. Persons with an annual income of less than 2,000 
kr. have been provided with a special ration card with which they will be able to 
obtain special allocations of rationed goods from time to time, and to some extent 
even at specially reduced prices.. This measure follows e proposal submitted by the 
Trade Union Federation Council in April this year, and has been generally welcomed as 
many of the unrationed goods with which better situated people have been able to 
supplement their diet are beyond the pockets of the poorer classes, 


VIII, EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT IN AUGUST 


1. Unemployment reached a new low record at the end of August, According to 

the State Labour Market Commission the number of unemployed secking relief was 6,649 
as against 6,959 at the end of July and 14,989 o year ago. Of those now reported 
as secking relief, however, 3,889 are placed in urgent defence and public supply 
works, and therefore the real unemployment figure was only 2,760. Since January 
this year, when 25,259 persons were workless, the unemployment figures have steadily 
declined. . : : 


2e The latest available figures for wmemployment in the Trade Unions, which apply 
to the ond of July, show that 4.2 percent of the members were unemployed as against 
4.9 porcent a month earlier. Ags the trade unions’ wmemployment figures include a 
number of persons incapable of working and of members transferring from one job to 
another, the available reserves of manpower organised in the trade unions is less 
than these figures indicate. _ The Commission reports that in comparison with the . 
same time last year the supply of manpower through the labour exchanges and the 
available reserves of unemployed have been considerably reduced, while the number of 
vacancies has risen substantially. This shortage is due to the extraordinary demands 
associated with public supplies and the defence. | 
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1. The annual meeting of the Swedish WeHeA, (Arbetarnes Bildningsftrbund) was held 
on September 29th. The annunl report for the year 1941-42 showed that the Associa 
tion had made good progress in all branches of its activities. (For details of the 
year 1940-41 sce notes for May 1942, section V). The. past year has been a successful 
one for the W.E.A. in Sweden. There has been considerable increase all along the 
line, and in several-instances the pro-war figures have been re-established. The 
number of libraries has decreased, due to centralisation, but the number of books 
available and lent has increased, The number of bookloans increased by 23 percent, 
and the number.of borrowers by 18 percent, The W.E.A. libraries have now 154,000 
members, and 1,400,000 books have been borrowed. a oe ees 
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2. Only once has the number of study circles been. greatcr than during the year 
under review. That was in 1938-39, when the mmbcr of circles was 6,897, as against 
the present figre of 6,725. In the main, the distribution between towns and country 
districts is the same as then, though a slight decrease as regards the country dis- 
tricts may be noted. The number of study circle members was greater last year than 
in 1938-39, thus achieving a new high record. 


3. As regards the choice of subjects, increases were noted in "The Swedish Way of 
Life" (463), Arithmetic pong Pape and Music (90), Book~keeping (86) ,Trade Union 
Theory (84), Administration (82) and Handicraft (81). There was a decrease in the 
following subjects: National Economy (74), History of the Workers' Movement (45), 
socialism (935, Gymastics (22) and English (16). In common with other t~anches 

of its activity, the Association's lecturing work has increased, while the number of 
students attending has risen in still greater proportion. 


4. Courses forstudy leaders have been continuing in their present form for 20 
yearse During this period 213 courses have been held on 29 different subjects, 

Two subjects are always on the curriculum - trade union theory and municipal theory. 
Two new subjects were introduced this year - "The War am the Peace", and Book-~keeping | 
and Auditing. The latter subject attracted so many applicants tmt only about half

X, SHORTER NOTES 


le Swedish seamen in America have written to the Swedish Minister of Justice, ask- 
ing that the law regarding war risk compensation for seamen shall not be prolonged, 
They are particularly critical of the clause which stipulates that that part of the 
war risk compensation which is deposited in the Post Office Savings Bank may not be 
withdrawn before two years have passed without special reason, This clause has > 
resulted in many Swedish seamen leaving Swedish vessels and joining foreign ones, 
where they can receive their compensation in its entirety. 
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2.e The Swedish Board of Social Affairs estimates that the cost of camps for 
refugees will be about 300,000 kr. during the budget year 1942-43, The Board 
estimates that altogether 1,120,000 kr. will be needed during the coming Budget 
year for the maintenance, occupational training etc. of refugees against a present 
cost of 1,000,000 kronore. On August 15 630 refugees were being looked after in 
the camps. 3 ) 


3. Representatives of six Swedish trade unions visited Finland during September, & 
Five of them » the General Workers’, the Building Carpenters', Painters', Road 

Workers! and Stoneworkers' Unions —~ attended the conjress of the Finnish Building

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5. Monsieur Hansson went on to say that it would be of great 
assistance in the fight against inflation if the labour 
shortage, so pronoumed in some important industries, could be 
corrected. This could best be done by mobilizing such 
reserves of the labour market as women and part-time workers. 

A decrease in the demand for labour could be effected by 
restricting or suspending work of a non-essential nature. 

6. As regards the money market, the Prime Minister said that 
every endeavour must be made to absorb surplus money, either 
voluntarily or by compulsion, and to reduce Government expendi-— 
ture as far as possible. Open-market operations and similar 
measures should be encouraged in order to prevent financial — 
relations with other c ountries resulting in more money coming 
on the market.

8. These statements by Ministers were debated on the 3rd, 

5th and 6th November, the kth being devoted to a secret session 
to hear a report by the Minister for Foreign Affairs.

The Agrarians were at pains to emphasize that, although the 
farmers had received compensation for increased costs, their 
position at the outbreak of the war had not been so favourable 
as that of other classes, and they firmly oppesed any reductiom 
in the price of milk.

One of the Socialist members warned the Government 
against exporting timber products and other zoods on credit and 
drew attention to the inflationary tendencies of such credits. 
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9- The Minister ef Finance was well enough to take part 

in the debate of the 5th November, when he delivered a leng 
and informative speech which was well received. He met the 
criticism directed against heavy Government expenditure by 
pointing eut that this had contributed to keeping the standard 
of income at its present high level. If Sweden had not had 
these enormous extraordinary defence expenses there would 
probably have been: a depression and the Government would have 
had to make large capital investments in order to prevent 
large scale unemployment. Sweden should be able to do what 
had been done in: other countries. Great Britain, for instance, 
had undertakem vast State expenditure, but the cost of living 
had remained practically unchanged since 1941, in spite of the 
fact that workers’ incomes had risen as a result of the speed-up 
in production. By withdrawing various subsidies and rebates 

a saving of a few hundred million kronor could probably be 
attained, but it should be remembered that Sweden had a budget 
deficit of more than 2,000 million kronor, and nobody in their 
senses could press for lower defence expenditure - solely om 
accoumt ef the risk of inflation. The question of a price 

and wage stop was ome affecting all classes of the population 
and must be solved on a broad basis with all groups making 

the necessary sacrifices. 

10. It is generally considered that the debates failed to 
produce any positive contribution towards solving the problem 
of prices and wages but some relief is felt that nothing was 
said to hamper the delicate discussioms which are going on 
between empleyers and labour and on which high expectations are 
placed. 

ll. I hear from business: and banking friends that Monsieur 
Gjébres has in the course of recent months considerably enhanced 
his reputation and that as Minister of National Economy he is 
now considered to be one of the best members of the Cabinet.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 295 E. of the 5th June, 1942, I have 
the honour to report that the Swedish State Accountant’s Office has issued its 
report on the actual results of the budget for the financial year the ist July, 
1941-30th June, 1942. A table comparing the figures in question with those of 
the budget as passed by the Riksdag and with the actual figures for 1940-41 is 
attached to this despatch. ) 

2. The net deficit of the 1941-42 budget amounted to 2,034 million kronor, 
which sum has been transferred to the Budget Regulation Fund. Ineluding the 
deficit on the 1st July, 1941, namely, 2,368-3 million kronor, this fund showed a 
minus balance of 4,402-3 million on the 30th June, 1942. 

3. Actual receipts of State revenue amounted to 2,.267:6 million kronor, 
which was 159-1 million more than anticipated and 231 million more than 
returned for the previous financial year. That the estimate was thus exceeded 
was principally due to increased yield on income and capital tax, defence tax, 
purchase tax and luxury tax, which together rose by 79 million kronor. The 
increase in State revenue was, however, partly offset by lower returns from 
Customs, the margarine tax and the tax on malt liquors. ceipts from Govern- 
ment services and productive funds, namely, 325-7 million kronor, or 77-2 million 


more than anticipated, still exceed appreciably the interest on the national debt. 


The State Railways provided 104 million kronor, or 34 million more than expected, 
while the Post Office and the Telegraph and Telephone Administration returns 
exceeded estimates by 20 million kronor. 

4. Expenditure during the financial year. 1941-42 amounted to 
3,603-8 million kronor, which was 189-8 million more than for the previous 
financial year. The real expenditure during the financial year under review is, 
however, considerably greater than appears from the figures, for not less than 
1,370 million kronor, as compared with 672 million in 1940-41, are carried 
forward in respect of items voted but not paid before the end of the financial 
year. Expenditure on behalf of the Ministry of Defence is returned at 
1,847 -3 million kronor, 663-2 million less than anticipated, but, on the other hand, 
sums voted but not paid to the tune of 875-8 million are carried forward. 

5. Expenditure on the capital budget amounted to 480-9 million kronor, an 
increase of 16:5 million over 1940-41. It should be noted, however, that the 
balance of grants carried forward to the next financial year amount to not less 
than 787-1 million kronor.

Ie  FOST-WAR U RECONSTRUCTION 


le Hitherto post-war problems have been little discussed in Sweden, In her 
defence propaganda Sweden built upon her democratic past, but at the same time 
neglected to show that she had a part to play in future planning, JEconomic 
circles have lacked constructive ideas which could counteract German claims to 
Sweden's economic life being incorporated in an European bloc under German 
domination. The first signs of awakening interest are found in a pamphlet 
issued by the Industrial Research Institute (Industriens utredningsinstitut ) 
written by Ingvar Svermilsson and Erland Waldenstrom, and called “Comments on 
Industrial Progress in Sweden." It is objective in character, and does not 
attempt to propound any programme for future industrial policy, bub coming as 
it does from an authoritative industrialists’ organisation it is of considerable 
interest. The following is a summary of a survey of this work by Professor 
Karin Kock in the Swedish Cooperative journal, "Kooperatéren", 


2e Swedish economic life was in a favoured position during the period between 
the two wars. In the 1920:s unusually good export conditions helped to keep up 
the pace of expansion and in the 1930:s aseries of developments on the home mare 
ket also favoured industrial progress, This process of economic expansion was 
cumulative. Sales methods amd marketing comitions were rationalised in order : 
to keep pace with growing production, thus opening up a larger market for goods. 
Higher living standards extended the capacity of the home market. to absorb an 
increased output of consumer goods, but also made new demands on industry as 

regards quality and service. An important factor during the inter-war years 

was the great increase in available manpower as well as the number of persons of 
working age, but this situation is expected to undergo a radical change, 


3- Developments after this war camot be expected to continue under the same 
favourable conditions as before. However the war may end, Sweden's export trade 

will have to face greater competition. Sweden's own producing capacity will be 4 
threatened by a marked decline in the number of persons of working age, and also 
by the fact that the production limit from her forests has already been reached | 
and cammot immediately be stepped-up. During the 1930:s the expansion of the 
home market progressed so far that Sweden is already provided for in many res- 
pects. The tendency to greater differentiation in consumer goods involves a 
decline in production and rising production costs, This circumstance can lead 
to industrial stagnation, and stagnation means risk of losing competitive power. 
Sweden's economic policy mst therefore aim at creating favoureble conditions for 
continued industrial expansion, 


4. Free world trade is vital to Swedish industry. This cannot be too strongly 
stressed in view of the Germanexpansionistic policy and protectionist sympathies 
in other quarters, Little can at present be said of the export possibilities 
in foreign markets after the war, The mthors deal specially with industrial 
problems and a marketing crisis after the war. They naturally advocate an ex- 
pansionist policy, but they also make new suggestions for public works, They do 
not claim to draw up certain lines for state policy, but when they suggest the 
improvement and effectivising of agriculture and better roads and tools for the 
lumbering industry, as a means of dealing with acrisis, they evidently do not 
contemplate a task to be allotted solely to industry itself. It is the duty 

of the State to see that such measures are introduced. One of the tasks that 
can be performed by industry, end which provides employment for its own employees 
as well as building hands, is the erection of better workers’ dwellings, 


5. There are other reasons for effectivising production than that of competition, 
The authors of the pamphlet oppose the idea of lowering the workers' standard 

of living in order to strengthen profit-making facilities in the event of growing 
competition and heavy tax burdens. Translated into terms of wages this would 
mean that they are not reckoning with wage decreases over and above what is 


required by the declining cost-of~living index, In such conditions increased 
efficiency is imperative. Another reason is the need to release workers to mect 
the threatened shortage of manpower, The above in regard to the housing question 


ne pew 


should be considered as part of the effort to provide more favourable 
conditions for working life in industrial districts, and to strengthen 

the competitive power of industry on the labour market, Rationalising 
production is no new thing for industry, but the authors have followed a 
new line of thought when they suggest that industry would be able to pro- 
duce more than it has hitherto done by assuming partly new forms, involving 
cooperation between industrial concerns on production problems. Industrie: 
would go tyond their earlier forms of collaboration, which have hitherto 
mainly concerned price and wage agreements and other traditional cartel 
questions. This collaboration should cover both developments within in- 
dustry itself and the conditions surrounding it. 


6. Industrial collaboration is primarily based on its own interest in 
favourable production conditions and favourable raw material supplies and 
distribution. The authors point to the possibilities of rationalisation 
which exist in agriculture and forestry, e.g. Of prolonging the working 
season and thus stabilising the use of manpowerg this would lead to the 
creation of a permanent source of forest labour, and would mean the disso- 
lution of the old ties between agriculttre and forestry. It is probable 
that this would do mich tor aise the standard of living for forestry wor- 
kers, because, just as the low scale of wages for women is conditioned by 
their being tied to their homes, the low wages of forestry workers depend 
upon their being bound to the soil. The effect this would have upon 
agriculture in forestry districts is not discussed, but the question is 
still important. it is an old thesis that good agricultural incomes mean 
good markets for industry, The pamphlet proves that this axiom was quite 
valid in a period of depression, but erroneous when transferred to a period 
of prosperity with fully occupied industries. Increased agricultural in- 
comes are only secured at the price of a corresponding deoline somewhere 
else. On the other hand if the increase is brought about by effectivis- 
ing agricultural production, the result will be increased markets for in- 
dustry. For this reason, a well as because measures of this kind would 
release manpower, it is in the interest of industry to aid the rationali- 
sation of agriculture, if only indirectly. 


7+ Internal collaboration, however, is something which industry can 
directly tackle. It involves both research and rationalisation, As | 
regards the latter it is emphasised how, during the rearmament years, in- 
dustry has been further reminded of "the economy of long series", In the 
production of military supplies it has been possible appreciably to reduce 
costs by applying mass production in the sense of a long, uniform produc- 
duction series, The conditions during the inter-war years did not tend 

to accelerate this process. The growing home market production led to 

a situation which is best described as monopolist competition. Competi- 
tion had been proceeding by differentiating consumer goods ~ the opposite 

of standardisation in series production. A certain division of the market 
between competing firms had enabled uneconomic businesses toremain side by 
side with those more rationally conducted. This, too, is not compatible 
with long production series, which demand the concentration of production 
to a smaller number of working premises. Particularly so regards staple 
goods thid has led to a net of cartels. Cartel agreements in themselves do 
not prevent but rather tend to favour standardisation, but it appears that 
the Swedish cartels did not use their opportunities in this respect. The 
cartels seem also to have helped stabilise the division of production among 
various firms, thus preventing desirable specialisation. Widespread tech- 
nical rationalisation did not include rationalisation of their industrial 
structure, and it is this which is now necessary. It could be attained 

by merging smaller units or by closing down inefficient ones, but develop. 
ments of this nature cannot be presented @w a general plan for the future 
unless private initiative is abandoned and compulsory measures adopted, 

But by means of cooperation between the firms and branches concerned on 
questions of standardisation, by specialisation amd by a certain division 
of work between them, it would be possible to reach the same result as 

could be reached by concentration. 


IIe W STUDIES IN 


IAS 


1» An interesting experiment is shortly to begin in Swedish agriculture, 

With the collaboration of the Farmers' Association ahd the Agricultural Workers’ 
Union a series of scientific work studies are now being made at some 15 differer' 
farms. They will form the foundation for modern wagerinciples in this importa: 
branch of industry, besides promoting the adoption of rational working methods. 

The studies startedat the end of October on 14 large beet-growing farms in the 
south of Sweden. These farms have been chosen to represent three different kinds 
of soil, heavy, medium and light. These wrk studies will continue during the 
winter and will then cover work in the cowsheds. For this a number of typical 
farms will be chosen in southern and central Sweden. Finally field work in the 
spring and autumn will be studied. Thestudies will thus comprise the entire 

scope of farm work. These investigations are being conducted by pupils at 

Alnarp Agricultural College, and every precaution will be taken to secure scientific 
accuracy and an objective viewpoint. They are quite unconditional and in no way 
commit employers or workers. Representatives of the Farm Workers’ Union will take 
part in the inspection and check the work a it proceeds, 


2e More modern wages conditions for agricultural workers have long been a subject 
of discussion, and it has been the wish of farm workers to abolish the old and 
much disliked system by which farm labourers receive part of their wages in kind 
and are bound to the farm on which they serve. This system places the farm 
labourers in an exceptional position, but it has been hard toeffect any change, 

and until quite recently it was the predominant basis of farm labourers’ employment. 
An investigation made at the beginning of the present year, however, gave the sur- 
prising result that this system is no longer predominant. 51 percent of the farm 
labourers in Sweden are now paid cash wages, am only 49 percent receive part of 
their wages in kind. Among farm labourers it is hoped that with ther eturn of 
normal conditions, 1% will only be a matter of time before the system of wages in 
kind entirely disappears. 


3a At the same time, the next phase in wages improvements for farm labourers = 
piece-work rates — has been commencing in earnest, It is not entirely new. Piece- 
work rates have been applied for 15 years on certain holdings in Vaéstmanland County, 
and both parties have been satisfied. The Agricultural Workers’ Union congress 
last year empowered the Union Committee to make investigations in order if possible 
to set up collective agreements for piece-work, and the Farmers' Agsociation did not 
oppose this in principle. The newly started work studies should be regarded as an 
attempt to reach some system of piece-work wages for agricultural workers, It is 
believed that the introduction of a system of piece-work rates in agriculture would 
also help tosecure more rational working methods, | 


tile ING UNIONS' NATIONAL HOUSING ENTERPRISE 


1. About twenty years ago Building Guilds were formed by trade wion branches 
in Stockholm and some other large towns in Sweden, as a result of a visit to 
England by a Swedish T.U. Delegation to study the workers' building productive 
enterprises then in existence. Some of these guilds have become of considerable 
Size and importance. That in Stockholm is one of the largest building firms in 
the country. The Guilds do not themselves initiate and plan building jobs but 
act as contractor for works already planned, e.g. by the Cooperative Housing 
Associations, 


2. Just two years ao, the Swedish building workers! organisations took another 


step towards direct enterprise in the building industry, by establishing the 
Swedish National Housing Corporation (Svenska Riksbyggen) for the express purpose 

of plamming and promoting the building of houses, There were special reasons 

why this step was taken in 1940. The stagnation in the building industry due to 
wer was making itself felt: indeed, nearly all building work had ceased. The view 
even of the State authorities was that they could not afford to build. The housing 
shortage consequently grew and soon assumed alarming proportions, 


es | ou 


3. # The first desire of the building trade mions was naturally to find work for 
their members, and so the idea of cooperative building was once again taken up. 

An approach was made by the unions to building employers and associations and to te 
building materials industries. These showed considerable interest, but could not 
be brought into a joint working committee. Accordingly the Building Carpenters’ 
ami Bricklayers' Unions decided to start the projected building corporation then. 
selves, They were subsequently joined by the Painters’ and Electricians’ Unions. 
Since then 43 trade union branches and housing societies have become members, 


4. Initially the corporation was to be financed by the unions’ subscribing 50 
ore per member, amd the T.U. Federation also made a grant. The actual working 
capital was 40,000 kr. from the Building Carpenters’ Union and 20,000 from the 
Bricklayers'. These two unions later contributed 150,000 kr. amd 75,000 kr. 
respectively, and the Painters’ and Electricians’ Unions 30,000 amd 20,000 kr, 
respectively. At its recent Congress the Building Carpenters’ Union further de- 
cided to invest 1,000,000 kr. in the corporation's shares, 


5. During its two years of activity Riksbyggen have produced dwellings for 

27.5 million kronor, and new buildings are planned for 83.3 million kronor, 1,326 
dwellings have been built in 37 towns and districts. 556 dwellings are under erec- 
tion and 406 ready to be started, while 322 are plamed. This makes together © 


nearly 2,600 dwellings. } 


6. <A thorough reorganisation in the Corporation's working methods has just been 

effected. The management has been concentrated with the head office in Stockholn, 

from which the entire work of the concern, organisational,technical and financial, 

is to be conducted. Plans, drawings adi estimates are also to te prepared by the 

corporation itself. Mr. Uno Ahrén, town-plaming director of Gothenburg, has been 

.. managing director and chief architect. A man with deep social sympathies, 
én has also the reputation of being a brilliant architect and plamer, 


7e The basis of the corporation's programme is the assumption that consumers’ 

amd producers’ interests regarding housing need not necessarily run counter to 
each other. The building industry should not be left to speculation but should 
be run by disinterested concerns who mild without profiteering. The corporation 
also desires to assist in eliminating disastrous booms am slumps in the building 
trade, and to abolish the seasonal nature of building work. If this were possible 
and a continuous building production could be maintained, rents need not be so 
high as they are now, and a more -homogensous body of workers could be established. 


IV. EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT IN SEPTEMBER 


1. According to the report for September of the State Labour Market Commission 
and the Social Board, there is scarcely any available reserve of organised labour 

in Sweden to-day. The latest unemployment reports from the trade unions, (apply- 
ing to the end of August), show that only 4 percent of their members were unemployed 
as against 4.3 in the previous month. It must be observed that the trade union 
figures also include a number of superannuated workers, or workers otherwise inca- 
pacitated, # well as certain persons temporarily unemployed for various reasons. 
The mumber of workers seeking relief at the end of September was 6,419 — 230 less 
than the previous month. 3,560 of those seeking relief were engaged on urgent 
defence and national supply work, the real unemployment figure thus being only

2- j During September the Labour exchanges assigned 99,300 persons to employment, 
of whom 31,000 were voluntarily employed in harvesting. The relation between supply 
and demand has remained unchanged, the average number of applications being the 
same for August and September - 97 per 100 vacant jobs, 


3- The mumber of workers employed in industry was about the same at the end of 
September as at the end of August. Latest reports from timber cutting show a 
total of 40,800 workers.— an increase of 4,000 during the month. Further require- 
ments of manpower during October were estimated at more than 36,000 workers, 29,000 
of whom could not be provided by the contractors themselves. 
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4+ Invoking the National Service Act, the Government has called up the 1923 (i.e. 
90-year 01d) conscript class for work in the forests and peat-lifting, beginning in 
March or April 1943. It is estimated that the amount of work they will be required 
to perform can be done in about four months. They will be paid according to the 
collective wage agreements between the appropriate employers' and workers' organise, - 
tions, and will enjoy legal protection against losing their present jobs while ful.. 
filling their period of service. 


Ve WAGE AND PRICE CONTROL 


1. The principal development during October in the discussion regarding the control 
of prices and wages was the imposition of a provisional price-stop on essential com 

modities, and the initiation of negotiations between the employers’ and workers' or- 

ganisations regarding a blanket agreement for 1943. 


2- The Govermment reached its decision about a provisional price-stop on October 
30th, and amnounced its intention a day or two later. The Government's instructions 
to the State Price Control Board affected, in principle, the prices of all goods 
mamfactured in or imported into Sweden, or servicea in Sweden which fall within 

the sphere of price control. Only in exceptional cases will price increases be 
permitted. The price and costs situation is at present fairly stable which makes 

it possible to secure prices at their present level. It is clear that this is only 
@ provisional measure, pending price regulation in its ultimate form which will become 
applicable when the agreement now being sought concerning wages and other costs 

comes into force. 


3. On October 31 the Price Control Board, acting on the Government's instruction, 
ordered the application of a pwice-stop to cover all necessities ~- both domestic 
and foreignemade - sold in Sweden. The embargo also affects services such as the 
preparation of certain commodities, or the cleaning, repair and alteration ofsuch 
goods. The order also applies to transport rates, For a number of foodstuffs, 
textiles, etc., as well as fuel, normal prices have already been fixed. The regu- 
lations do not affect these prices,nor do they apply to other goods already mbject 
to the existing price regulatidns under the National Disposal Act, the Price Control 
Act or the regulations regarding trade and consumption. It is, however, clear that 
the Government will not permit price increases for such goods except in extraordinary 
circumstances, The terms of the price control regulations affect all persons pro- 
fessionally dealing in goods affected by the order, or who are professionally engaged 
in such services and/or transport as fall within the scope of the order. All branches 
of production and trade are affected. 


VI, WORKERS AND FIRE PRECAUTIONS 


1. At the initiative of the Swedish Fire Prevention Society in collaboration 

with the Swedish Trade Union Federation and the Federation of Swedish Industries, 

a scheme has been promoted whereby special fire-prevention committees would secure 
effective fire pwecautions in trade and industrial premises. The scheme is entirely 
voluntary. The committees are to include representatives of the directors, works’ 
managers, and the workers, The latter will be chosen by the trade unions. The 
committees will make suggestions to the managements for precautionary measures against 
fires, convince themselves that the fire-fighting apparatus is satisfactory, and, if 
necessary, assist in organising industrial fire brigades. The committee will also 
conduct propaganda on industrial fire precautions.. Factory premises are to be 
inspected at least once a quarter, 


2. It is assumed that the workers' representatives will receive compensation for 
wage losses they may incur by reason of their committee duties. The Trade Union 
Federation considers that industrial fire precautions are particularly important 
in present conditions and has asked the unions to secure workers’ representation 
on the committees ami to support the scheme in other respects, Sweden has 8,000 
fires yearly, and 75 percent of these may be attributed to carelessness, 
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Vil. ISH HELP FOR RW. 


1. In his capacity of executive officer of the Swedish Committee for Norwegian 
Relief (Svenska Norgehjilpen), Mr. Nils Goude, propaganda secretary of the Swedish 
Trade Union Federation, has recently paid a flying visit to Oslo, The Committec 
in question was formed a few weeks earlier on the initiative of the Swedish T.U. 
Federation, the Cooperative Union, Employers' Federation, and other influential 
bodies. Its chairman is Mr. August Lindberg, president of the T.U. Federation, 
The T.U. Federation donated an initial sum of 250,000 kronor, md the affiliated 
unions are together subscribing a like sum, 


2. # Reporting on conditions in Norway, Mr. Goude states: During the four days I 
visited Oslo I took part’in some 20 conferences, among others with representatives 
fer the Swedish Donors' Committee, the Norwegian Women's Health Association, the 
National Relief Organisation, the Scandinavian Association and the Red Cross. The 
conferences discussed the need for help and the best way to provide it, The in- 
formation I gathcred at these conferences will now be dealt with by the Swedish 
relief organisations. 


3. The first concern is the children, and families in straitened circumstances, 
@eg-e tho families of seamen who are far away from their home country. 400,000 kr, 
monthly is needed to help such families alone, according to estimates, The food 
situation is very bad in Norway, and it is estimated that Norwegians have on an 
average lost 10-20 percent in weight. Rations are small and do not go far, but the 
most distressing feature is that foodstuffs such # butter, cheese and meat have, 
in some instances, not been on sale for months. Not even blubber can be obtained, 
The clothing shortage is becoming serious, and in particular the shortage of shoes 
is very mech felt, on account of the very severe rationing, Children are most 
badly off, as they grow out of their shoes, and in this respect help from Sweden 
would be most desirable. 


4. The acute need at the moment is toe xtend meals for children. About 400 
children are at present receiving meals in Oslo, but this is not nearly sufficient. 
The opening of centres for feeding children in other parts of Norway will now be 
discussed. Narvik, Bod6, Steinkjaer, Namsos and Kristiansund will be among the 
places first considered, as the Red Cross already has a children's centre at each 
of these towns. The Swedish Norway Relief Organisation has already bought 200 tons 
of peas, 25 tons of which are dcstined for feeding Norwegian children, The re- 
mainder will be sold to others in need, by which means funds will be raised for 
further relief work. Enquiries are also being made about the possibility of 
transferring Norwegian children to Sweden. 


5. The executive of the Swedish Committee for Norwegian Relief has since decided 

to allocate 100,000 kronor yer month for the next three months to relieve the most 

necessitous families in Norway. Quantities of foodstuffs have also been purchased 
abpoad in order to extend the feeding of children in Oslo. All the administration 
costs are being met. by the Swedish T.U. Federation, 
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TO THE MINISTER OF FINANCE. 


In pursuance of an Order of the King in Council dated the 
25th September, 1942, I was commissioned to assist in conducting delibera- 
tions and onquiries into the form in which the country’s economic 
policy should be framed in order to countcract a harmful rise in 
prices, 


Certain investigations that are essential for drawing up a 
thoroughly considered programme of economic policy have already been 
started, but it will take longer to complete them than the time so 
far at our disposal. in view, however, of the negotiations now pro- 
ceeding on price and wage problems, and owing to the necessity for 
coordinating all other measures that are being adopted, it has become 
imperative to give some indication of the primary aims which, in the 
prevailing situation, should be striven for when framing our cconomic 
policy, and also to discuss the means that may be dcemed neccessary 
and expedient for attaining these aims. With this end in view I beg 
hereby respectfully to submit the enclosed Pro Memoria, requesting 
that you sanction our making the principles outlined therein serve 
as a basis for our future labours.

Extract from the Proceedings on financial affairs 
kept at a Meeting of the King in Council in the 
Palace of Stockholm on the 13th November, 1942, 


After a joint preliminary discussion with the other Members 
of the Cabinet, Mr. Wigforss, the Minister of Finance, made the 
following statement: 


in pursuance of an Order of the King in Council dated the 
25th September,1942, Director G. Sdédderlund was commissioned to assist 
in conducting deliberations and enguiries into the form in which the 


country “s economic policy should be framed in order to counteract a 
harmful rise in prices, 


Basing his observations chiefly on a preliminary Pro Memoria 
on the subject submitted privately by Sdderlund, the Prime Minister 
gave in his Report to the Riksdag assembled on the 2nd November, 1942, 
a summary of the problems in connection herewith and of the main 
features of the task of solving then. 


Sdoderlund has now submitted to the Minister of Finance a de- 
finitive Pro Memoria (attached) and has requested that the principles 
set forth therein to govern the country’s econdmic policy may be 
allowed to serve as a foundation for his future labours. The Pro 
Memoria now submitted agrees in the main with the preliminary Pro Me- 
moria which the Prime Minister used as a basis for his statement to 
the Riksdag on the occasion aforesaid and which had previously been 
discussed at the general preliminary Cabinet Meeting. The Members of 
the Cabinet, therefore, have approved the proposed principles on all 
essential points. Certain specific questions are being further de~- 
liberated upon by the Cabinet. 


I now beg to request that Sdderlund be authorized to make the 
principles recommended in the Pro Memoria serve as a basis for 
carrying out the task allotted to him. 


I further beg to request that an extract from the Proceedings 
of the Cabinet on this matter be made public. 


His Majesty the King is pleased to grant the requests of the 
Minister of Finance submitted with the approval of the other Members 
of the Cabinet. 
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The atm of the country’s economic policy in a situation that 
is marked by scarcity should be, in the first place, to endeavour by 
various means to effect an increase in the supply of such goods and 
services as are vital to the national economy. Besides this, however, 
there is another important task, viz. to prevent an inflational 
trend of prices. In pursuit of these two endeavours, which are only 
partly capable of being combined, account should also be taken of the 
tasks confronting Swedish economic and industrial life in conjunction... 
with the forthcoming peace — and after. 


in view of the increasing risks of an inflation, the question 
that comes into the foreground in the present situation is how to 
preserve the monetary value. Under such circumstances the main effort 
in our economic policy must be directed towards preventing a further 
rise in prices. Our immediate aims are thus, on the one hand, to 
exert 2 direct influence on price-fixing and, on the other, to attack 
those factors which play an important part in the development of 
prices. In the latter respect, it is of fundamental importance as 
far as possible to prevent increases in income, to reduce the shortage 
of labour and to eliminate any surplus purchasing power that may cause 
a rise in demand tending to force up prices. 


If a campaign against the menace of inflation is to be 
successful, the different groups of interests in the community must 
be called upon to make sacrifices. These sacrifices will however be 
small in comparison with the destructive effects of an inflation. 

It is, therefore, to be expected, that no isolated groups of the 
population will frustrate the efforts to prevent inflation by selfish- 
ly insisting upon their own demands and refusing to waive any of their 
personal claims on the plea that adequate sacrifices have not been 
made by other groups. 


The prospects of attaining the objects indicated above depend 
essentially upon whether or not the different economic groups realize 
the importance of stopping the gradual rise in prices and wages, and 
whether they are willing to join in the campaign against inflation. 
Moreover, the chances of successfully pursuing a programme of stabi- 
lization are at present greater than they have been in the past. 
Thanks. to the relatively good harvest, for instance, the supplies of 
certain important consumer’s goods are more effectively ensured than 
they were a year ago, while there are prospects of a reduction in 
the costs of food-stuffs. 


Of the measures to be embodied in a general economic programme 
as guiding elements, in the present situation those that aim at 
counter—acting increases in income should be given primary considera- 
tion. The prospects of being able to tighten-up direct price control 
depend largely upon the ability to avoid wage increases. On the 


other hand, the possibilities of preventing a rise of the general 
wage level are reduced proportionately as one loses the power to 
pursue with the necessary insistance the price policy launched upon. 
Another factor influencing the trend of wages would be intervention on 
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the Lebour Market, resulting in an increased supply of or a reduced 


demand for man-power, both in the aggregate and within areas suffering 


from & marked shortage. Finally, steps to restrict liquidity and to 
eliminate Pee power should be considered with & view tp pre- 
venting any increase o e tension between purchasing power and the 
supply of goods and forestalling an artificially enhanced demand for 
goods on the part of those who - to judge from symptoms of excess 


purchasing power thet have become apparent - have failed adequately 
to contribute in any other way towards combatting inflation. 


lL. Measures for counteracting increases of income. 


Increases of income resulting from enhanced productive effort 
Should not be counteracted; as a rule they represent a factor that 
is essential for an increase in the supply of goods and services. 


Income increases that have come about through the raising of 
commodity prices, time-wages, piecework rates, charges, fees, pensions, 
commission, profit margins and suchlike are, in the present shortage 
Situation, a menace to the trend of prices. They increase the avail- 
able purchasing power without augmenting the supply of goods; they 
stimulate the corresponding claims of other economic groups; they en- 
tail an increase in the cost factors of production and tend to force 
up the prices of manufactured products. Income increases of this kind 
must therefore be counteracted. 

1) Among the problems coming under this category, wage questions 
are of the greatest urgency and, moreover, are of extreme inportance. 
The problem is to counteract increases of all kinds, in connection not 
only with. drawing up new collective agreements but also with fixing 
clerks” wages in State, Municipal and business enterprises. 


Negotiations for new collective agreements have already taken 
place on behalf of the forest-workers, and negotiations are now about 
to be opened for agricultural workers and other groups. In the case 
of forest-workers, an agreement has been reached involving a higher 
wage level. On the part of the agricultural workers there is likewise 
an emphatic demand for some rise in wages. Stress is being laid upon 
the low wage level of these groups in comparison with that of other 
workers. An adjustment between different economic groups along these 
lines may seem quite reasonable and may well be justified in other 
times, but at the present juncture it would hamper the efforts at 
stabilization, seeing that it might give rise to fresh dislocations 
in the general level of income. In this connection, therefore, the 
tendency must be definitely counteracted. 


Of the utmost importance for solving this problem are the 
negotiations now proceeding for a new index agreement between the 
Federation of Trade Unions and the Swedish Employers Association, as 
well as the adjustments of the cost-of-living bonus associated there- 
with, i.e. wage-fixing throughout practically the entire private 
labour market, including office clerks. A solution mst be found 
capable of achieving a durable stabilization. If corresponding sta- 
bilizing measures are adopted in any other spheres that may come into 
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question, there should be no necessity for any compensation over and 
above that payable at present and which is based on the index number 
237. By this means we shall, practically speaking, achieve a wage 
stop, just as an effort is being made by other measures to effect a 
price stop. 


The above-mentioned solution of the problem of a cost-of-living 
bonus for certain sections of private business life must have its 
counterpart for other sections of business life also, as well as for 
State and Municipal employees. Formal obstacles in the shape of, for 
instance, engagenents to give full compensation should be removed. 


The bases for calculating the cost-of-living index are being 
investigated in a special sequence. In view of the significance 
attaching to the index in this connection, it is highly important that 
they should be tenable and reliable. Under present circumstances it 
is manifestly wrong to let new or enhenced taxes lead to a rise in 
the index number end thus give rise to compensation in the forn of a 
wage bonus. Future fresh taxation or increased texes, whether indi- 
rect or direct, should not be ellowed to influence the index. 


In accordance with the general principles outlined above, 
individual wages, whether within or without the spheres controlled 
by collective egreements, ought not to be raised. In the present 
Situation, cooperation in the carrying out of this basic principle 
should be claimed from all quarters in which people héve « sense of 
responsibility. What can be done by the authorities in this connection 
is mainly to operate the price control along such lines as to linit 
a8 much as possible the scope of an unrestricted wage policy. Fees 
and other forms of remuneration in the free professions, as well as 
incomes in the form of pensions, should follow the same principles 
as weges. In as far as fees etc. are fixed by the recipient hinself, 
the Authorities must ultimately fall back on such control as may be 
effected through the procedure of taxation. 


In contrast to the other measures embodied in the programme , 
the settlenent of industriel wage questions depends entirely upon the 
decisions of the parties concerned. The control of commodity prices 
exercised by the State has no counterpart when it comes to wages, and 
this freedom of action should be prescrved as far as possible. If 
this is to be feasible, the parties must be in 2 position to align 
their decisions to the economic policy which the State deems it 
expedient to pursue in order to prevent an inflational tendency. 


2) On the part of the entrepreneur, the means of limiting income 
must be sought essentially by way of the current price control. How 
this is to be tightened up is explained in the next section. 


Certain prices, however, are fixed in a special sequence. For 
instance, the price of forest and farm produce are determined according 
to regulations issued by the King in Council. These regulations are 
fixed provisionally this year pending the results of the enquiries 
into measures to be adopted against inflation. To offset increased 
costs that have arisen so far, the farmers have obtained higher 
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compensation than most of the other social groups. When the question 
of prices is to be finally solved, care mast be taken to see that - 
in so far as the trend can be gauged - a total increase in the true 
income received is also prevented in agriculture. 


3) In this connection the question mst be considered of putting 
into force the draft law, which has already been worked out in detail, 
for a limitation of dividends on shares, this to apply side by side 
with the wage stop. This should be made consistent with the other 
measures here in question, although other means of limiting incomes 
of this and similar kinds might be more effective. 


Il, Tightening-up direct price control. 


For an effective check on the rise in prices, new principles 
are required for the direct control of prices. By effecting 2 wage 
stop and by regulating import prices it should be possible to bring 
the inevitable increase in costs down to a minimum, thereby opening 
the way for so effective a tightening-up of the price control as to 
amount to a general price stop. The interest which all businesses 
have in keeping costs down should be mobilized by the more rigorous 
fixing of prices. Permission to raise prices should only be granted 
in quite exceptional cases. The possibilities of effecting reductions 
Should be more carefully considered than is the case at present. 


1) After agricultural prices have been finally fixed a price stop 
must be applied - side by side with a wage stop — to all farm produce 
(except seasonal goods) in all stages of production and trade. 


2) An actual price stop in respect of all industrial goods is to 
be maintained so long as the wage stop lasts, This implies that any 
increases in costs are to be borne out of a previously approved margin 
of profit. Only in exceptional cases may account be taken of malad-. 
justments that arise through certain industries’ having obtained com- 
pensation by enhancing prices later than others. Increases and re- 
ductions in prices may,however,occur which merely imply changes in the 
relations between prices. 


3) It is absolutely essential to widen the scope of the price 
control in the case of imported goods if a more rigorous price policy 
is to yield satisfactory results. Direct price control in respect of 
imports should primarily cover food-stuffs and the more important 
textiles, as well as certain raw materials and semi-manufactures, 
which have an influence on the level of costs. Fixed prices imposed 
on home-produced goods should in many cases be sufficient to prevent 
the import of raw materials and semi-manufactures at unreasonable 
prices or at any rate to bring the pricing and importing of such 
articles under control. The import of goods at prices that are not 
in keeping with the efforts made to stabilize prices should be permit- 
ted only if it is absolutely essential for supplying the country’s 
needs or if weighty reasons of trade policy can be adduced. If such 
imports are otherwise desirable out of consideration for export in- 
terests, they should be permitted only provided an adjustment ih some 
form or other is possible between import and export prices. The 
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unfavourable effects which high export prices have on the home price 
level should be taken into account. 


4) Trade margins and.prices or cherges in other spheres of econo- 
mic life, including transport services, repair and installation jobs, 
artisan jobs etc., as well as State and Municipal enterprises, should 
be dealt with on the same principles as those applied to industrial 
prices. 


5) In order to afford better possibilities for intervening in 
cases of excessive prices in spheres that cannot suitably be subject-— 
ed to direct price control, the existent Price Control Act needs to 
be supplemented. The most effective way would be to couch the para- 
graph on usury in more emphatic terms. If the price policy is to be 
effectively tightened-up it is necessary to reinforce the supervision 
by the price offices as well as the price agencies. 


III. Intervention on the Labour Market. 


An important link in the chain of measures calculated to pre- 
vent an inflational trend is the direct controls exercised on the 
labour and commodity markets. From this point of view it is at pre- 
sent the labour market that most urgently calls for intervention on 
the part of the authorities. 


Hitherto our lebour market policy has been devoted chiefly to 
creatingconditions necessary for transferring man-power to areas where 
the shortage is most marked. These measures should be extended and 
intensified. It may be necessary, for instance, with the aid of a 
compulsory labour exchange system to give priority to certein demands 
for man—power. At the same time, however, the labour markets re- 
serves must be mobilized and the demand for labour restricted with a 
view to remedying the general labour shortage. 


1) Labour that is only partially employed in consequence of the 
scarcity of raw meterials should be released for other jobs by con- 
centrating the work in the hends of a smaller number of fully occupied 
workers or within a shorter period during which all the employees 
could be kept fully busy. Labour employed on work thet might be 
curtailed under present circumstances should be mobilized more than 
it is. Women should be trained to replace men in the spheres of. pro- 
duction, trade and communications. Steps must be taken to remove such 
differences on the subject of wage policy as are now preventing the 
more widespread employment of women in industry. 


In as far as adequate additional man=-power is not obtainable 
for the shortage areas by voluntary means, 2 compulsory lebour system 
should be adopted. Men and women in the younger age groups should 
primarily be called up for this purpose, thereby limiting the enhanced 
costs involved in the compensation clauses of the National Service Act. 


2) When calling up conscripts for military service, the authori- 
ties should pay increasing attention to the situation on the labour 
market. 
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3) Any building or constructional’ operations that ere not of 
vital importance for defence or the national supplies, as well as 
any other nonessential production, should be limited in order to seve 
row materials end release man-power. The degree of urgency in régard 
to dwelling-houses, industrial and other buildings should be more 
rigorously investigated than has been the case hitherto. In order to 
exercise a satisfactory control over building operations, fresh 
legislation would seem necessary on the subject of building pernits. 
The question of instituting an enquiry into the essential requirements 


of those seeking housing accommodation on the rent market is worth 
considering. 


4) The prevailing scarcity of goods and shortage of labour call 
for a reinvestigation into such forms of production for export as are 


not essential for maintaining the country’s supplies through foreign 
trade. 


IV. Measures for restricting liquidity and surplus purghasing power. 


The present abundant supply of means of payment is 2 consequence 
of the State’s heavy excess of expenditure ond the foreign payments 
position. A high degree of liquidity in the hands of the public and in 
the credit system may give rise to a@ heavy increase in demand and 
facilitate a general flight to real values. Steps should therefore 
be teken to restrict this liquidity. 


Chiefly on account of the heavy State cciiiiiiiaiai and the wide- 
spread employment, the earnings of the public have on an average been 
at a high level. As, owing to the scarcity of goods and the rationing 
system, these incomes cannot be put to normal use, there arises a 
considerable surplus purchasing power, which finds its way chiefly to 
the free sections of the market for goods and services. There is 


justification for curbing this excess purchasing power by the adoption 
of suitable measures, 


1) The serious budgetary deficit gradually entails increasing 
risks of infletion. The efforts at retrenchment of Stete expenditure 
should be intensified and, in particular, every demand for further 
increases in expenditure that are not absolutely unavoidable should 
ve firmly resisted. In the present situation the principle that must 
be followed is to ellow for essential increases in expenditure only 
by reducing other State expenditure. The efforts made on the initia- 
tive of the Retrenchment Committee to reorganize certain sections of 
the civil State administration with a view to limiting the demands 
for labour should thus be continued. The Committee ’s recommendations 
for reconsidering various Government expenses should be pursued further. 
The endeavours to encourage saving should be followed up by the 
Auditing Committee for the investigation of purely administrative 
questions about which proposals will shortly be submitted by specially 
appointed experts. While otherwise maintaining the frame-work of the 
defence system that is contemplated in the resolution passed by the 
Riksdag of 1942, the scope and stendard of work to be expended on 
military establishments should be revised in the light of the increased 
difficulties of finding room for investments of this kind; 2 special 
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organization might possibly have to be set up to undertake this revi- 
sion. The risks of disregarding the need for econony that are 
associated with the unrestricted allotment of funds for emergency 
defence purposes should be counteracted by the Army Authorities’ giving 
stricter orders end tightening-up their control. | 


2) Every opportunity should be seized by the State Authorities to 
postpone cash payments for supplies of materials etc. and to bind any 
funds that the State has to pay, for instance, for its requisitions. 


3) If the State’s excess expenditure is financed by the Riksbank, 
the result is e net additional supply of mecns of payment on the 
market. Even if the financing is done by the commercial banks, the 
funds available for immediate use care increased through the resultant 
rise in the belance on the commercial banks’ deposit accounts. When, 
on the other hand, State expenditure is financed by borrowing outside 
the benks in the aggregate no monetary expansion occurs, The State 
should therefore frane its borrowing policy in such & way thet the | 
financing of the State ’s excess expenditure is entrusted to the market 
outside the Riksbank end the commercial benks, 


4) The central monetary policy should be directed towards pre- 
venting, by market operations and other means, our foreign payments 
position from giving rise to fresh supplies of cash funds on the 
market and the prevailing liquidity from increasing as 4 result of the 
method of financing the State excess expenditure. The practice of 

the Riksbank’s calling in funds from the market in order to restrict 
liquidity should be continued whenever necessary. 


5) Enhanced taxation would help to reduce the State’s excess 
expenditure and the available purchasing power. Although there is no 
room for cny substantial increase in direct taxation, certain adjust- 
nents should be possible, for instance, by imposing higher taxes on 
thet section of the population which has no dependants to provide for. 
The greater taxable capacity of this group compared with those who 
have families to provide for should warrant the impinging of this 
taxation deeper down in the income classes than is the case at present. 
The question of raising the indirect taxes should be considered with 
a view to reaching that form of consumption upon which the free pur- 
chesing power would primarily expend itself. There is room for a 
further increase in the tax on tobacco and alcoholic beverages. Special 
attention should also be paid to older-established forms of taxation, 
such as the entertainment tax and the traffic tax. 


6) An increase in voluntcry saving is important from the aspects 
of the situation presented hcre. By facilitating suitable forms of 
saving and by still further impressing its importance on the mind of 
the public, part of the surplus purchasing power can be drawn away 
from those spheres in which it may tend to force up prices. Recourse 
should be had to various weys of giving premiums for certain forms of 
saving. 


The possibilities of introducing certain forms of compulsory 
saving, should the steps taken to promote voluntery saving not prove 
sufficiently effective, ought to be carefully examined.

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The Swedish Minister called today to express.regret at 
the action of the Norwegian Government in publishing in their 
newspaper, the Norsk Tidend, and issuing to Reuters, two 
statements in which they attacked the idea of a Nordic Union 
which had been ventilated recently in Sweden as a result of 
the appearance of a Swedish book on the subject (I forget its 
name) and of the interview given a few days ago by Sir 8S. 
Cripps to a Swedish newspaper. 


M. Prytz did not put forward any proposal or make any 
formal complaint, and after discussing the reasons which had 
prompted the Norwegian Government to give publicity to this 
question, I told him that, although this was a problem which 
would no doubt eventually be debated in the press of all the 
countries concerned, I held strongly that this was not the 
moment for starting a press controversy on the subject and 
that I would ask the News Department to do what they could to 
see that the matter was played.down in the S8ritish press. 


I have since spoken to Mr. Ridsdale who tells me that 
he is already taking this line with British journalists and 
that he does not expect any difficulty in keeping this subject 
out of the Press. There had been a few references to it 
after the Norwegian statement had appeared but they had not 
been followed up.

Security for 


THE declaration on Norway’s future 
foreign policy, published this week, is 
interesting and important. It is im- 
portant in itself, because it shows 
that the Government of one small © 
Allied nation is preparing itself not 
only for peace but also for a system 
of security against future wars. And 
it is important, too, because it raises 
very sharply one of the chief prob- 
lems that any security system must 
face. 

The Norwegian Government has 
realised, very wisely, that Norway 
cannot hope to defend herself in 
future by her own power. This is 
true of peoples very much larger 
than the Norwegian; perhaps, 
indeed, it is true of all peoples nowa- 
days.’ Norway is essentially a mari- 
time and trading country, and so she 
looks for safety to a continued 
alliance with the two great Atlantic 
maritime Powers, Britain and the 
United States. She hopes, too, to 
form a bridge between Russia, her 
neighbour in the Arctic, and the 
English-speaking peoples. She also 
looks forward to regional (and 
apparently bilateral) agreements 
with Sweden, Denmark, and other 
countries. But she rejects the idea 
of a Scandinavian or “ Nordic” bloc, 
consisting of herself, Sweden, Den- 
mark, and Finland. 

The conception of such a bloc 
played a considerable part in 
Scandinavian politics before the war, 
but it broke down in practice when 
the Finns were attacked by Russia 
and later when Germany invaded 
Denmark and Norway. The Scandi- 
na¢ian countries were not, in fact, 
any better prepared than other peacé- 
able Powers for genuine military co- 
operation—as contrasted with the 
kind of diplomatic good will repré- 
sented by periodic conferences and 
promises to “consult” one another in 
a crisis. Moreover, it is obvious that 
a Scandinavian bloc never could be 
capable of standing up to a great 
military Power like Nazi Germany. 
Yet it is not altogether surprising 
that the Swedes should, as reports 
declare, find the Norwegian declara- 
tion disturbing. 

For if there is to be a really work- 
able system of collective security 
after this war it cannot be a system 
which allows countries to contract 
out of all responsibility for difficult 
problems in their own néighbourhood, 
as the Norwegian Government appar- 
ently wishes to do in regard to the 
vexed question of Russo-Finnish rela- 
tions. Nor will it be sufficient for 
nations to form defensive groups 
without regard to inconvenient geo- 
graphical facts. It may be doubted, 
for instance, whether an Atlantic 
Group consisting of Britain, the 
United States, and the small countries 
along the North European sea coast 
would be very desirable or practic- 
able from a military point of view. 

It might be extremely difficult for 
Britain to protect the little peoples 
on the north-western fringes of the 
Continent unless she (and they) had 
the support of more extensive 
countries which lie behind them. For 
this reason there is surely something 
to be said for the creation of blocs 
of States reaching far into the Euro- 
pean Continent, blocs which would be 
linked with one another—and with 
the Great Atlantic Powers—in a 
seriously thought-out and _ well- 
prepared system of _ collective 
security. History shows that one 
small country, Belgium, has had a 
British guarantee in one form or an- 
other since its creation, but this guar- 
antee has not protected it from in- 
vasion or prevented Britain from 
being drawn into Continental wars. 
If we are to abandon our traditional 
isolation from the Continent, as we 
surely must, it is not likely to be 
enough for us to create a series of 
“ Belgiums,” none of them much more 
capable of self-defence or of being 
effectively protected by our ow 
forces than Belgium itself has been.

Russia and which has since been talked over 
from time to time. 

Svenska Dagbladet says that it is impossible 
to explain how London can have imagined 
that Sweden should have hinted that the 
moment was propitious for a discussion of the 
future of relations between the Scandinavian 
countries. ‘** On the contrary,” the newspaper 
Says, “responsible Swedish quarters tully 
realize that there is no future for the north 
without the freedom of the north. It ts certain, 
however, that Sweden visualizes the future 
Scandinavia as free and independent of any 
combinations of great Powers. If in this con- 
| nexion the north is to serve as an intermediary 
and as a bridge, that should be between all 
ithe civilized countries and not only (as sug- 
igested in the Norwegian declaration) between 

the Atlantic Powers and the Soviet Union.”’ 


NORWEGIAN STATEMENT 


Norwegian peace aims were set out in a 
Statement issued by the Norwegian Informa- 
tion Office in London. These aims were 
(according to Reuter): (1) Abandonment of 
the pre-war project of a Nordic defensive bloc 
(consisting of Norway, Sweden, Denmark, and 
Finland) ; (2) Attachment to Norway's Atlantic 
allies, Great Britain and America: (3) A re- 
vived and greater League of Nations, with 
Norway acting as a “ bridge between the 
Atlantic Powers and the Soviet Union.” 

The statement, it was added, was called 
forth by suggestions that the moment was 
opportune for a discussion of the future rela- 
tionships of the Nordic States. It declared 
flatly that a Nordic Union, which might be 
used for an eventual Finnish war of revenge 
against Russia, was not in the interest of 
Norway. The statement declared: ** Norway 
said farewell to neutrality from the moment 
she was attacked by Germany. She looks at 
present to regional arrangements for security.’ 
The hope was expressed that not only Sweden, 
but Denmark, Holland, Belgium, and France 


would be included in this system of 
agreements. een

The Swedish Church, the 
Swedish corps of school teachers, and the 
Swedish Press have, by their outspoken 
attitude, confirmed their brothers and 
sisters over the mountains in their endur- 
ance, and have left the Germans under no 
illusion as to the way in which an attempt 
to “ quislingize’’ Sweden would be met. 
Sweden’s scientific prowess and high- 
grade industry, to say nothing of her great 
history and wide political experience and 
of her contribution to the population of 
the New World, suggest that she too has 
an important share to take in the responsi- 
bilities of a better-ordered world in the 
future.

With reference to your telegram No. 548 of the 19th 
July, relative to the leading article on Norwegian foreign 
policy in the “Norsk Tidend" of the 15th July, I have to 
inform you that Monsieur Berg, the Secretary-General of 
the Norwegian Ministry of Foreign Affairs, informed a 
member of this department on the 20th July that the 
Norwegian Government had caused this article to be 
published because they felt that they must do something to 
counteract the effect in Norway and Sweden of the 
interview given by Sir Stafford Cripps to the London 
correspondent of the Vecko-journalen. In reply to a 
question he stated that his Government were alive to the 
possibility that this article might cause a press polemic 
which might alienate to some extent Swedish sympathy for 
Norway, and proposed to issue a broadcast message in the 
Norwegian service of the British Broadcasting Corporation 
which would lay more emphasis on the cultural and other 


ties between Norway and Sweden. This breadcast was duly 
delivered on the 2lst July, and a translation is enclosed 
herein. 


Ze The Swedish Minister called at the Foreign Office 
on the 22nd July and expressed regret at the action of the 
Norwegian Government in publishing the article-in the 
"Norsk Tidend”. He did not, however, put forward any 
proposal or make any formal complaint. He was told that 
the problems discussed would no doubt eventually be 
debated in the press of all countries concerned, but that 
this did not appear to be the moment for starting a press 
controversy on the subject, and that steps would be taken 
to see that as little publicity as possible would be given 
to it in the British press. You will observe that this is 
in accordance with the policy laid down in paragraph 7 of 
my despatch No. 137 of the 22nd July. I trust that 
controversy on the subject has now died down.

The paper quoted the statement of Docent Per Olof 
Ekeléf in FG6reningen Norden's almanack that, if Norway 
should regain her freedom with Britain's help and as a 
result should join an Anglo-Saxon empire, this would 
mean the death=-blow to Nordic affinity. If one of the 
three Great Powers were to obtain a footing in the North, 
both the others would consider that their security 
demanded the acguisition of similar strategic facilities. 

The paper continued that Sweden is not in favour of 
entering into any engagements with the Great Powers. 
The happiest solution would be if the Nordic peace 

organisation could be united with an international 
peace organisation. 

In conclusion, the paper declared that the result

I have the honour to inform you that Professor Paasche, 
former Professor of Germanic Languages at Oslo University, 
who now holds a similar post at Upsala, recently gave 
one of my staff the following impressions of his two 
years’ sojourn in Sweden. Since his arrival in the 

. Spring of 1940 he has addressed more than 400 meetings 
in this country and this has given him a considerable 
perspective of Swedish opinion towards Norway.

2 e The attitude of Swedes to Norwegians who came over 


the border in 1940 was far from pleasant. - Norwegians 
were treated generally in an unfriendly way and avoided 
even by Swedes whom they had known before. In 


conversation Norwegians were often accused of having 
such weak defences as to be responsible for letting 
the Germans and the Western Powers into Scandinavia. 
"Educated" Swedes openly showed their antipathy to 
Norway for having broken away in 1905 and argued that 
Norway was suffering the punishment of her separation. 
Professor Paasche of course answered that the 
separation had obviously saved Sweden. 


Oe Slowly the meaning and consequences of the occupation 
of Norway dawned on the Swedes and they began to react. 
Slowly their sympathies became engaged on the side of 

the Norwegians. He thought the small farmers, the | 
workers, and the ordinary soldiers were now entirely on | 
the side of the Norwegians in their struggle against 
the Germans. The foreman at one factory had told him 
after a meeting he held there that every workman would 
willingly take part in any struggle to help turn out 
the Germans. He noticed the same expression of 
sentiment ‘among those classes everywhere else and he 
thought the sympathy for Norway was now much greater 
than the sympathy for Finland. 


4, He had also spoken to groups of officers. At Boden, 
recently, forty of the hundred officers of the garrison 
had attended his lecture. That might be an approximate 
index of the interest among the officer class in 
Norway's struggle. The Colonel commanding the garrison 
and all the higher officers were present. He had 
spoken at Karlskrona too, where he thought a real 
interest and sympathy existed among the naval cadets 

and officers. 


De A great change of opinion in favour of Norway was 
obvious in the country. While at first his audiences 
were small and listened to him in a cold, almost 
hostile way, now he received a warm welcome and was 
always generously applauded.

6. He had known Monsieur Gtinther pretty well when he 

was Minister in Oslo and Madame Gtinther had come in and 
out of his house to see his wife, as if it were her own 
house. When he came to Stockholm, Monsieur Gtinther was 
very cold to him and obviously did not like seeing him. 

On their first meeting in Sweden he said before everything 
else in rather an unbending way, "Much has happened 

Since we last saw each other" - as if to emphasize a 
distance which should be kept between them. In October 
1941 Professor Paasche was asked to see Monsieur Gtnther 
and was cautioned by him about his public speaking. 

The German Minister had asked to have Professor Paasche 
Silenced altogether, and apparently Monsieur Gtinther 

was agreeable; but the King was very angry at the 
suggestion and put his foot down, insisting that Professor 
Paasche should be allowed to continue. So Monsieur 
Glinther told Professor Paasche he could lecture in 

sweden provided he kept to cultural subjects only. When 
later on the Professor received his Doctor's degree at 
Upsala the King was present. After the ceremony he 

came down and shook hands with Professor Paasche, which 

he did not do to a Finnish professor who was also present 
getting a degree. The Crown Prince then inaugurated 

the applause by clapping, which was taken up enthusiastically 
by everyone in-the hall, although the ceremony has always 
been very formal. Professor Paasche said his wife did 
not enjoy going to Monsieur Gtinther's house here, although 
she and Madame Gtinther had apparently been the closest 
friends in Oslo. 


‘ie Many Norwegians here were profoundly disgusted with | 
the assistance Sweden was giving Germany, particularly | 
by allowing the passage of arms. He himself had seen 

heavy calibre guns at Krylbo on their way through to 

Narvik from Germany, in German trucks from Karlsruhe. 

Young Norwegian refugees in Sweden had on the whole 

pleasant personal relations with Sweden, but were 

nevertheless bitter at Swedish policy. Professor 

Paasche thought that their good personal relations 

might after the war outweigh their intense dislike of 
"official" Sweden. He was quite certain, however, 

that Sweden would defend herself if the Germans attacked 

Sweden in the event of an Allied invasion of Norway. 

Such an invasion, however, would in present circumstances 

be quite disastrous, much as he longed for it eventually 

to happen. 


8. Professor Paasche also expressed the view that 
Swedes in general had very little knowledge of the extent 
of the assistance their country was giving the enemy. 

He is, of course, unaware of the pressure which His 
Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom and this 
Legation have been increasingly exercising on the Swedish 
Government, andof the negotiations at present in 
progress in London. He is also presumably unaware 

the fact that both I myself and members of my staff 
lose no opportunity of rubbing in to Swedish officials 
and business men the undesirability of Government 
credits to assist the export to Germany of what we 
consider an excessive quantity of timber and pulp.

9. As regards the Professor's remarks about Monsieur 
and Madame Gtinther, I can easily imagine that they do 
not véry often receive at their house Norwegians who 
are actively engaged in propaganda work here. The 
fault may be said to l&ea little at the door of the 
Norwegian Minister and his staff, who never attempt to 
entertain official Swedes. Madame Bull was here for 
many months before calling on Madame Gtinther, whom she 
knew in Oslo, and I doubt indeed whether she has even 
now called upon either her or Madame Boheman, as is 
customary in the case of the wives of newly appointed 
heads of missions. The Gtinthers, it is true, refrain 
as far as possibile from offering hospitality to any 
foreigners, whether diplomats or private persons, during 
the present times. They give no dinner parties and about 
once a year invite the diplomatic corps in two sections 
to a tea party and bridge. I believe one reason for 
their lack of hospitality is that they are not well off 
and that they are not paid to entertain officially, 
except when Government banguets are given, which has 
not been the case since the war began. As regards 
private hospitality, the GUnthers would certainly not 
enjoy entertaining Axis diplomats so they presumably 
prefer, like the Royal Family, to refrain from 
entertaining at all. I do not believe that Monsieur 
Gtinther is at all unsympathetic towards Norway but he 
is perhaps over-cautious for fear of being accused of 
showing “unneutral" sympathy for the sufferings of 

that country. The more I see of His Excellency, the 
more convinced I am that he has no sympathy whetever 
for the Axis powers and that, as long as the official 
Swedish policy continues to be one of neutrality, His 
Excellency is well suited to act as Foreign Minister 
on account of his cool head and cautious methods. He 
has one further great asset, which is that he is 
entirely devoid of the personal ambition which often 
influences a politician in office, and his one desire 
is to retire from public life as soon as his country 
can spare him and settle down to cultivate the literary 
tastes for which he was better known before his 
appearance on the political scene.

the 19th July, I have the honour to inform you 
that a book entitled "The United States of the 
North" by Messrs. Karl Petander, Anders Orne,. 
Swedish Postmaster-General, and Colonel W. Kleen, 

appeared in this country about a month ago and 
attracted considerable attention. The authors’ 
attempt to outline a programme for the federal 
union of the five Scandinavian countries, Norway, 
Sweden, Finland, Denmark and Iceland, and go into 
some detail regarding the constitutional aspects 
of such a union. As might. be expected of Swedish 
authors, they propose that the capital and the 
seat of government should be in Stockholm. This 
little book has been very well received and may 
well be said to express the hopes of the Swedish 
people with regard to the future of Northern 
Europe. At about the same time as it appeared 
the Swedish Gallup Institute investigated Swedish 
opinion on the subject and found that forty-nine 
per cent of the people asked were in favour of 
closer Scandinavian cooperation after the war. 
Only ten per cent advocated a policy of isolation 
on the part of Sweden. "Dagens Nyheter" of the 
llth June commented on these figures with 
satisfaction and quoted a statement by a Swedish 
university lecturer to the effect that it would be 
fatal for the Scandinavian countries if Norway 
were to join an Anglo-Saxon empire. In addition 
to these indications of the Swedish attitude on 
the subject, I would refer you to my despatch No. 
262 of the 19th May, regarding the favourable

that the article which recently appeared in "Norsk 
Tidend" opposing the idea of a future Scandinavian 
union should have caused surprise and disappoint- 
ment in Sweden.

Britain did not wish to lose her grip on Norway, nor 
Germany hers on Finland, and it must not cause surprise 
if the Norwegians and Finns, who were fighting for their 
lives, were susceptible to such influences. The paper 
declared that Sweden's task in the future must be to 
bridge the gap between Norway and Finland and firmly 
maintained that a Scandinavian union, if it came about, 
would have none but peaceful aims. It would be a hard 
blow to the Swedes if this, their working hypothesis, 
had to be abandoned, the newspaper concluded. “Social- 
demokraten" of the 19th July considered it fully 
understandable that the Norwegian Government in London 
should be strongly influenced by the British view, but 
declared none the less that the attitude expressed in 
"Norsk Tidend" was foreign to the true interests of 
Scandinavian liberty. This Norwegian attitude, the 
newspaper continued, constituted a grave threat to 
Scandinavian unity and perhaps in the long run to 
Scandinavian freedom. The paper was not inclined to 
take the latest statements of opinion from London too 
seriously, but regarded them as the expression of a 
temporary situation. "Ny Tid" of the 17th July pointed 
out that after the events of recent years a considerable 
body of opinion had grown to favour the idea of closer 
Scandinavian cooperation in the future. The newspaper 
then referred to the article in “Norsk Tidend" and 
Geclared that it was discouraging from the Scandinavian 
point of view. The article concerned was in certain 
respects misleading, and the suggestion that the 
resources of the Scandinavian countries were insufficient 
to build up a strong defence force must be firmly denied. 
The newspaper considered that it would be dangerous to 
make the future of the Scandinavian states dependent on 
tne mutual collaboration of the victorious powers, and 
pointed out that there was no such thing as an ever- 
lasting alliance. It was, therefore, safer to build the | 
future on the basis of Scandinavian cooperation, which 

would make the Scandinavian countries independent of the 

great powers, than to base it on certain combinations 

of other powers. At the same time the Swedish press did 

not fail to note that a member of His Majesty's Government 

had himself advocated close cooperation between the 

Scandinavian countries after the war. (Please see in 

this connexion my despatch No. 373, of July 21st.) 


Oe On the 20th July Reuter, as you are doubtless aware, 
published what purported to be an important declaration 
by the Norwegian Bureau of Information, which appeared to 
give an official character to the article in “Norsk Tidend”". 
Most of the Swedish press, therefore, accepted the article 
in "Norsk Tidend" as an official statement by the 
Norwegian Government. "Svenska Dagbladet", however, in 
reproducing the Reuter message, immediately entered a 7 
reservation allowing for the possibility of Reuter having 
wrongly construed the article in "Norsk Tidend" as a 
statement by the Norwegian Government. It went on to 
reject as fantastic the idea that "a Scandinavian alliance 
should be used for a war of revenge against Russia” and 
also expressed surprise at the thought of London considering 
that it had ever been hinted that the present moment was 
appropriate for the discussion of future relations er

the Scandinavian states. (Both these notions were 
aired in the "Norsk Tidend" article). Nothing had 
been said in responsible Swedish quartersto justify 
such an idea: Sweden was fully aware that there could 
be no future for Scandinavia unless Scandinavia was 
free, but the question of its future form was in the 
present circumstances a matter on which only private 
speculations could be made. So much, however, was 
certain, that Sweden envisaged a Scandinavia free and 
independent of any particular combination of great 
powers. If Scandinavia was in such a situation as to 
"serve as a link and a bridge" it must be between all 
civilised states, but not especially between the 
"Atlantic powers and the Soviet Union." 


4, From reports in the Swedish press it appears that 
the general view in Norwegian circles in London on the 
2let July was that the Norwegian Government didassociated 
themselves from the article in “Norsk Tidend"”.

Arne Ording's article published in "Norsk Tidend" on 

that date was interpreted in this sense as was also 
Monsieur Trygve Lie’s interview with "Svenska Dagbladet's" 
London correspondent on the same day. .In a leading 
article on the 23rd July, "Svenska Dagbladet™ pointed 

out that on the 15th April "Norsk ‘idend” published 

an interview with the Norwegian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, in which he expressed hopes of close collaboration 
with Sweden after the war and made it clear that 

Norway's collaboration with the Anglo-Saxon powers did 
not mean her separation from the rest of Scandinavia: 
presumably Monsieur Lie had not fundamentally changed 

his views in the past three months. "Svenska Dagbladet” 
also quoted Monsieur Mowinckel as having advocated 
collaboration between Norway and Sweden in a speech to 
the Swedish-American Chamber of Commerce. It 

suggested that there were two schools of thought among 
Norwegians in London, the one represented by Monsieur 

Lie and Dr. Ording and the other which it described 

as less Scandinavian and in the present case more 
"Atlantic" than the Anglo-Saxons, to which evidently 

the editor of "Norsk Tidend" belonged. "Svenska 
Dagbladet"” also reported that in British circles there 
was no desire to intervene in a controversy which solely 
concerns the Norwegians. Neither 'mgland nor America 
presumed to decide the future for any of the people of 
Scandinavia. The newspaper's own conclusion was that 
the time was not ripe for any practical discussion of 

the problems of the future of Scandinavia. Whether 
these problems were to be solved by isolated neutrality, 
collective security or a Scandinavian union was a 
question on which opinions in Sweden were divided, but 
opinion was unanimous on the principal point, namely 
that Scandinavia must first recover her freedom as 

the indispensable foundation of her future.

5. The Counsellor of this Legation recently discussed 
this incident with the Chargé d'Affaires of the 
Norwegian Legation. Mr. Bull said that he thought 

that there was little doubt that Reuter had been at 
fault in reporting that the statement issued by the 
Norwegian Bureau of Information was official in 
character.

was clearly impossible in view, inter alia, of the 
patriotic rdle played by the King of Norway. He 
agreed, however, that the article in "Norsk Tidend" 

had been tactless and pointed out that a careful 
explanation of the attitude of the Norwegian Government 
towards the question of post-war cooperation with 
Sweden had subsequently been given by Monsieur Lie. 


6. Whereas the episode may now be regarded as past 
history, there is, in my view, some justificiation for 
the annoyance felt in Sweden that the views put forward 
in "The United States of the North" should have been 
considered by "Norsk Tidend” to have been officially 
inspired by the Swedish Government. The authors of 
this book are well-known for their outspokenly pro- 
allied sentiments, and books of this type are in fact 
regarded as a source of embarrassment in official 
Swedish circles, where the view is held that public 
discussion of the post-war Scandinavian situation merely 
provides political mischief-makers with an opportunity 
for creating misunderstandings and differences of 
opinion between sections of the Swedish public and 
between the Scandinavian people.

"SWEDEN and NORWAY’. 
by Dr Arne Ording 


There are many reasons why it is difficult during the war to 
express views about the relations between the Northern countries. 
Nevertheless the question of northern collaboration has been con- 
stantly raised in the Swedish press and in Swedish political 
publications. It may, therefore, not be out of place to put in 
a few calm words from the Norwegian side. The two neighbouring 
countries of Sweden and Norway are living in this historical time 
of conflict in completely different conditions. Sweden stands 
outside the war. The Norwegian people are fighting at home and 
abroad a battle for their existence, which is straining to the 
utmost both their physical and their spiritual powers, and they 
are convinced that this is also a battle for Sweden's freedom. 

In these conditions it produces an effect of amazement when plans 
are propounded in Swedish quarters for a Northern Confederation .- 
with common control of foreign politics and defence, or for a 
Federal State with common constitutional organs and with its 
capital in the neighbourhood of Stockholm - even if Such plans are 
usually put forward merely by political visionaries. We are 
convinced that after the war there will be close collaboration 
between the Northern countries, but we are also convinced that this 
collaboration will take place on a basis of agreements between 

free and sovereign States, and that an attempt to create common 
constitutional organs will only resurrect old controversies and 
envenom the relations between the northern peoples. We often have 


the impression that the so-called "Nordism" is to some exte 

‘ss ae oo gt of the old policy of neutrality. Behind onab  luvies 

pe oug that one should keep outside "Great Power politics" and 

pe all great fowers are at bottom Equally bad.

Thus Sweden's future, too, is dependent upon the 
result of the war. For geographical reasons and through the develop- 
ment of the war Sweden's strategic position has become very diffi- 
cult, and we fully understand that on that account the Swedish

The question is: - with 
whom shall one collaborate, and how f should the collaboration > 
‘be improvised or organised in seat In Norwegian quarters 
thoughts have turned to the idea of an organised collaboration be- 
tween the western democracies or so-called ‘atlantic’ Powers’. Qn the 


Norwegian side there is a sincere wish to have Sweden with us in

this collaboration, andwe find it difficult to believe that it would 
be to Sweden's interest to hold aloof. In certain organs of the 
Swedish press it has been suggested that the Norwegian Government 
must have been acting under pressure from the British. There is 
thus supposed to be a sinister intrigue from Downing Street. That 
is an erroneous conclusion. amd We are sure that the German Minis- 
ter at Stockholm takes a great interest in the Swedish press, and 
we admire the strength of character and the courage shown by the 
Swedish press in these difficult conditions - for example, in 

their attitude towards Nowway. Still, that sort of conclusion should 
not be drawn. I can assure them that. this is not the case. There 
is a certain difference between the Great Powers - as there is, for 
example, between Hitler and Roosevelt. The discussion about a 
possible collaboration between the Atlantic States was started by 
the Norwegian Government, and their motive was regard for the future 
security of Norway and other small democratic countries. We have 

of course no guarantee that Great Britain and the United States 
will in future join in a covenant of collaboration on the Continent 
of Europe. But we have grounds for hoping that this will happen, and 
we should consider it a misfortune if after the war the two western 
Powers were to relapse into a policy of isolation. 


On the Norwegian side the wish has been expressed that after 
the war a close collaboration may be established between the western 
democracies and the Soviet Union. We cannot see how this can fail 
to be the first requirement for a stable peace on the Continent of 
Europe. In Swedish circles the Finnish question is brought up. It 
would scarcely serve any useful purpose to go into this question 
in detail in present circumstances. If the United Nations win the 
war, there will be a possibility of maintaining a free, democratic 
Finland, which ,hhowever, must try to come to an understanding with the 
Soviet Union - - an understanding which would be welcomed by all the 
United Nations. 


If Germany should win the war, Finland weak become a cog in 
the "New Order", in the same way that the Germans would see to it 
that Swedish democracy, too, would be disposed of. It is very 
possible that history will show that the Soviet Union is one of 
the factors which have saved Sweden in this war. However this may 
be, Norway's position is in any case clear. 


The battles on the Russian plains will decide whether the war 
will end in the fairly near future or whether we must face a very 
long war. The victory will be won in either case, but a protracted 
war will mean a very severe strain upon the Norwégian people. There 
is to-day no Norwegian, abroad or at home, whose thoughts are not 
with the Red Army at Voronesh or on the plains of the Don, no 
Norwegian who does not long for the day when the other Allies can 
intervene actively on the Continent to assist the Russians. fThe 
Norwegian people know that collaboration between the western Powers 
and the Soviet Union means security for Norway, whereas the opposite 
possibility will be an unbounded calamity for all of us. Such 
collaboration is also the first presupposition for the real league 
of nations which must be our common aim for the future. In case 
certain Swedish circles are still playmg with the idea of a com- 
promise peace, we must make it clear that in our view this is a 
piece of wishful thinking which should be entirely rejected. A 
compromise@ peace would be a mere armistice, and only a‘total and 
utter defeat can teach Germany that aggression and oppression do 
not pay. This is our point of view on the main questions at issue. 
It need not stand in the way of collaboration and understanding 
between our two peoples. They are bound together not merely by cul- 
tural ties and mutual sympathy, but also by a common interest. The 


future of both Norway and Sweden depends on the victory of the 
United Nations.

Since the question of Norwegian relations with Sweden is still 
of importance, though no longer as acute as it was two months ago, it 
may be of interest if I report certain views upon it recently expressec 
to me by Major Krefting, a prominent member of the Norwegian colony 
in London,who represents a point of view rather different from that of 
the Norwegian Minister for Foreign Affairs. 


2. Major Krefting, though originally a professional officer in 
the Norwegian Army, to which he has now returned, has been for years 
a very successful business man,who has made enough money to purchase 
and remodél for his own use the former Norwegian Legation in South 
Kensington and whose business has had many international conriections, 
esnecially with Sweden. He himself has a Swedish mother and his 
sister is married to an important Swedish industrialist, M. Saether-Gre 
who, he tells me, is chairman of a body resembling tet—ef the : 
Federation of British Industries. M. Boheman, the present Secretary- 
General of the Swedish Ministry for Foreign Affairs, was the best man 
at his sister's wedding; and altogether his Swedish connections are 
probably better than those of any other Norwegian senfpdons: He if

whom he plays tennis and has amicable arguments on political subjects 
and in particular on this guestion of relations with Sweden,on which 
he regards himself as something of an exvert. 


5. Major Krefting is inclined to share the view expressed by the 
King of Norway,as reported in my despatch No. 19 of April 15th last, 
2v0Ir that as soon aS the war took a definite turn in favour of the Allies 
— the Swedish Government would change their policy and intervene activel 
Aor in order to force the Germans out of Norway; but whereas King Haakon 
4% fears that development Major Krefting would welcome it,since he 
“maintains that Swedish public opinion is becoming so anti-German that 
if told that there was no chance for a “neutral” Scandinavian bloc’: and 
that the choice for Sweden lay between isolation and joining an 
Atlantic Union on the lines,envisaged by M. Lie,it would force the 
Government to accept the exhale alternative. The Swedish Government, 
he asserts, has really no will of its own: it is a coalition of e 
divergent elements containing no strong or popular personality, aie 
is only enabled to pursue its present policy of neutrality slightly © 
biased in favour of Germany, by trading on the fears of the Swedish 
publics and once those fears are removed it will be only too willing 
to follow the popular trend. At present, however, fear is the essen- 
tial factor in the Swedish situation; and it is hopeless to expect the 
Slightest change in Swedish policy until something has happened to 
dissipate the cloud of fear which hangs over every Swede and paralyses 
his power of action. He has told M. Lie again and again that there is

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nothing at all to be done with Sweden, either by threats or by 
kindness, until the Allies have had not merely a defensive but a 
positive offensive . SuCCeSS.e. 


4. Once that success has been gained, however, there will, in 
Major Krefting'’s opinion, be "a regular avalanche” in Sweden. Ninety 
percent of the Swedish people are now anti-German, and even the indus- 
trial circles with which he is connected are becoming alarmed at the 
increasing dependence of Swedish economy upon Germany: the only 
convinced pro-Germans are now to be found in military circles. The 
average Swede is itehing for-a chance to escape from his present 
ignominious position:. he is humiliated by the knowledge that all his 
neighbours regard. him as a “wee. titi'rous beastie"; and if he coyld do 
something to retrieve his reputation Without undue risk he w be 
only too glad to do so.. Caution, however, is émcrained in the Swedish 
character — much more so than +#=ts in the Norwegian; and the Swedes 
will only take the plunge if they are convinced,first, that it is Net 
seriously dangerous and,. secondly, that there is no hope: of post-war 


security for their country in any "neutral” bloc’ or in anything short 
of adhesion to an Atlantic Union. | 


5e These views,as you will have noted,are not fully in accord. 


with those either of M. Lie or of King Haakon;and I cannot help think- 


ing that they may include .a considerable element of “wishful thinking" 
as regards the strength of the anti-G n current in Swedish public 
opinion, Nevertheless,I have though th reporting ,as they are 
probably typical of those held by that. section of ‘Norwegian public 
opinion which is most favourable towards Sweden; and I'would draw your 
attention to the fact that even this section. of opinion regards it | 
as an essential pre-constd¢eation for a satisfa¢tory development of 
Swedish policy. that the Swedish public should first be made to realise 


that a separate Scandinavian bloe under Swedish- leadership is out of 
the question. .

I have the honour to inform you that the reactiom of 
the Swedish press to the latest executions in Norway has 
been even stronger than on previous occasions. The following 
are a few specimens of these press: comments, which have already 


been reported to the Ministry of Information in the Press 
Attaché’s telegrams. 


2- Om the 7th, 8th and 9th October, all the Stockholm 
newspapers, with the exception of “Dagsposten" , announced 

the executions in Norway in heavy type on their front pages. 
"Dagens Nyheter" of the 8th October declared that the repeated 
horrors of war could not deaden the Swedish people’s reaction 

to executions in Norway. The paper continued: "Nothing can 
"soften: the blow which this sort of news: means to the Swedish 
"people. It is still almost incomprehensible to the conception 
"of justice which we like to regard not only as Swedish but as 
"European that a person should atone with his life for a crime 
“which he has not committed.” "Svenska Dagbladet" of the same 
day also referred to the deadening of the individual’s reaction 
to news of terrotism, and continued:"There is however one kind 
"of news which always strikes: us like a whip - news: of the mass 
"executions of innocent hostages in the occupied countries. Such 
"reprisals are calculated to make us particularly indignant 
"because they constitute a brutal infringement of one’s sense of 
"justice and a relapse into barbariam after centuries: of laborious 
" progress." “Social Demokraten" declared that the measures 
employed in Norway were regarded by the Swedish people with 
deep disgust and that the massacre of innocent people would not 
win for Germany the respect of the Norwegians. "This practice 
"is so very foreign to the Nordic mentality and Nordic conception 
"of justice” the newspaper continued, “that it is bound to 
"release a wave of the deepest indignation against its perpetra- 
"tors, and of the warmest sympathy for the nation which is so 
"sorely tried.” The syndicalist paper “Arbetaren" declared 
that the times through which the world was now living would 

be remembered as some of the darkest in history. “A period of 
“violence, of moral decay, of lawlessness and tyrannic caprice, 
"in short a period of new order when people’s blood ran cold 

"at the thought that this New Order might last".

The paper 
describes the present state of affairs as abnormal and 
unreasonable, and considers the attitude of the Swedish 
authorities to be incomprehensible. Quite apart from the 
Norwegians” wishes, it is essential for practical reasons 
that Sweden should have closer contact with the Norwegian 
Government, and it is to be hoped that the demands put 
forward by the press will bring about a solution. “One 
"cannot wholly avoid the impression that the Swedish Foreign 
"Ministry has shown less energy in the matter of relations 
"with Norway than in other spheres of foreign affairs. It is 
"as though it thought that the goodwill of the Western 
“countries could always be counted on without any effort 
"being made. fP®his recalls a primitive religion which teaches

"Nordens Frihet™ was the first paper to bring the matter 
up in Sweden - on July 2nd of this year.

With reference to my despatch No. 514 of the 
2nd of November, 1942, I recently spoke to the 
Political Director at the Swedish Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs about the renewed agitation of the 
Swedish press for the appointment of a Swedish 
representative to the Norwegian Government. I said 
that I had noticed that the Swedish press had been 
taking an active interest in this matter recently and 
I imagined that the Riksdag, when it met, might also 
question the Government about it. I said that I 
felt that the absence of the Swedish Minister to the 
Norwegian Government was quite rightly one of the 
serious grievances which hampered good relations 
between Norway and Sweden.

2. Monsieur SéderblSm admitted that this was the 
case and that Monsieur Boheman had noticed it in the 
course of his conversations with members of the 
Norwegian Government in London. Monsier Soderblom 
in reply to a question of mine admitted that Baron 
Beck=-Friis, who is now representing Sweden at Lisbon 
was still in theory Minister to Norway. He had 
remained on in Oslo long after the departure of the 
King and Government and had eventually been turned 
out by the Germans and returned to Sweden, but he had 
never presented his letters of recall nor had the 
termination of his mission ever been officially 
notified to the Norwegian Government.

The withdrawal of the Swedish 
Consul-General would, he thought, be quite a serious 
cu blow to the loyal Norwegians in Norway because the mere

With reference to my despatch No. 518 of 
November 6th I was informed to-day by the Political 
Director at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs that 
the question of Swedish representation with the 
Norwegian Government was raised by two members in 
the course of the secret Riksdag debate on foreign 
policy on November 4th. Monsieur Séderblom told 
me that the Minister for Foreign Affairs explained 
the circumstances in which Baron Beck-Friis 
remained at Oslo after the departure of the King 
and Government, He told the Riksdag that it would 
not be expedient to send either Baron Beck-Friis 
or any other representative to London at present 
because he felt it was certain to provoke the Germans 
into demanding the closure of the Swedish Vonsulate- 
General in Oslo. The German Government had in fact 
requested the Swedish Government to do this on 
July 15th but the latter had raised objections and 
since then nothing more had been heard fromthe Germans 
and the Consulate-General still remained there as- 
before. It was important that it should so remain 
because it provided much useful information for the 
Swedish Government regarding conditions in Norway 
and indeed was a means of communication between the 
Swedish authorities and certain important Norwegians 
(Monsieur Sdéderblom mentioned Bishop Berggrav as one 
of them). Apart from this there were 15,000 Swedes 
in Norway and it was necessary for some official to 
be in that country to look after their interests. | 
Monsieur Glnther believed that the closure of the | 
Consulate-General would be deeply regretted by many Be. 
of the patriotic Norwegians. Monsieur Sdoderblom 
told me that Monsieur Gtinther had yesterday informed 
my Norwegian colleague of the substance of his remarks 
on this subject in the Riksdag. 


Qe Monsieur Bull, whom I saw today, confirms this. 
Apparently Monsieur Gltinther, while expressing himself 
sympathetically towards Norway, argued that the appoint- 
ment of a Minister to London would be a purely political 
sesture because for all practical purposes there were 
already ample means of diplomatic contact, Monsieur 
Bull replied somewhat warmly that a political gesture 
was just what was needed now: it was in times of trial 
that such a public mark of friendship was most apprecia- 
ted, whereas its absence had precisely the opposite 
effect, Monsieur Glinther argued that the German 
retaliation would involve not only the Oslo Consulate- 
General (which Monsieur Bull admits to me is still of 
some sentimental and moral interest to loyal Norwegians

there) but also the Swedish consulates in other 
occupied countries such as Holland and Belgiun, 
where they were doing valuable work in protecting 
Swedish nationals and interests. He might have 
added, but apparently did not, that in Brussels 
at least the Consulate-General is doing valuable 
relief work. 


Oe I told Monsieur Sdéderblom that it seemed to 

me that the Swedes could easily retaliate on the 
Germans for the closure of their Consulate- 

General by indicating that it would now no longer 

be possible to grant visas and in other ways control 
the transit traffic which would therefore have to 
cease. Monsieur SéSderblom thought that there 
would be other ways of controlling the transit 
traffic; he was evidently determined to stick to 
his Chief's decision. He said that the debate had 
not otherwise produced any particular criticism of 
the Government although there had been a few 
questions about transits mainly by members who had 
observed truck-loads of war material on the railways. 
Monsieur Glnther had reminded his audience of his 
speech at the last secret session in the summer, when 
he had given them full details regarding the transit 
traffic, and he had warned members against believing 
exaggerated rumours. His statement on foreign policy 
had lasted for over an hour and a half but had 
provoked no general debate and no criticism of the 
Government's general policy.

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SWEDISH COMMENT ON THE DECLARATION OF THE oe GOVERNMENT 
ON £ SGANDINAVILN BLOC

The statements in the programme of the Norwegian Government in 
London must have a discouraging effect, especially on those "Nordists" 
whose enthusiasm for the Nordic cause, ’ though praiseworthy in itself, 
leads them to interpret reality ina far too subjective manner. 

Upsala a Nye Tidning, which gave this judgement, is of the opinion that 
we scussion of the future of the North has by no means always 
been ies from wishful thinking and idealisation. "Among other 
things we have forgotten to take into account the Norwegian Government 
in London, though it has always been stressed by Nordic anthusiasts 
that this government is the legal Government of Norway. However, the 
question of the validity of its views on foreign policy is by no means 
definitely settled. There are some Norwegian patriots, who, although 
(like all true Norwegians) convinced that Norway will soon regain her 
freedom, nevertheless consider that the authority of the Nygaardsvold 
Government is confined completely to the war period. They have in 
some respects a critical attitude towards this Government, especially 
in regard to its past actions. It is impossible to decide how wide- 
spread this opinion is. The Nordic question is in any case of no 
immediate interest for Norwegians, whose whole strength is used at 
the moment in the struggle for Norway's freedom", 


Furthermore, in judging the views of the Norwegian Govermnent 
about the future, the possibility must be berne in mind that this 
Government and the circles which it represents may change their mind 
in the future. Declarations made now are affccted by the war and the 
alliance with the fnglo-Saxon powers, and perhaps also by exile. "Tt 
is possible that Norwegian foreign "policy will appear in a different 
light in Oslo, when that city again becomes the true capital of Norway. 
However, this does not mean that the programme Sketched by Norsk .- 
®idend can never be realised. It is not certain, and perhaps not 
even possible, that the war will produce conditions in which extensive 
Nordic collaboration can become a reality. But it should be empha = 
sized that such co-operation is not an end in itself. Especially in 
the case of Norway tho first requisite .is the reseestablishment of 
freedom, and when this goal has been reached much will have been 
gained, ‘not only for Norway, but aiso from a Swedish and from a Nordic 
point of view. Furthermore , it may be assumed that Norway will build 
up a strong national defence, and this will also be a great gain for 
Sweden and the whole of the North, at least as long as the Great Powers 
are not ready for, another conflict. Only after this will Norway be 
ret to realise the need for Wordic solidarity outsidé Great Power 
policy. 


Vestmanlends Lans Tidning said that the last deglarations from 
London were not entirely unexpected. For example, in April Dr. Arne 
Ording, who was Closely connected with the Norwegian Governzent , had 
expressed similar views in the London periodical Free Luropc. "He 
himself was inclined to favour a future Nordic CoLISSOFation inside 
the framework of an agreement with the Western Powers, but it was the 
latter agreement which was for him the most inporsant. In Sweden we 
are Still outside the war, and being in the centre of the North we 
hear much talk about the necessity of a united North: hence there is 
always a risk that we may get a false impression of the strength of 
this feeling in various directions. Ali hope of liberation is 
directed uninterruptedly westwards over the sea. Under these condi- 
tions Sweden and the North cannot be a& primary interest for. the 
Norwegians. When peace is concluded this psychological state of 


affairs may change very quickly. Many upheavals may have taken place 


by the time the world is ready for peace," 


It is therefcre all the more important that we in Sweden. should 
not relinguish*the idea of contributing to any arrangements in ‘the 
liorth which will enable the Nordic peoples to keep their Sreeson 
their independence, and above all their mutual friendship. "?

Dear Division, 


I send you copies attached of a memorandum on Radio Mundial just composed 
by Mr. Hewins, the Daily Mail correspondent. He himself apologises for the rather 
confused composition of this paper, but says that he was exceedingly vague himself 
as to what young Tengbom was driving at. 


Tengbom came to see me yesterday with further requests for connections with 
a Kondon correspondent. Radio Mundial seems to be going down the drain and Berlin 
is getting fussy about paying out large sums of money to the various agencies’ 
offices without getting anything for it. 


Tengbom's aim with Hewins as far as we can see is to use him as a contact 
for inside diplomatic information from Stockholm, while the effort to procure a 
London correspondent is a last dying gasp to save his prestige before the office is 
closed down. I personally think it would be rather fum to use the two opportunities 
for planting bogus information on this agency. 


In addition to what is contained in Mr. Hewins' memorandum, I would like tc 
say that as far as the Mr. Schmidt referred to on page 3 is concerned, Tengbom 
described him to me not as a Mexican but as a member of an old aristocratic 
Brazilian family. He seemed generally to be exceedingly vague about the identity - 
of the people connected with the agency. He also spoke of a Monsieur Aubert, their 
manager in Geneva, and he stated that only in Geneva and Sofia had they been succes: 
ful in their efforts to broadcast news from wireless stations. 


The whole set-up is so thoroughly dishonest and scandalous that I feel it 
would be a pity not to take the opportunity offered to have some fun with them and 
give them a coup de grace before they peter out. g

RADIO MUNDIAL 


Princess Otto von Bismarck's brother, Ulf Tengbom, who is Stockholm 
Representative of the news-agency, Radiommdial, enteMained me to lunch today with 
the declared object of enlisting my services to obtain for him a correspondent in 
London. As I had exposed Radiomundial in the Daily Mail last year as a German 
conce g\ trying to pose as neutral Tengbom's sudden overtures, for which I had 


been prepared by his having sounded out Valery as to my attitude, seemed to me like 
rather a desperate effort. 


He complained first that his letters to Mr. Tennant and his interviews did 
not seem to be leading towards obtaining the desired London correspondent; secondly 
that he had not been in Londm himself for years and had no personal cmtacts there 
whom he could approach; thirdly that his sister “did not know" journalists. 


He then went on to admit that it would be the greatest possible feather in 
his own cap if he could fix up a London correspondent and I formed the impression 
that he had been ticked off by his so-called head office in Geneva. (ie Berlin) for 


not having done so. I would even go so far as to say that he sounded as if his 
job depended on it.” 


He admitted that the German foreign office had complained about the 
material Radiomindial's Berlin office was producing and had threatened to close it 
down. This sounded odd to me since I gathered during my earlier investigations 
that Radiomundial was a Ribbentrop propaganda show designed to Supplement the dis- 
credited Transocean and Europa Press services and I should have expected the ticking- 
off to have come from one of the Goebbels rival departments. Tengbom said the 
foreign office complained that his material was "too neutral", which led me to 
believe that this was one of the gambits Tengbom's superiors had told him to play in 
order to try and bolster up the neutral aspect of Radiamundial. 


Tengbom was at great pains to emphasise Radiomundial's neutrality and I 
must say I think he is such an inexperienced young fool as to believe it. He 
pointed out Radiomundial has correspondents in Tokio and Chungking etc. and appeared 
so gullibly sincere that I thought it worth while to reiterate my ow impressions of 
the outfit without mincing words. For if one could convince him that he is nothing 


but a German agent in practice one might inconvenience the Germans by persuading him 
to quit his present job. 


I told him that Lenz the organiser from Lisbm was a well known German . 
agent; that Belgo-Baltic did not have a very neutral reputation in British circles 
and the company's acting as business managers for Radiomundial hardly created a 
favourable impression; etc. And he confessed himself shaken, 


He said that Lenz had acquired Portugese nationality and was dropping out 
of the direction. This looked to me like another cog in the machinery now put into 
action to try and convince the world that Radiomundial is neutral.

Of Belgo-Baltic he said that this company had now severed its connection 
with Radiamndial - another cog.

Lenshoek, whom he insisted on describing as a Dane and who organised the 
Radiomundial Belgo-Baltic liasm om the introduction of the American, Bill Ericsson, 
to Ka fre Behm, managing director of the latter firm, is however still in the show. 


Another ticking-off has come Tengbom's way because he has secured not one 
single subscriber among the Swedish newspapers and "Geneva" complains that Stockholm 
.just costs nothing but money without bringing in anything in return. In fact 
Radiomundial and Tengbom seem in distinctly shaky shape, 


If the firm is really so powerless it occurred to me that it might be worth 
our while to play with it and use it for our ow purposes,

On the question of the London correspondent I accordingly said that/I were 
Mr. Tennant or the British Foreign Office I would suggest Radiomundial establish a 
correspondent in London for a trial three months, If Foreign Press Reading Dept. 
in London discovered after three months that a reasonable proportion of Radiomundial 
messages from London were being published in the German, Axis and Occupied Countries’ 
press, then the correspondent’s working permit might be extended. Thus we should be 
able to use a German news agency for our own propaganda purposes. Furthermore, if 
Radiommdial is coverage for an intelligence racket in the British Empire and the 
U.S.A. we should probably learn something interesting by observation, | 


The dangers of such an experiment would be 7 that the messages might Be 
distorted by the Axis and the London dateline abused (ii) Radianundial might secure 
clients in neutral countries if once they could name a London correspondent in their 
prospectus and thus the way might be opened for establishing the firm om something’ 
approaching a business basis (iii) that after three months Radiammdial mizht came 
out into the open suddénly inits true colours as a German concern and do a lot of

However, I promised to put the three months idea up to the British 
authorities and to let him know the results. 


Upon reflection, nevertheless, I wmder if this London corresnyondent 
business isn't eyewash. After all Tengbom has approached Mrs, Gerda Leitgeber, 
ex-wife of a Polish diplonat and a Dane by birth, who was translator for Otto 
Tollischus and Valery of the New York Times, and offered her the job. If she 
cannot get to England, he is going to contact a man friend of hers in Londm, whose 
name I didn't get. When it comes down to contacting Mrs. Leitgeber and me, 
Tengbom's anxiety to obtain a London correspondent seems nothing but ridiculous. 
Tengbom looks more and more like mere window-dressing to me. 


Mindful of suggestions Radiomundial may be trying to buy up’ the Stockholm 
office of United Press, I gave Tengbom every opportunity of letting something out of 
the bag on this, I suzgested that if the London correspondent does not materialise

; buy the A.P., B.U.P,. Exchange or some other British or American service 
for sale in Axis territory, since those services are no longer bought by the enemy. 
He thought this was a good idea which he would investigate but explained that 
"Geneva" did not want to duplicate another agency. In fact he did not bite. He 
affected not to know exactly who the U.P. man in Stockholm is and asked if Baron 
UVexkull is here or in Helsingfors. He gave no indication that he knew Louden, 
business manager of the U.P, Stockholm Bureau has a German passport. In fact if 


Radiomundial is trying to buy the U.}?, Sto@kholm office I hardly think Tengbam is 
the fellow handling the negociations. 


Harping back on the neutrality angle Tengban said that he wanted to place 


another correspondent in Helsingfors as Finland is so important for Radiamndial, _. 
but complained that the Finns were making difficulties on the grounds that Radiomun- 


dial is already represented, Their present man is (phmetically) Juvas of Uusi 
Ssoumi. : 


The two Swedes who were working in Radiammdial office have, Tengbom said, 
left - one for Pressburg, the other for I forget where. 


When I asked who was putting up all the escudos for Radiomundial's present 
unproductive period he mentioned a wealthy member “of an old Mexican family" rejoic- 
ing in the well known Latin American name of Schmidt. 


The Andorra headquarters idea has been dropped because the "Andorran 
authorities" objected, Tangbom said this was a crazy idea of Lenz, whom he tried 
to pass off as an eccentric adventurer "Mly thirty per cent of whose ideas are any 
good", Yes, Lenz is being faded out all right. 


To flatter me Tengbom said "Geneva" had instructed hin to engage me on 
Radio mundial as I must be a good reporter to have got the original Radiamndial 
story so early. It occurs to me this angle might be exploited. 


He said only he, Reutersward of T.T. and Brilioth of Aftobladet had 
copies of the original Lenz prospectus. As I got the copy I handed over last year 
from Jules Berman via Gordon Hahne this statement by Tengbom further suggests he is 
little but camouflage and nmentity. 


Tengbom further denied that Lenz had approached Thorsing with a view to 
foisting Radiommdial's service on T.T, or that Lenz planned to establish his om 
broadcasting station in competitim with T.T., whereas Gravstrém informed me to 
the contrary. 


Tengbom claims to have entered journalism in 1935 and to have worked for 
short periods with Aftonbladet, Stockholms-Tidmingen, Sydsvenska Dagbladet and 


Varldspressen - and (pursuing the clumsy flattery line) wants me to advise him 
journalistically. I am puzzled what he wants out of me,

was founded with an office on Drottninggatan 50, open 
twice a week in the evenings. The leader is Bertil Anzén, 
but his party has made no progress to date owing to the 
fact that he was almost immediately called up for military 
service. It is of interest to notice that this party is 
supported by Svensk Opposition. 


Sveriges Anti judiska Kampfir bund. (Swedish anti-Jewish 
Movement.) The fanatic anti-Semite Einar Aberg, who 


recently obtained notoriety by displaying a "Jews not 

wanted" sign outside his bookshop, has founded this new 
' anti-Semitic party. Its address is Norrviken. It seems 
to be principally concerned with distributing extremely 
gross anti-Semitic leaflets. Aberg has meanthile opened 


a new bookshop, having been compelled to close the formr 
one, this time on Sibyllegatan, at No. 21. Persons who 
have had contact with Aberg hold the view that he is 
completely unbalanced.

Sovunda the end ef last year this new party was founded 
in Helsingborg by a certain Rolf Clarksson, formerly a 
leadizm light in Nationell Ung@om.

German visitors. Professor Abraham Esau of the Zeiss works

Films. The German film " §tukas" is being shown at the 
Skandia cinema on Drottninggatan. It has not been very 
well reviewed, largely on the ground that it contains too 
much air fighting and propaganda and too little story. 
This contrasts with the good reception given to the 
corresponding American film "A Yankee in the R.A.F." 


Quisling Bureau. At the end of 1941, Nasjonal Samling 
opened a propaganda bureau in Gothenburg. Its activities 


so far appear to have been confined to distributing books 
of Quisling’s and ImmdeS speeches. It is of interest to 
note that Iunde’s book was given publicity by means of 
an entirely unfounded report in Aftonbladet to the effect 
that the book had been confiscated by the Gothenburg 
police. 


Public opinion. The vicar of Gnarp, Alander, has engaged 
in Nazi propaganda. This has caused an outburst in 


Various newspapers, and the episcopal authorities have been 
asked to take steps against him. 


Public opinion in Vinmersborg has succeeded in 
compelling the Town Council to replace the town’s R.R.P. 
Gas Chief, Bergqvist, who as an active member of various 
Swedish Nagi parties was considered unsuitable far théepost. 


Considerable ange? has been aroused by the arrest 
for espionage of two members of the Nazi party Svensk 
Socialistisk Saméing. Public opinion now regards this 
party as compromised in the same way as the Commmist 
Party, and a large mumber of papers have hastened to make 
this clear. This is of importance in the larger question 
of a party ban, the Conservatives having hitherto maintained 
that only the Commnist Party was compromised.

Vaxholms-Tidning reports that a Home Guard 
Inspector at Vaxholm has leétured Home Guardsmen on the 
benefits that Sweden has derived from Germany’s friendship. 
The paper has protested against this incident. Other 
Democratic papers have taken the matter up. 


Nazi Press. By its own report, Dagsposten has a daily 
circulation of 10,600. This probably includes a large 


mumber of free copies. The paper must therefore be 
running at a considerable loss. 


Aftonbladet is reliably reported to have dropped 
by about 58,000 in its daily ciroulation during the last 
few months. This is a daily loss of 3,800 kronor. 


The Nagi papers Dagens Eko, A.B.C., Realpolitik 
and Nationell Krtnika have all ceased to appear. Dagens 
Eko is reported to have never exceeded a circulation of 
300 copies, and to have suffered a loss of 12,000 kronor. 


GERMAN READING ROOMS IN STOCKHOIM 


The current issue of the new German propageada 
publication "Tyske R&Sster" contains a descriptive article 
with photographs of the reading room just opened at. 
Kaptensgatan 6, the new German Information Bureau offices. 
It is stated that the new Information Bureau is not a 
political propaganda agency but a permanent cultural 
ims titution for European cooperation. The new bureau 
wishes to assist those who are seeking information about 
the new Germany. First and foremost it provides a library 
of about 3,000 volumes, which is to be increased. In 
addition about 2,000 gramophone records are available 
and may be played in the music studio. These are intended 
to give a survey of German msic. There is also an 
archive of German cultural films together with projectors. 
All the latest Germen periodicals in the different fields 
dan be seen inthe reading roon.

Engelbrekts- 
ftrbundet, just as Svensk Opposition, claims to be above 
all parties. It aims at cooperating with other Nasi 
parties, and urges its members to read “"Dagsposten". 


Hew Books 


A scientific and fully documented survey of Nazi 
activities in Sweden since the beginning of the movement 
ep peared on sale on the 28th February. It is the work of 
Holger Garlssen, and has been published by "frots Allti", 
the anti-Fascist weekly. It is the fruit of an intensive 
study of all Nasi material sppearing in Sweden and of 
newspaper archives, public records, etc. It is completely 
free of all statements of opinion, as the writer is mrely 
concerned with assembling and collating the facts as far 
as they are known. He has been particularly careful to 
maintain a tone which is utterly convineing, and has produced | 
sufficient evidence to show how intensely active the Swedish 
Nasi parties have been. The opening chapters trace the 
history of Nazism in Sweden — the formation of the first 
parties, their connexion with the German Nazis, their 
internal feuds and so on. This historical survey is 
followed by a systematic explemation of the activities and 
methods of each of the many Nasi parties in Sweden. 

Sections are devoted to the known cases of funds being 
transferred from German sources to the Swedish Nazis, to 
eases of brutality and violence on the part of Swedish Nasis, 
etc., etc. Finally there is an alphabetical list of every 
Nasi organisation and publication, and a full index of 
personalities. 


The/ 
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fhe publishers have been rather afraid that the 
book might’ be confiseated, Subseription lists were sent 
out beforehand ani the entire first edition of 5,000 copies 
was sold in advance, The book has not yet been confiscated, 
however, and it sppears unlikely that any such measure 
will be taken. The fact is that although the Germans have 
doubtless already raised strong objections to it, the work 
does not in fact fulfil any of the conditions for a 
confiscation. The section on German financial assistance 
to Swedish Nasis is the most dangerous, but it is all 

fully documented. 

A three colum editorial reviewing the work eppeared 
in Dagens Nyhetex* of the 3rd March. This is extremely 
important becaus§ it immediately raises the book to the 
rank ef a serious political work. In this article Dagens 
Nyheter” points out that many countries have previously 
suffered severe consequences as a r§ésult of underrating the 
impertance of their Nasi parties, and declares that it is 
the realisation ef this fact which has led Holger Carlsson 
te produce this new reference book. The paper describes 
the subject as unappetising, but nene the less one which 
it is necessary te investigate. This pioneer work, the 
paper continues, is a reference beok which also gives a 
living and reliable picture of its subject. Small Nazi 
movements and Nasi newspapers have flourished in Sweden 
in large mumbers during the last decade - some playing on 
traditional mti-Semitism, others on activism. They have 
disputed and disagreed, and every attempt to unite them 
has failed. But, "Dagens Nyheter" contimes, as Holger 
Carlsson says this dissension may be deliberate. It 
resembles a division of labour in which Flyg‘s party 
welcomes Nasi workers, while Nationella Furbundet receives 
dissatisfied Conservatives. As each party splits md 
splits again, a mecleus of tried veterans is sifted out. 

It is just such as these which have played the decisive 
role in other countries. Their existence is a danger, but 
the danger is lessened if one knows where md who they are.

‘The Stockholm section of the party Swensk Opposition 
has broken away from the party and founded a new association 
called EngelbrektsfUrbundet (see above). ‘The revolt 
occurred in January ani was led by Gaptain C.A. Ieurell, 
previously Chairman of the Stockholm section. The reason 
given was that Per Engishl, who lesds the party from Malm, 
haé become too dictatorial. The real reason appears to 
be that Engdahl refuses to cooperate with any other Nasi 
party except the so-called Socialist Party. Ierell has 
already stated that his new movement has successfully 
established contact with the other Nazi parties. 

Meanwhile Vilhelm Rosell, postmaster at Stockholm’s Post 
Office No. 9, has become leader of the Stockholm section 
of Svensk Opposition. 


A mumber of vicars in the west of Sweden, many of 
them previously known for Nasi sympathies, failed to read 
from the pulpit on the 15th Pebruary a Lent message 
concerning the hardships and suffering of the Norwegian 
people, which had been composed and signed by Sweden’s 
bishops. These vicars, mainly in the Gothenburg district, 
are technically within their rights owing to the fact that 
the Bishop of Gothenburg, Block, mrely stated that the 
message "might be read out in Church". The other Bishops 

of/ 
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of Sweden issued more specific instructions. The vicars 
concerned are Ivar Rhedin, Carl Bjirek, S. Inundgren, 

J. Marelius, Gustaf Melander, F. Helldén, Albert Sinander 
and A. Hellstrtm. The press has been quick to coment 

on the incident and has strongly criticised the vicars 
concerned.

Speaking at a Defence Loan meeting in Stockholm 
on the 23rd February, the Governor-General of Stockholm, 
Monsieur Torsten Nothin, reaffirmed Sweden’s determination 
to defend herself against attack. “It must be made 
absolutely clear", he said, “that the Swedish Government 
is unanimously supported by puiilic opinion in its determina- 
tion to repel with force of arms any attempt, from whatever 
quarter it may come, to make Swedish territory into a 
base for aggressive action by one coalition of powers against 
another. We honestly desire peace, but not at any price; 
we rate freedom and independence higher. Should any coalition 
of great Powers seek to extend its rule over our country, 
then we intend to defend our independence to the full limit 
of our strength, for we consider peace without freedom to be 
equivalent to life without honour.” Monsieur Nothin pointed 
out, however, that the strength of the home front was an 
equally important factor and urged the Swedish people to 
bear without complaint the trials and difficulties: which 
certainly lay ahead. 
Ze The Swedish press has taken this opportunity to scrutinise 
once again Swedeng prospects during the coming year and 
to express its support of the Government in its determination 
that Sweden shall resist any attack launched against her. 
"Social-Demokraten" of the 24th February declares that Sweden 
will defend herself whether attacked from the South or from 
the West. Should any attempt be made to establish contact 
between Great Britaim and the U.S.S.R. across Scandinavia, 
Sweden ’s: attitude would be the same as when she refused to allow 
the passage of Allidéd troops to Finland. Exactly the same 
attitude would be adopted towards any such action from the 
South or from any other quarter. "“Stockholms-Tidningen" of 
the same day writes on.very similar lines, and emphasises 
particularly that no foreign Power can reasonably doubt the 
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earnestness of Sweden’s declarations of neutrality. 
3. Other newspapers have been freely discussing the 
possibility of Anglo-Saxon action either in the north 

of Norway and Finland to safeguard the supply route to the 
U.S.S.R. or against Norway itself. It is pointed out that 
Sweden might be subjected to considerable pressure in such 
a situation, but it is reaffirmed that she would do her 
utmost to preserve her neutrality. These declarations of 
neutrality in all circumstances may be regarded as an answer 
to the insinuations in the Nazi papers that Sweden would not 
defend herself against an Anglo-Saxon attack. They are 
also connected with a recent article inithe Italian newspaper 
"Oggi" by the Italiam Admiral Gino Ducci, who discusses 

the possibility of a Sritish attack on Scandinavia. The 
general view of the press is that an Allied attack on 
Norway itself is most unlikely, but that some form of 
action in the region of Murmansk is not impossible. In 

either event Sweden’s position would be complicated, but 
‘less so in the latter case than in the former. “Dagens ~ 
Nyheter" of the 19th February considers it possible that a 
new theatre of war may come into being in Norway, in which 
case there might be a considerable strain on Sweden. The 
paper points out, however, that two circumstances in 
particular make the prospects less grave tham they might 
be - firstly the fact that the Baltic will this year 
provide safer transport from Germany -to Finland, and 
secondly the fact that the British and Americans have other 
things to think about than to attempt an invasion of the 
continent via Norway. A British action in the extreme 
north in direct cooperation with the Russiam forces at 
Murmansk is more probable, but in these circumstances: the 
problems facing Sweden should not be insurmountable. It 
would be Sweden’s task to maintaim her course and keep 

all parties informed of the main line of her policy of 
neutrality. "Ny Tid" of the 26th February discusses the 
possibility of a British invasion of Norway, and points out 
that Sweden’s situation would be greatly complicated if 
such an invasiom were attempted. Although there is no 
immediate threat to Sweden, she must do her utmost to 
maintain and strengthen her defences. "Gdteborgs-Posten”™

Il have the honour to report that this year the lst 
May was celebrated throughout Swéden as Labour Day thus 
reverting to its @@iginal character after having been for 
two years the occasion of joint demonstrations by the 
political parties, excluding the Communists. ‘There has been 
no official explanation of this change. Possibly it was 
throught that it would be difficult to sustain the pitch of 
enthusiasm which characterized the celebrations in 1940 and - 
to a markedly lesser extent - in 1941. Internal political 
circumstatces certainly played their part as the information 
service of the Social Democratic Party has made clear. The 
Party's publicationn “Socialdemokratiska Abetarpartiets 
Information" points out that there are domestic matters on 
which the workers have their own opinion and on which they 
should be free to express themselves on the workers’ own day. 
These questions concern the high prices of food which are 
considered to be due partly to the unfair compensation paid 
to producers and also to the housing shortage. The publica- 
tion also points out that the lst May is ed Flag Day, the 
day of Socialism and Internationalism. The Swedish working 
classes are, it states, unitedly prepared to defend Swedish 
territory but this does not mean that they have accepted 
rabid nationalism as the basis of human prosperity. 


De The Prime Minister spoke at the demonstrations at 
Gothenburg and expressed a fervent hope that peace and 
international cooperation would be restored. With reference 
to certain statements that had appeared in the press,Monsieur 
Hansson declared that the Social-Democrats were as anxious 
as.,ever to maintain the Coalition Government. In the sphere 
of foreign affairs Sweden's position seemed to have grown 
more difficult, but the traffic of ships from the West was 
highly appreciated. The Swedish people were determined to 
remain independent and to reject every attempt to draw them 
into the war. 


a. Speaking at Stockholm Monsieur Méller, Minister of Social 
Affairs, pointed out that Sweden's troubles were as nothing 
compared with those of the other Nordic countries. The 
Norwegian people were subjected to a regime which the over- 
whelming majority of them opposed. Their bravery was an 
example which would inspire Sweden in a similar situation. 
Finland's need was greater than most people knew. The 
Finnish people's bravery and determination and the skill 

of their army aroused the admiration of the Swedish people. 
They were a people of heroes led by the greatest generals 

of to-day. Although fate had willed that the Nordic peoples 
should fight on different sides in the war they had this in co: 
common, that they were fighting for their freedom against 
foreign domination. This fight was not in vain. Monsieur 
August Lindberg, Chairman of the Trade Union Federation 

Blso spoke at Stockholm and mentioned the consequences of 

the war on Sweden's economy. He considered it to be of 
importance for the uhity of the pation that the burdens 
should be evenly divided. It was;ytoo much to ask that the 
farmers should bear their share.

In your telegram No.351 of the 17th of June you 
were good enough to ask for my views on the significance 
of an article by Monsieur Sven Backlund in "Social 
Demokraten" of the 29th of April entitled "Farliga 
Glidningar (Dangerous Tendencies)". 


De Monsieur Backlund is known to be used by the 
Swedish Information Board in order to put out the views 
of the Swedish Government in the press. He writes 
series of syndicated articles for the :labour press 
but recently 75% of them have been refused owing to 
their official colouring. In the present case the 
Political Director of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
has stated that his article was not inspired, but 
nevertheless it corresponds on the whole to the opinions 
oe held by the Swedish Government on the matters with 
which it deals. As you are aware Professor Segerstedt 
is personally at logger-heads with the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs and various officials at the Ministry 
have frequently expressed to me their conviction that 
much. of what he writes is contrary to the best interests 
of the country. The disapproval which Monsieur Backlund 
expresses on the subject of the Free Danish Movement 
probably also reflects the mind of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. Dr. Bo Enander informed a member of 
my staff shortly before his recent journey to the 
United Kingdom that he was warned at the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs to have no contact with Monsieur 
Christmas Méller while in London, as the Danish 
Conservative Leader was not a person with whom Swedes 
should have any dealings at the present time. This 
was, however, also no doubt in part due to the fact 
that the Swedish Government were being pestered by 
the Germans as to what they knew of Monsieur Christmas 
Méller's escape. As regards Monsieur Trygve Lie, 
you are already aware that his sometimes extravagant 
outbursts against the policy of the present Swedish 
Government have engendered suspicion in this country. 
Nevertheless, I understand that the Swedish Government 
by no means regard him as'a political impossibility 
and are prepared to wait and see how his policy as 
regards Scandinavia develops. Monsieur Gltinther has 
in the past told me that he considers Monsieur Lie

Dr. Axel Munthe has arrived here from Capri to 
stay with the King of Sweden, as he did last year, and 
I have had an opportunity of a long conversation with 
him. On the subject of Italy he had very little of real 
interest to tell me because he remains all the year 
round isolated in his island and without much contact 
with the outside world, but what little I have gleaned 
has already been reported to you through other channels. 


2. I was interested to get his impressions of Sweden 
since he was last here a year ago. He has now been 
staying in the Royal Palace for a fortnight where he is 
treated rather as an oracle by his numerous Swedish 
acquaintances and has occasiom to talk with members of 

the Royal Family and all kinds of court and Government 
officials, high military officers and others. He is 

very struck by the greatly improved sentiment in Sweden 
since last year, both im our favour and against Germany.. 
At that time he found many people inclined to be defeatist 
and for that reason cautious in giving vent to their 
feelings, whereas now from the very highest downwards he 
found great confidence in the ultimate victory of the 
United Nations. More especially he told me that these 
remarks applied to the King and his entourage, none of 
whom: could now be described as in the slightest degree pro- 
German. The King was in even better health than last 
year and his mind was as agile as ever. He had always been 
entirely insensitive both physically, morally and mentally 
and this no doubt had helped him to reach such a cheerful 
old age. The Crown Prince had apparently lost rather than 
gained in popularity during the past year. He was too 


anxious: to be "democratic" and too hesitant in reaching 
decisions. 


3. Russia, said Dr. Munthe, was still of course a bogey 
here and he had already indulged in some heated arguments 
to show that Germany was a far greater immediate danger 
to Sweden. But then, of course, the question of Finland 
always cropped up. 


4. $Dr. Munthe’s presence here will, I feel, have a healthy 
influence on King Gustaf as the doctor is his only really 
close personal friend and being of the same age apparently 
does not mind what he says to His Majesty.

As stated in my telegram No. 7/74 of October z2érd 
I visited the Swedish Minister for Foreign Affairs on 
October 22nd with the idea of having a general con- 
versation with His Excellency whom I had not seen for 
about three weeks. Monsieur Glnther at once expressed 
the deepest gratitude for the very courteous reception 
which had been accorded to Monsieur Boheman on,hkhis 
visit to London. His Excellency told me that he had 
received a series of despatches giving details of 
Monsieur Boheman's interviews with the Prime Minister, 
which he said he would not now describe to me fully 
because I should no doubt hear them all from Monsieur 
Boheman’s own mouth in due course. It was a matter 
of lively satisfaction to the Swedish Government that 
the Prime Minister appeared to understand so completely 
- the Swedish position. As regards the negotiations for 
oil and other imports, Monsieur GlUnther felt full of 
hope, now that all parties in London appeared to be in 
agreement as to the general policy to be adopted, but 
he foresaw delays and difficulties still with the United 
States Government. The Minister then gave me certain 
details regarding the assurances given last week by 
Monsieur Boheman to Sir Charlés Hambro. He realised 
that apart from the oil question, which was of primary 
importance, the supply of other products required for 
importation through Gothenburg was a complicated matter 
Which depended among other things upon.the political | 
attitude of the United States towards Argentina, a § 
matter in which the Swedish Government were of course | 
unable to exercise any influence, I .told His 
Excellency that you felt that a visit of Monsieur | 
Boheman to Washington would be useful, and he answered 
that the decision had been left in Monsieur Boheman's 
hands. He rather expected that he would go over to 
America this week but he had been waiting for some 
message from Washington which had apparently been 
expected on Monday but had not yet arrived. 


Le I asked whether the Germans had been showing much 
curiosity regarding Monsieur Boheman's travels and His 
Excellency told me that they had not said very much 
beyond hinting at a certain scepticism as to whether the 
matters under discussion were purely commercial. When 
I asked him whether he thought that the Germans would 
attempt to blackmail Sweden during the forthcoming trade 
negotiations with a threat to close the Gothenburg 
traffic, Monsieur Glinther replied that hitherto there 
had been no sign whatever of this. Touching on these

negotiations’His Excellency said that the German coal 
deliveries were disappointing. They revealed the 
German pa tl difficulties caused by our air 
offensive ng other things. He seemedto to realise 
guite well that the granting of fresh credits to 
Germany would be the wrong policy. 


Oe Turning to the general war situation Monsieur 
Giinther told me that he had received a recent report 
from the Swedish Minister in Kuibishev painting a 
satisfactory picture of the Russian situation both at 
the front and behind it. There appeared to be 
sufficient food supplies for the coming winter. 
Obviously the German campaign had gone seriously wrong 
and the Russian resistance still seemed very redoubtable. 
I might add here that I was recently told by an official 
of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs that the Swedish 
military attaché who returned here from Kuibishev not 
long ago had given an equally satisfactory description 
of the Russian position. 


4, Discussing the recent torpedoing of the German 
ferry boat on its way from Sassnitz to Trelleborg, 
Monsieur Gtinther said that there had been no case of 

a Russian submarine attack within Swedish territorial 
waters since August and he believed that the present 
group of submarines operating in the Baltic had received 
instructions from the Soviet Government not to create 
further incidents of the kind complained of formerly. 
In any case, the winter was now approaching when 
submarine warfare in the Baltic would automatically 
come to an end. I told Monsieur Gtnther that I 
presumed that Sweden would not allow the use by German 
troops of the Swedish ferry boats on the Trelleborg 
service and His Excellency, without actually giving a 
pledge on the subject, replied that he had not heard 
any such suggestion made... en I asked him whether 
there were any new developments regarding the Russian 
protests against the transit traffic Monsieur Glinther 
replied that he had just approved the text of a note 
answering the latest Soviet complaint. He didunot 
take this controversy very seriously and regarded the 
Soviet notes as a form of counter-attack to the Swedish 
complaints regarding torpedo attacks in Swedish waters.

an equipoise of Swedish sympathies. This 
is the language of Sweden’s time-honoured 
prudence. But caution did not prevent 
him from giving official utterance to the 
outraged sentiments- with which the 
Swedes have in the last two years watched 
the martyrdom of Norway. With all 
bluntness Hr. GUNTHER declared that re- 
cent proceedings in Norway have been 
contrary to Northern conceptions of right, 


Sand he dismissed the German plea of justi- 


fication by military necessity. He ex- 
pressed sympathy also with Denmark, 
where Nazi pressure is at this moment in- 
tensified. Political detachment from both 
of the groups of combatants, but a stern 
rejection of the pretensions of the one who 
threatens her on her own long frontiers— 
that is Sweden's attitude, and this latest 
statement brings out the second part of 
the formula with new and welcome clarity. 

There was symbolic significance in an 
episode which was recently reported from 
the Norwegian-Swedish frontier. A Nor- 
wegian woman, fleeing from the prisdn 
into which the invaders have converted 
her country, escaped over the frontier into 


free Sweden, pursued by a quisling police- 
raan. He followed her into a Swedish 
Customs office. There to his mortifica- 
tion he was seized, tried, and imprisoned 
in the KING of SWEDEN’S gaol. The writ 


of “Europe,” he learned, did not run 
where he had trespassed. For in spite of 
the pressure of an encirclement from 
West, South, and East—German control 
of communications extends through Nor- 
way, Denmark, the Baltic States, and 
Finland—Sweden has discerned the weak- 
ness of a tyranny as overstrained as 
it is inflated. There’ have at times been 
measures of placation which ran the risk 
that the overbearing neighbour might be 
encouraged to pile up more outrageous 
demands—as when after 1940 the Swedish 
railways undertook to carry uniformed 


|}German soldiers to and from Norway. At 


the same time Swedish vigilance against 
infractions of neutrality by the United 
Nations has been scrupulous. Yet such 
compliance as there has been with German 
demands has been as nothing when com- 
pared with the “integration of Sweden 
“ with Europe” which the Nazis per- 
Sistently called for. With the fate 
of. unconquerable Norway and _ sullen 
Denmark before her eyes, Sweden 
—greatly privileged by fortune—has 
remained set in that rational way of life 
of which the Scandinavian countries have 
been model exponents. In, other words, 
Sweden isolates herself as completely as 
possible from the Reich and its offshoots. 
The Swedish Press has long made this: 
clear, but now the Foreign Minister has 
given official utterance to his country- 
men’s feelings.

It cannot be denied that there are papers in Sweden, where freedom of opinion and of

Swedish public opinion, although this is in reality not soe On the whole, howevcr, 
these papers are exceptions. 


The general opinim of the Swedish Press, which the Germans have found 
reason to criticise, is not duc to .this, but is, apparently, to a very large extent 
due to the fact that events in Norway have caused a general reaction even i1 Sweden, 
Here too, incorrect conclusions must not be drawm.

Sweden's political neutrality will 
thereforé not lesse@m the Swedish feeling of solidarity with her brother peoples, It 
réjains undiminished, and it is our duty. to act in that spirit. I will not touch 
on the humanitarian assistance to Finland and Norway, but will only point out that, 
despite the anxicties of our supply situation, which makes it impossible for us to 
spare food and raw materials, there is the possibility of helping our neighbours in 
various ways, It is encouraging to sce how ready our peopee are to do this. 


Another important tesk of f today is to work for the unter of the North, 
including those whom fate has thrown into the world war. On our part, it is therefore 
essential to ensure that the ties between our country and the others are maintained. 
Some quarters contend that an understanding between Finlend and Norway has becoine 
impossible, end that we imst choose either the one or the other. This poirt of 
view can hardly result fron mature consideration, Sweden has the very real task of 
being the connecting link in the North.and tais task is not only political but exteids 
to every departient of Imunan activity.

countries and our willingness to do so has, on many occasions, been expressed to the 
Governments concerned, - . b* : 


In general, the present situation gives rise to much anxiety for the futur. 
As for ourselves, we must concentrate all our strength to meet coming difficulties i. 
remaining united in problems of vital interest - effective proparation for defence ¢.:.. 
the maintenance of our Supplies. At the same time, we must not forget to help, 
according to our ability, whezever there is suffering, especially in our neighbouri:: 
countries, We must also prepare ourselves to participate in their work of 
reconstruction when the time comes, If we pursue these aims, we can continue with

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I have so far been able to obtain very little 
detailed information about the secret session of the 
Riksdag which took place on November 5th (see my telegram.

Although 
German deliveries, especially coal, had declined, the 
Swedish Government had to admit that German deliveries were 
satisfactory in the circumstances. In other words, considering 
the difficulties the Germans had had to cope with in regard 
to transport sand labour, they hed made a remarkable effort 
to keep supplies to Sweden at the present level.

With reference to my telegram No. 810 of the

Ce The ensuing debate followed the usual lines 

in that the leaders of the four Government parties 
in the two Chambers expressed approval and support 
of the Government's foreign policy. In addition, 
however, a number of statements were made which 
were marked by a more independent attitude than 
hitherto. There was repeated emphasis on Sweden's 
affinity with Norway, and condemnation of the deeds 
of violence committed there. More than one 
speaker criticised the continued German transits 
through Sweden, and there were also one or two who 
brought up the question of Sweden's representation 
at the Court of King Haakon. Finally, the First 
Chamber in particular showed itself very much more 
anxious than hitherto to defend the freedom of the 
press, and more inclined to criticise the Govern- 
ment's policy in this field. These independent 
statements, over and above the obligatory declara- 
tions of loyalty to the Government, led one speaker, 
Dr. Knut Petersson, to talk of “the recovery of 
opinion in the Riksdag after a long convalescence." 


Oe The Social-Democratic leader in the First Chamber, : 
Monsieur Akerberg, referring to the violations of 

justice in Norway, declared that they were not due ™ 
to the “hard necessity of war", as Monsieur Glinmther's 
speech perhaps suggested, and that they would in the 
future prove to have been a great mistake. The 
Conservative leader, Monsieur Johansson, emphasised 

the importance of a free press, and then referred to 
Sweden's sympathy with her neighbours, which he said 
was not incompatible with neutrality. Monsieur Sam 
Larsson, Liberal leader, expressed his increasing 
opposition to the Government's press policy, and 
pointed out that this policy was not even consistent. 
When foreign powers criticised the Swedish press, he 
said, the Government should refer them to the 
Constitution, according to which it was not responsible 
for statements in the press.

4, In the second Chamber, the Social-Democratic leader, 
Monsieur Vougt, described a free press as an important 
oart of Sweden's defences. Referring to the propaganda 
for a "New Order", he declared that future prosperity was 
not conceivable without a strong Germany cooperating with 
free states, but that it was a far cry from that to 
recognising Germany's right to rule over other nations. 
Monsieur Jonsson, Social-Democrat, expressed a warning 
against the granting of credits tc Germany, and a number 
of other members voiced their approval. Finally Monsieur 
Kilbom, Social-Democrat, described Norway's freedom as a 
vital Swedish interest, and urgedthe discontinuance of the 
German traffic through Sweden. He also suggested that the 
Finnish Government should be advised to conclude peace as 
rapidly as possible. 


De Press comment has followed very similar lines to the 
debate in the Riksdag, and it is therefore sufficient to 
survey it very briefly. The most interesting editorial 
was that in "Dacens Nyheter" of the 8th November which 

drew attention to the gratifying interest in the freedom 

of the press shown by the First Chamber. It pointed out 
that the Swiss Government defended its newspapers against 
foreign criticisim, and urged the Swedish Government should 
do the same. The paper stressed the importance of granting 
no more credits to foreign countries, particularly Germany, 
and urged that Sweden should appoint a representative at 
the Court of King Haakon. The objection that the Swedish 
Consulates in Norway would have to be closed was not valid 
since Sweden had a Minister,accredited to Queen 
Wilhelmina and simultaneously Consulates in Holland. Other 
newspapers stressed the vital importance to Sweden of the 
freedom of the Scandinavian countries, and expressed their 
satisfaction that the Foreign Minister had publicly 
supported this thesis. Various newspapers also took the 
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occasion to express their abhorrence of the deeds of 
violence comnitted in various occupied countries.

Uncertain though the further course and outcome 
of the war may be therefore, our own present and future 
policy is only the more certain and settled, however the 
war may develop. It may even appear superfluous for me 
to repeat yet again that it is the firm resolve of the 
Swedish people to remain neutral in, and for the duration 
of the war between the Great Powers. However, now that 
the Riksdag has assembled for a short autumm session in 
order to survey our position in various fields, itpeems 
opportune to emphasise that there has been no change 
whatever in this respect. We are firmly resolved to 
defend our independence and not to join either of the 
groups of warring nations, whether the battlefield be 
close to or far from our frontiers. Any attempt to 
compel us to change this our attitude will be met with 
l'force. The recent elections clearly demonstrated the 
Swedish people's unanimous approval of this foreign policy. 
As far as we are concerned, it is certainly sufficient 
simply tt reiterate this fact, well-known as it is to all 
of us. To the belligerents, however, our attitude 
‘apparently does not always seem equally self-evident, | 
and this is obviously due to circumstances connected with 
our inevitable affinity with the other Nordic peoples. 
Everything that happens to them must concern our people 
also, not necessarily for political reasons but because 
they are so closely related to us. But this affinity, 
and the feeling of brotherhood founded upon it, which is 
@ characteristic of the Nordic peoples, cannot perhaps 
be understood beyond the frontiers of the Nordic States. 

It sometimes becomes necessary therefore to explain the 
situation to foreign countries. 


The criticism of our neutrality which has been 
levelled at us by the U.S. S.R. thus warrants a fresh 
reminder both of Sweden's immutable interest in a free 
Finland linked to the other Nordic countries and of our 
avowed intention not to take part in the war of the Great 
Powers, as long as no belligerent Great Power forces us, 
by infringements of our neutrality, to take up arms in 
self-defence. 


German quarters have maintained, both in the 
press and officially, that the Swedish press appears to 
reflect a public opinion hostile to Germany, thus giving 
rise to doubts as to the steadfastness of Sweden's 
policy of neutrality in every conceivable situation. 
Whenever these assertions have been based on Swedish 
newspaper articles of an offensive nature or calculated 
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to give rise to misunderstanding with a Foreign Power, 
the Government has expressed its regret and has sometimes 
taken action in the shape of prosecution, sequestration, 
warning or notice to the Press Council, which in its 

turn has in certain cases delivered warnings either 
publicly or privately. It cannot be denied that such 
utterances have appeared in certain newspapers in Sweden, 
where at present there is greater freedom of speech and 

of the press than in any other country. It seems as if 
they have at times been taken as representing Swedish 
opinion although they in no way accord with the attitude 
which the Swedish nation as a whole wishes to adopt. Such 
utterances are, however, on the whole exceptional. The 
general view of the Swedish press, which the Germans have 
felt justified in expressing, cannot be based on them to 

any real extent but clearly depends in. large measure on 

the fact that events in Norway have given rise to a 
general reaction in Sweden. 


Here too, however, it is important to avoid 
Grawing the wrong conclusions. Our people feel the 
deepest sympathy for Norway and Denmark in the misfortunes 
which have befallen them through their being involved in 
the war entirely against their wishes. We have observed 
developments, particularly in Norway, with grief, and it 
is no exaggeration to say that the Swedish nation has beén 
deeply shaken by such measures as are contrary to the 
Nordic conception of justice, even if the occupying Power 


has attributed them to the grim necessity of war. 
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This does not, however, in any way signify that 
public opinion is in favour of Sweden now or at any future 
Gate abandoning her policy of neutrality. Only a minute 
proportion of those who have publicly condemned events 
in Norway would wish their statements to be interpreted 
in this way. We do not consider that we would be 
rendering our neighbours a service by forsaking our 
neutrality. On the contrary, we consider it to be of 
importance to them too that Sweden should remain outside 
tthe war to the end. Our hope that we may witness age-old 
Nordic freedom ruling in all the Nordic States does not 
give us reason to join either of the great belligerent 
groups. We therefore adhere to the policy we have 
followed hitherto, although we cannotMieclare ourselves 
indifferent either to a threat to Finland's freedom or 
to the sufferings of the Norwegian people. 


Sweden's political neutrality will not therefore 
weaken the Swedish nation's feeling of affinity with its 
sister nations. This feeling remains as strong as ever 
and it should be our duty to act in this spirit. I shall 
not discuss in detail the humanitarian aid to Finland 
and Norway, beyond pointing out that there are still 
certain means of assisting our neighbours in different 
ways, although our own difficulties of supply render it 
impossible for us to spare foodstuffs or other consumers’ 
goods . It is also gratifying to observe that our people 
display great readiness in this respect. Another 
important task in the present situation is to promote 
cooperation between all the Nordic countries, including 
those which destiny has placed in opposing camps in the 
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world struggle. Our primary task is to see that the 
links between us and each of the others remain firm, 

so that in this way the chain may be preserved unbroken. 
Certain quarters raise the objection that force of 
circumstances has rendered an understanding between 
Finland and Norway impossible and that this collision 
of incompatible interests compels us, in our relations 
to these two countries, to choose the one or the other. 
This view can hardly be regarded as well conceived. 

It is a real task for Sweden to constitute the connecting 
link between the Nordic peoples. This task, moreover, 
is not merely political, but applies to all the spheres 
of human activity. 


The Swedish people would certainly welcome with 
deep satisfaction a possibility of similar conciliatory 
action in a wider field than the Nordic region alone, 
and particularly the possibility of assisting in allaying 
the hatred between nations which accompanies a war such as 
the present. On this point, however, we can at present 
only expresg a hope. During this war, unlike during the 
last world war, it has not even been possible to undertake 
Swedish activity for the amelioration of the unhappy lot 
of prisoners of war. | 


It is perhaps understandable when the belligerents 
decline intervention in matters connected with the conduct 
of the war, even where the motives are of a purely 
humanitarian nature. It cannot, however, be considered 
presumptuous on our part if, without arrogance, and without 
making any direct démarche to the Governments concerned, 
we stress the great importance now and for the future 
of old established rules of international law being 
respected. Apprehension is aroused in neutral countries 
as well when the belligerents feel compelled to resort 
to such steps as reprisals against pris@ners of war. It 
is perhaps permissible to express a hope that the 
belligerents' consideration of their own interests will 
not cause a state of destitution in countries where the 
supply situation is such that this is to be feared. In 
this respect, the assistance to Greece which it has been 
possible to arrange is most heartening. We in Sweden 
are sincerely gratified that we have been able to assist 
in this relief work. It goes without saying that we are 
prepared to offer our services as soon as any other similar 
relief work in aid of distressed countries can be organised. 
Our readiness in this respect has been communicated to the 
Governments concerned on several occasions. 


The situation in general causes grave concern for 
the future. We also must exert all our strength in | 
preparing to combat future difficulties by continuing 
to stand together in the protection of our vital national 
interests by maintaining effective defences and by wise 
husbanding of our resources.

To the belligerents, however, our attitude 
apparently does not always seem equally self-evident. 
and this is obviously due to circumstances connected with 
our inevitable affinity with the other Nordic peoples. , 
Everything that happens to them must concern our people 
also, not necessarily for political reasons but because 
they are s® closely related to us. But this affinity, | 
and the feeling of brotherhood founded upon it, which is : 
a characteristic of the Nordic peoples, cannot perhaps 
be understiood beyond the frontiers of the Nordic states. 

It sometimes becomes necessary therefore to explain the 
situation to foreign countries. 


The criticism of our neutrality which has been 
levelled at us by the U.S.S. Kk, thus warrants a fresh 
reminder both 6f Sweden's immutable interest in a free 
Finland linked to the other Nordic countries and of our 
avowed intention not to take part in the war of the Great 
Powers, as lon as no belligerent Great Power forces us, 
by infringements of our neutrality, to take up arms in 
self-defence. 


Germen quarters have maintained, both in the 
press and officially, that the Swedish press appears to 
reflect a public opinion hostile to Germany, thus giving 
rise to doubts as to the steadfastness of Sweden's 
policy of neutrality in every conceivable situation. 
Whenever these assertions have been based on Swedish 
newspaper articles of an offensive nature or calculated 
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to give Pise to misunderstanding with a Foreign Power, 
the Government hes expressed its regret and has sometimes 
taken action in the shape of prosecution, sequestration, 
warning or notice to the Press Council, which in its — 
turn has in certain cases delivered warnings either 
publicly or privately. It cannot be denied that such 
utterances have appeared in certain newspapers in Sweden, 
where at present there is greater freedom of speech and 

of the press than in any other country. it seems as if 
they have at times been taken as representing Swedish 
Opinion although they in no way accord with the attitude 
which the Swedish nation as a whole wishes to adop:. Such 
utterances are, however, on the whole exceptional, The 
general view of the Swedish press which the Germans have 
felt justified in expressing,cannot be based on them to 

any real extent but clearly Gepends in large measure on 

the fact that events in Norway have given rise to a 

general reaction in Sweden. | 


Here too, however, it is important to avoid 
Grawing the wrong conclusions. Our people feel the 
deepest sympathy for Norway and Denmark in the misfortunes 
which have befallen them through their being involved in 
the war entirely against their wishes. de have observed 
developments, particularly in Norway, with grief, and it 
is no exegreration to say that th» Swedish nation has been 
deeply shaken by such measures as are contrary to the 
Nordic conception of justice, even if the occupying Power 
has attributed them to the grim necessity of war. 


This does not, however, in any way signify that 
public opinion is in favour of Sweden now cr at any future : 
date abandoning her policy of neutralitty. Only a minute 
proportion of those who have publicly condemned events | 
in Norway would wish their statements to be interpreted 
in this way. vie do not consider that we would be 
rendering our neighbours a service by forsaking our 
neutrality. On the contrary, we consider it to be of 
importance to them too that Sweden should remain outside 
the war to the end. Our hope that we may witness age-old 
Nordic freedom ruling in all the Nordic States does not 
give us reason to join either of the great belligerent 
groups. We therefore adhere to the policy we have 
followed hitherto, although we cannotdeclare ourselves 
indifferent either to a threat to Finland's freedom or 
to the sufferings of the Norweczian people. 


Sweden's political neutrality will not therefore 
weaken the Swedish nation’s feeling of affinity with its 
sister nations. ‘his feeling remains as strong as ever 
and it should be our duty to act in this spirit. i shall 
not diecuss in detail the humanitarian aid to Finland 
and Norway, beyond pointing out that there are still 
certain means of assisting our neighbours in different 
ways, although our own difficulties of supply render it 
impossible for us to spare foodstuffs or other consumers’ 
goods . It is also gratifyin. to observe that our people 
display great readiness in this respect. Another 
important task in the presen' situation is to promote 
cooperation between all the Nordic countries, including 
those which destiny has placed in opposing camps in the 
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world struggle. Our primary task is to see that the 
links between us and each of the others remain firm, 

so that in this way the chain may be preserved unbroken. 
Certain quarters raise the objection that force of 
circumstances has rendered an understanding between 
Finland and Norway impossible and that this collision 
of incompatible interests compels us, in our relations 
to these two countries, to choose the one or the other. 
This view can hardly be regarded as well conceived. 

it i8 a real task for Sweden to constitute the connecting 
link between the Nordic peoples. ‘his task, moreover, 
is not merely political, but applies to all the spheres 
of human activity. 


The Swedish people would certainly welcome with 
deep satisfaction a possibility of similar conciliatory 
action in a wider fieid than the Nordic region alone, 
and particularly the possibility of assistin: in allayin- 
the hatred between nstions which accompanies a war such as 
the present. On this point, however. we can et present 
only express a hope. Durins this war, unlike during the 
last world war, it has not even been possible to undertake 
swedish activity for the amelioration of the unhapvy lot 
of prisoners of war. 


It is perhaps understandabie when the belligerents 
decline intervention in matters connected with the conduct 
of the war, even where th motives are of a purely 
humanitarian nature. It cannot, however, be considered. 
presumptuous on our part if, without arrogance, and without 
making any direct démarche to the Governments concerned, 
we stress the great importance now and for the future 
of old established rules of international law being 
respectec., Apprehension is aroused in neutral countries | 
as well when the belligerents fecl compelled to resort 
to such steps as reprisals against prisOners of war. It | 
is perhaps permissible tc express a hope that the 
belligerents’ consideration of their own interests wili 
not cause a state of destitution in countries wh re the 
supply situation is such that this is to be feared. In 
this respect, the assistance to Greece which it has been 
possible to arrange is most heartening. We in Sweden 
are sincerely gratified that we have been able to assist 
in this relief work. It goes without sayin: that we are 
prepared to offer our services as soon as any other similar 
relief work in aid of distressed countries can be organised. 
Our readiness in this respect has been communicated to the 
Governments concerned on several occasions. 


The situation in general causes grave concern for 
the future. Ve also must exert all our strength in 
preparing to combat future difficulties by continuing 
to stand together in th: protection of our vital national 
interests by maintainins effective defences and by wise 
husbanding of our resources. At the same time we must not 
forget torender all the assistance that lies within our 
power to countries in need, particularly to our neighbours, 
nor to prepare to participate, when the time comes, in the 
work of reconstruction. if we can realise these aims, 
then we need have no reason to despair. On the contrary, 
we can then calmly and confidently continue slong the 
path we have chosen for ourselves.

In the early Spring of this year, I reported 
that I considered the Intelligence Staff of the Defence 
Ministry had gradually come to the conclusion that 
Germany could notwin the War. This Opinion was, 

I think, largely shared by the more prominent 
permanent officials of the Foreign Office about 

the same time. Not until very recently, however, 
have I become conscious of this favourable opinion 
being shared by the Swedish Naval Staff. I have 
now good reason to think that they too have come 

to believe in the same inevitable future out-come- 
of the War; however, with the Russian bogey looming 
ahead some of them, in Sonsequence, view the future 
security of Sweden with some misgiving —- a view 
probably shared also by the King.

We hope to draw profit in the war between young Europe md 


its plutocratic Bolshevik opponent so as to make a one-sided 


dirty economic deal from the exhaustion of the States, or 


plainly said, from the blood of those who have fallen, 
The demand of the Swedish Foreign Minister to follow a 


"cool egoistic Swedish policy" does not in the least correspond 


with the great events of this war end with present day European 
realities. It shows a complete lack of understanding in Sweden 
regarding the creation of a new Europe, the anti-Bolshevik 
crusade and freedom from English domination, lir. Geyda's 

words in the Giornale d' Italie underline clearly the justice 
of our statements md complaints against a State which would 
long ago have vanished from the map unless National Socialist 
Germany and the heroic Finnish people had stopped Bolshevism 
in its forward march against Scandinavia, By doing this they 
have saved for a tired generation ,; as caiculating in business 
as they are greedy at table, mot only their money bags from 
plunder and the well spread breakfast table but also their 
naked life. Sweden should ponder on that a little, The German 
Reich is so great and strong not only in spirit and character 
but also power-politically that it can do without. the thanks 

of petty Swedish merchants and paid scribes. What it demands,

carries the front page headlines: “Sweden separates itself 
from Europe". Giornale d'Italia gives a sharp answer to the 
cool egoistic policy of Foreign Minister Gttnther,. The paper 
then repeats Signor Gayda's article in the Giornale d'Italia 
in some detail, 


6. Another occassion for an angry outburst was the expro- 
priation of the Swedish ship "Kungsholm" in Ameriga, The 


Danziger Vorposten of the 15th December 1941, carried the head- 
line: "Sweden's turn with Roosevelt: Unkted States thieve 
owedish 20,000 krumm Tonner - What does Stockholm say? 

The article shows great indignation that what is universally 
\accepted as "stealing" should be modestly paraphrased by the 
Roosevelt gangsters as "taking over", " This new act of piracy 
by the President of the United States neither Surprises nor 
dismays us, Just as a cat cannot give up a mouse, so Roosevelt 
cannot stop thieving". The newspaper then declares itself 
e cited to know whether the "comfortable middleclassness" of 
the swedes, as the Fuhrer called it, would be shocked by this 
theft, and believes the Swedes after all prefer their own 
country to a London bank account or to Freemason Lodges or 


even to democracy and the ample spread of the breakfast table. 


But the Danziger Vorposten would not be surprised if some 
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cool calculating "real politiker " came forward with the 
argument that Sweden had not suffered because she was getting 
Roosevelt doliars in return. Indeed, the Goteborgs Handels

Danziger Vorposten then asks: Why is the swedish press 
Silent in this matter? Why, on the other hand, is it allowed , 
as Stockholms-Tidning does over the Reichsdag session, to write 
malicious articles and insult with unsavoury remarks the 
Fuhrer end through him the German nation, and backbite the 
Reichsmarsheal Hermann Goring? In the interests of good neigh- 
vourliness we will refrain from giving our National Socialist 
people the wording of the Stoc::holms Tidningen's insults, 

Te The British Council centre in Stockholm was ceremonbusly 


opened on the 17th December and the Kieler Neuvests Nachrischten 


reacted quickly by publishing on the 18th December 1941 front 
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page headlines. "Swedish Minister of Culture ( Bagge) af 
British Minister present at opening." Quoting its Berlin 
correspondent the newspaper says: "It is indeed very important 
that the friends of England an Sweden , whose names are dlready 
known to us, should at last have an intimate tea-room in which 
to discuss their English propaganda, We await the moment 

when the Soviet Minister Kollontay and the Communist leader 
Lindroth will pop up here for the first time, 

Englishmen have repeatedly founded British Councils 
so aS to carry on activities undisturbed which are quite 
other than cultural, Vie have detailed accounts of the 
machinations of the British Council in the most varied corners 
of the Continent, Some Stockholm circles, however, wish to 
look at this Institution through specially coloutbed glasses 
arid are willing to be sacrificed to British culture," 

The Swedish ndwspaper Aftonbladet of the 18/12 reported 
that the opening of the British Council offices in Stockholm 
causséed much attention in official circles in Berlin. A 
German Government spokesman described State Councillor Be ge's 
presence there as a "political somersault". - "The British 
Council is nothing other than an English spy centre", which hed 
taken over most of the activities of the Secret Service and 
made advance payments for spying, 

Even if one did not place too great importance on Stee 
Councillor Bagge's presence at the tea room nevertheless 
a tragicomic odour hung over the whole affair, Stockholm, 
the Reich spokesman said, was now the European battleground 


for English espionage,

The Swedish newspapers of the 8th 
January reported that the German Minister of Propaganda writing 
in "Das Reich" had stated that the neutrals should, if not 
directly fight for a German victory, at least pray for one, 
Because they were at a safe distance from "the Bolshevic 
revolutionary bands", however, the Swedes and Swiss allowed 
themselves the luxury of self-complacency. Yet in the event 
of a Russian victory they would be the first victims of the 
huropean new order under Bolshevic leadership in which London 
Was allowing Moscow a free hand. On the following day the 
Berlin correspondent of "Svenska Dagbladet™ reported that 
authoritative circles in Berlin whole-heartedly endorsed 
Goebbels” criticism of Sweden and Switzerland. Sweden in 
particular was accused of adjusting her political attitude in 
accordance with the military situation. Once again German 
official spokesmen had described the Swedish nation as "a 
pensioned people", The Germans-were also incensed at the refusal 
| of the Swedish authorities to permit the export from Sweden to 
Germany of clothing collected by the German colony for the 
troops on the Eastern front. On the same day the Swedish press 
published an article from Berlin by the diplomatic correspondent 
of Deutsches Nachrichtenbiiro, directly referring to the friendly 
article about Sweden which recently appeared in the "Times", 
"Our opinion of the neutrality of those powers which orientate 
themselves towards the British mentality has been clearly 
expressed by Dr. Goebbels in "Das Reich", the article declared. 
It is also worthy of note that at about the same time Sweden 
has been violently attacked in the Finnish Agrarian paper 
"Tikka", and that in Norway anti-Swedish articles are being 
distributed by Quisling’s propaganda office. 


i On the 10th January "Svenska Dagbladet" rejecting the 
above German attacks, took the opportunity once eggzain to explain 
Sweden’s foreign policy. The paper referred to the suspicions 
aroused in Germany by the friendly article in the "Times" and 
pointed out that the British press was equally suspicious of 
Sweden“s neutrality last summer when the Germans were praising 
Sweden. Both the German and British suspicions were equally 
unfounded, the paper declared, and continued: "The striking 
similarity in the criticism directed at us by the two belligerent 
parties constitutes the best proof of the honesty and impartialit 
of Sweden’s policy of neutrality". With reference to the refusal 
of the Swedish authorities to permit the export of clothing by 
the German colony, the paper declared: “Everyone understands 
that this is merely the application of the general Swedish 
export prohibition from which the authorities could not make an 
exception. It is as natural that this causes bitterness among 
the Germans as it is unreasonable to draw conclusions from it 
concerning Sweden’s attitude to Germany". The main German 
accusation was, however, that Sweden speculated in the changing 
fortunes of the war, and this "Svenska Dagbladet" strongly 
denied. "This accusation is absolutely unfounded. Sweden’s

foreign policy has from the very beginning of the war 
followed a consistent line, so absolutely free from all 
speculative considerations that many Swedes considered it 

at first to be out of touch with reality. Gradually, however, 
public opinion has come to realise that this policy is the 

right one and in fact the only possible one....... The 

Swedish people now support this policy practically unanimously." 
The paper went on to discuss general questions of foreign policy 
and de¢tared that although Sweden’s entry into the war would not 
benefit Nordic or Swedish interests, the Swedes were not there- 
fore indifferent to the issue. "A fresh threat to Finland would 
be felt as a direct threat to our country, and it might for that 
reason compel us to reconsider our attitude. Under an apparently 
calm surface there is much anxiety in Sweden regarding the 
consequences of the war for Europe’s future and our own." ‘The 
writer then turned again to the German attacks and declared: 

"It is not in our power to dispel suspicions based on a pre- 
conceived opinion and heightened by the irritation which the 
changing fortunes of the war must give rise to, first on one 

Side and then on the other. But we can honestly say that nothing 
has been done and nothing will be done to justify accusations 
against Sweden for lying in wait to observe developments. 

Neither promises of an immediate improvement in our exposed 
position or of long-term advantages can persuade us to deviate 
from the course chosen by the Swedish Government with the 
approval of the people." 


br The Malmo paper “Sydsvenska Dagbladet"™ of the 11th 
January declared that the Swedish people had learned to preserve 
their calm in face of the expressions of disfavour which have 
been addressed to them by both belligerents so profusely during 
the last two years. None the less. they sometimes felt it 
necessary to answer back. Goebbels was displeased with Sweden, 
the paper continued, because the Swedish press persisted in 
publishing British news. “We find it very difficult to under- 
stand this displeasure. The Swedish press considers itself 
bound to provide its readers with news from all sides." The 
Germans have openly declared that their news service must assist 
their war effort and must for that reason sometimes be 
deliberately inaccurate. “It would be a direct violation of 
neutrality if a neutral state cooperated in this type of warfare,' 
The paper declared that the Swedish people were fully aware of 
the dangers of Bolshevic expansion and shudder to think of the 
consequences of a Russian victory over Finland. But they have 
to consider Norway as well. “We understand what the demands of 
war may make necessary in an occupied country. But there are 
certain things which we can never understand. That such a highly 
developed people as the German can continue to make use of 
elements in Norway whom the Norwegian people rightly regard as 
traitors, and that it gives these elements power and authority 
to render Norwegian law and Norwegian justice null and void - 
these are things which astound and depress the great mass of the 
Swedish people." The paper concluded by saying that the 

Swedish people’s attitude to Russia gave Germany a great chance 
of winning support in Sweden but that Germany had regrettably 
lost this chance,

Thank you for your letter of 28th February 
(J. No. 3986/42) about the recent recall to the colours 
of a number of Swedish soldiers. 


We agree with the estimate in the first 
paragraph of your letter. According to our information 
the Swedes had over 400,000 with the colours in 1940 
and in January 1942 only 150,000; by the end of this 
month they will have increased the figure to 250,000. 


As regards the remainder of your letter, the 
Swedish Foreign Ministry have mentioned to our Minister 
at Stockholm that they have information of German 
concentrations in the Baltic ports. The Swedish 
Government did not believe that these preparations 
were directed so much against Sweden as towards an 
aseault on Leningrad, either from the Baltic States 
or through Finland. On the other hand the German 
nerve war against Sweden was increasing ami the 
Swedish Government were taking no chances; hence the 
recall of this unusually large number of men. The 
Swedish Foreign Minister added that the Germans seemed 
nervous of a British-Americean landing in Northern Norway 
and had strongly reinforced the coastal defences.

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I have the honour to report that both the Swedish 
press and Swedish Church circles have paid considerable attention 
to the dismissal of Bishop Berggrav of Oslo, which is considered 
to constitute a milestone in developments in Norway. His dis- 
missal, or forced resignation, and the fact that he is unanimously 
supported by the Norwegian Church, are regarded by the press as 
final and convincing proof that the present régime in Norway is 
in all respects in opposition to the principles of humanity and 
justice which have been evolved in Western Europe, and have been 
observed not least in Scandinavia. In addition, eight of 
Sweden“’s twelve Bishops have made statements on the subject. 


2. “"Social-Demokraten" of the ist March declares that 
Berggrav, in maintaining and defending the old Nordic principle 
of spiritual freedom, has merely fulfilled his duties as a 
Protestant bishop. "The fact that he has now been forced to 
leave his post is a testimony that the forces at present in power 
in Norway are far from Nordic ideas and beliefs", the paper 
continues. “It shows that the State is uprooting spiritual free- 
dom. All who believe in Nordic State freedom and spiritual 
individuality must abhor this attempt to apply methods of State 
rule foreign to the peoples of the North". The paper points out 
that Bishop Berggrav has always been one of the most prominent 
personalities of Nordic Church life, and described him as a 
symbol of indispensable values. His dismissal will not lessen 
the resistance of the Norwegian people, nor will it increase the 
Swedish people’s confidence in the régime in Norway. "Dagens 
Nyheter" of the 27th February writes: “There are no signs that the 
attempt to coerce the Norwegian people’s conscience and will can 
be successful. Bishop Berggrav is as certain as ever to stand 
out as one of the foremost symbols of Norwegian self-assertion". 
"Svenska Morgonbladet" of the 28th February declares that every 
Swede is praying that Bishop Berggrav may have the strength to 
meet what is coming. 


3. “Svenska Morgonbladet" published on the 28th 
February and the 2nd March statements by eight of Sweden’s twelve 
bishops on the subject of the Bishop’s dismissal. Each of these 
Swedish bishops express in their own words their wholehearted 
admiration and sympathy for him, and express the opinion that the 
loss of his official position will in no way lessen his influence. 
Bishop Cullberg for instance says that the mere fact that he Was 
in a leading position provided some security and his dismissal is 
a hard blow not only to the Norwegian Church but to all the Nordic 
countries. "We have withthe deepest sympathy observed his cour- 
ageous fight for the freedom and rights of the Norwegian Church", 
says Bishop Brilioth. "However incredible it may seem, the 
authorities in Norway appear toimagine that by dismissing the 
Bishop of Oslo from his office they can conquer him and conquer 
the spirit which he so powerfully interprets", says Bishop Aulén.

declares that the Swedish people feel the same solidarity as their 
bishops with the Norwegian Church, "We admire the Norwegian 
churchmen for their resolute attitude", the paper writes. 
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4. Onthe 2nd March, "Svenska Morgonbladet" also 
published a statement by Archbishop Kaila of Abo, Finland, 
"I deeply regret what has happened", saya the Finnish Archbishop. 
"The occurrence must mean that something is wrong. I know 
Bishop Berggrav from Church meetings and very much admire him. 
I greatly sympathise with him and the Norwegian people". 
"Dagens Nyheter" of the Uuth March refers to the above and 
declares it to be particularly gratifying that a Finnish voice 
should have expressed understanding for the Norwegian peoples 
fight for justice.

The State Department have shown us a 
telegram from their Legation at Stockholm dated 2lst 
February describing a conversation between the Minister 
and Mr. Bohemann, Director General of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. Mr, Bohemang said that there was 
no evidence that Germany planned to attack Sweden 
although there were certain disquietening factors which 
pointed in that direction. German press attacks on 
Sweden had increased in violence and confidential 
reports from Berlin showed that Hitler and his circle 
disliked Sweden and referred to it always in terms of 
great hostility. The situation had been aggravated 
by the very outspoken reaction of the Swedish press to 
Quisling's visit to Berlin and to the new measures of 
|} persecution in Norway. However, Mr. Bohemanfi was 
“inclined to think that if the attack did come it would 
only be because Germany thought that it would be to 
her advantage for strategic reasons, e.g. to forestall 
la possible allied landing in Norway this year or next. 


The Legation added that there was much 
speculation about a German invasion in private 
conversations and a certain amount of speculation 
about it in the press, but that so far there were no 
signs of any particular nervousness among the people.

Notes from additional conversation with Von 
Rosen. 


Allied raids on Norway are causing the ‘Swedes much concern | 
over the loss of Norwegian lives in a manner the Swedes consider 
unnecessary.

Should the allies move into Norway -to protect shipping 
to Russia, Germany might insist on the use of Swedish territory 
as an overland route to repel a prospective allied invasion.

British prestige in Sweden is low, while that of America 
is not high. The Swedes are in closer touch in peace time, 
and at the present time have a closer bond with the United 
States than the British. They Peel that the war has not yet = 
and may not — arouse the U.S. to an all out.effort. They do 
have greater sympathy today for the United States as a result 
of our having been forced into the war. 


Economic conditions are reasonably good. Food is aimple 
although not on a pre-war scale, due to two years of bad crops 
and certain supplies furnished to Finland. However, they are 
substantially self-sufficient in foodstuffs and there has been 
no serious curtailment of the ration. Industry is on a war 
footing and is doing well. Little, if any, arms, ammunition, 
or war equipment is being exported either to’ Finland or to 
Germany. The output of her munition factories is being 
reserved for Sweden, despite pressure of Germany.

It is, however, of some interest to 
note that during the past week the speech has been a general 
topic of conversation not only among the politically minded 
who would naturally discuss it but also among people who do not 
normally bother about politics. What appears to have made 
most impression is that Hitler should have devoted his 
speech to the home front and should have said relatively 
so little about the conduct of the war. Considerable sur- 
prise is felt that the state of affairs at home, particularly 
as regards the administration should have called forth a 
public reprimand and decided Hitler to ask for still further 
powers.. These powers may not have much effect on the 
Chancellor’s constitutional position but the mere fact that 
they have been asked for is thought to indicate the 
seriousness of the situation. There is, however, no 
tendency to speculate on any rapid degemeration of public 
morale in Germany, though it is expected that the recent 
and future bombing attacks by the Royal Air Force will 
throw a heawy additional strain on the population. Nor is 
it thought that there is any particular focus of political 
opposition to which Hitler’s admonitions might have been 
addressed. It is thought rather that Hitler was calling for a 
general intensive tuning up of the huge and complicated 
machinery which is indispensable to the prosecution of war. 
As regards the war itself it is no surprise to hear that 
another winter must come before the end but Hitler’s words 
have evidently borne this truth in on: the Swedes, who 
realise that the destruction of life and property must be 
continued probably with increasing ferocity and that the 
privations to which their country is subjected - happily 
to a relatively small extent- must be endured for a further 
spell.

At the end of May last the \ ad "Srots 


Allt" commented on the fact that worn out German military 
cars from the Finnish front were being repaired in large 
numbers in garages in Stockholm. This newspaper report 
was confirmed from independent sources and enquiries 

were therefore made at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
by the Commercial Counsellor to His Majesty's Legation. 


De The Ministry confirmed that the report was ae 
substantially correct and that the exchange of repair 
facilities for cars as between Sweden and her neighbours 
was a well-known phenomenon. Moreover, Sweden sent a 
number of industrial machines to Germany and Denmark 
for repair and finishing and various materials to 
Germany for processing. It was essential for Sweden 
that this work should be done, and therefore she could 
hardly refuse to do some repair work for Germany on a 
reciprocal basis. Steps were, however, being taken to 
ensure that this work did not assume exaggerated 
proportions. At the same time the Ministry 
categorically denied the further allegation made by 
"“Trots Allt" that the Swedish authorities financed the 
repair operations and provided special facilities. 


O« The matter was also taken up with the military 

authorities by the Military Attaché to His Majesty's 

Legation and in due course a memorandum to the following 

effect was communicated both to Colonel PUSNOH-FPESst

affair and is particularly surprised and angered that a man 
known to entertain such extreme views as Svanberg should have 
been retained in the service of the customs. Thus “Dagens 
Nyheter" of the 3rd July writes: “It is particularly remarkable 
that one of the arrested persons, a customs officer who has 
clearly demonstrated his readiness to serve Nazism, should 
have been allowed to remain at sucha key post as Gothenburg’, 
The newspaper refers in particular to the delicate circumstances 
attending the detention of the Norwegisn ships in Gothenburg, 
and concludes by declaring that the Nazi as well as the 
Communist organisations in Sweden consist of persons who are 
conspirators against their own country. "Gd6teborgs-Posten" 

of the same day writes: “The Nazis in our country talk loudly 
of their patriotism. Judging from their newspapers and 
speeches one might think that they were the only patriots in 
Sweden, Their deeds tell a different tale however... We are 
referring to the criminal activity carried on by the National- 
Socialist party". "Ny Tid" of the 6th July writes: "We are 
growing accustomed to seeing members or former. members of the 
S.S.S. named in connexion: with spy cases..... This espionage 
was direeted against our Norwegian brothers, and for that there 
can be no excuse... No persons who are not absolutely reliable 
should be allowed to hold positions where they have any 
opportunity to commit espionage or sabotage". 


De It was announced in the press on the 135th of July that 

the Press Council had made a statement at its last meeting to 
the effect that details of espionage cases should not be made : 
public until the persons concerned had been formally arrested. 
In this connexion I would point out that on the detention of 
certain Czechoslovak nationals in Sweden on the suspicion of 
espionage, the newspaper “Aftonbladet" immediately published 
photographs and full details. I at once complained to the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs where I received an expression of 
‘sincere regret and an explanation that it was unfortunately 
impossible under the law to take proceedings against “Afton... 
bladet", I understand,however, that the newspaper received 

a reprimand.

This espionage case was first made public by the Gothenburg 
newspaper "Ny Tid" on the lst July, and on the following day 


"Dagens Nyheter" published a long report from Gothenburg on 
the subject. According to this report Andersson = Ewertz 


was taken into custody on the 20th June, and his two 
accomplices were detained some days later. Svanberg had | & 
been in the employment of the customs for about ten years 

and was well-known for his extreme Nazi views. Under his 
customs uniform he used to wear Nazi uniform, and not 
infrequently he took off the former when on night duty and 
could be seenivat ease in full Nazi dress. In October last 
year he had been fined for distributing Nazi leaflets, and 
since then he had twice been warned by the chief customs 
officer. He had been transferred some months ago from his 
station at an important quay in Gothenburg to the free 
harbour on account of his leanings. For the same reason he 
had been excluded from the union of customs officers. On 

the 3rd July an official communiqué was issued stating that 
Kichborn and Andersson-Ewertz had confessed to having carried 
on intelligence activity for a foreign power and to having 
received payment therefor. Svanberg had admitted knowledge 
of the nature of their activities and having received a sum 
of money from Ewertz. The communiqué also stated that 
Svanberg and Ewertz had held leading positions in the 
Gothenburg section of the Nazi party, and that Kichborn was 
also a member. 


Zi It has been ascertained that the "neutral consulate” 

by which Andersson-Ewertz was formally employed was the 
Brazilian Consulate. The fact that this man was implicated 
was revealed to the Consulate by the police with the result 
that he was instantly dismissed. The Swedish police, it 
appears, have for some time past been most active in tracking 
down this gang, which was in communication with officials 

of the German Consulate-General at Gothenburg. Thus the 
German Vice-Consul was undoubtedly implicated although the 
evidence was insufficient to warrant a request by the Swedish 
authorities for his withdrawal. A female clerk at the 
German Consulate-General was, however, sent back to Germany 
at the request of the Swedish authorities. The information 
contained in this paragraph should be regarded as of the

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WAZI ACTIVITIES IN SWEDEN. 


J uly 1th, 1942. 


The Swedish Nazis are making themselves increasingly 
unpopular and public hostility to them is becoming ever 
more apparent. Apart from German terrorism in the 
occupied countries, which has without doubt made a deep 
impression on Swedish opinion, there have been certain 
incidents which have tended to place the Nazis in a more 
unfavourable light than before, and others which have 
served to illustrate the public attitude towards then. 


Public Nazi meetings, which previously attracted 
very little attention, have recently occasioned strong 
demonstrations of disapproval by Swedish crowds, md there 
have been disturbances of a serious nature in Trelleborg, 
R&éttvik and elsewhere. The first incident of this kind 
occurred in Trelleborg on the 22nd June when a Nazi 
meeting was held in the centre of the town. The crowd 
which gathered stormed the speaker’s platform, and police 
had to be summoned. Some persons were arrested, but a 
crowd numbering about 1,000 gathered outside the police 
station and demanded their release. Soldiers with fixed 
bayonets had to be summoned, and they arrived on the scene 
with a lorry mounting a machine-gun. It is interesting 
to note that the Nazi meeting was held outside the German 
Consulate, md that the German Consul returning to his 
house felt compelled to use the back entrance. About 
twenty persons are to be prosecuted in connexion with this 
incident. Public meetings have been forbidden in Trelle- 
borg until further notice. 


On the 28th June, another Nazi meeting was held in 
Ruttvik, where "Freedom Day" was being celebrated. 
Here again a very large crowd collected, and behaved in 
a very aggressive manner. A parcel of Nazi literature 
was seized and burned up, and two drums were destroyed.

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When the Nazi speaker tried to make himself heard the 
crowd sang Sweden’s National Anthem. Pinally the police 
had to close the meeting.

A source in close touch with Swedish Soctsat=~ 
Democratic circles has given me the followins informstion. 


On the occasion of the German demand to Sweden last 
summer for the passage of German troops through Swedish 
territory to Finland, the Cabinet was prepared to take 
a strong line and refuse. The Kins, however, as a 
result of strong pressure brought to bear on him by the 
army, sent a personal messace to the Cabinet reauesting 
that the German demand should be acceded to. It was; 
as you know, acceded to to the extent that one division 
was allowed to pass through. . The point which my source 
emphasised was that the Cabinet did not make their own 
decision after consultation with the army but that the 
army was able, through royal channels, to insist on 
their view prevailing. 


My source also told me that the recent speech of 
the Swedish Defence Minister, SK®@LD, would repay studying 
in the original. According to British press reports, 
SK@LD said that if Sweden, as seemed to be the case, 
found that her neutrality meant being on bad terms with 
the belliserents on both sides, he for one would prefer 
to observe a less strict neutrality and ensure being on 
good terms at least with one side. My source regarded 
this speech, if correctly reported, as being ominous. 


I should be very grateful if you would let me know 
in due course whether the version I have given you of 
the decision to allow passare to German troops 
corresponds with vour own information.

MEMORANDUM 


On the 12th June the British Legation, with a memo- 
randum of that date, was informed that the Swedish authorities 
were of the opinion that there could be no objection for 
foreign automobiles to enter Sweden in order to be repaired 
here and that there scarcely appeared to be a possibility to 
apply restrictions in this respect on condition that these 
repairs did not concern any vehicles which under the existing 
regulations could be considered as war material. It was 
further stated that the spare parts necessary for sue repairs 
would not be supplied from Swedish stocks. 


To complete the information thus given an enquiry 
has been made clearly showing the restricted volume of these 
repairs as indicated in the memorandum of June 12th. Since 
the begninning of these transactions on May lst, only 3508 
German cars have entered Sweden. Of these, 70 had until the 
28th of this month been repaired and sent out again, thus 
leaving 238 German cars yet to be overhauled. According 
to the original arrangement with the Swedish firm in charge 
of these repairs, about 50 cars a month would have been taken 
care of, but as the above figures show, the capacity of the 
Swedish workshops in question has allowed repairs of only 
half that number, i.e. about 25 cars a month. 


It can furthermore be stated that no Swedish tyres 
and no petrol or oil whatever have been used for these repairs 
the necessary quantities of petrol, oil, and grease being 
supplied from Germany. The necessary spare parts have 
mainly been supplied from Germany or Finland. From Finland 
Sweden has for this purpose received between 50 and 60 tons 
of scrapped motor car material. A certain number of rather 
unimportant spare parts, of which Sweden has an ample supply, 
has however been supplied from Swedish stocks. This has 
been done in order to obtain continued German exports to 
Sweden of such valuable and indispensable spare parts as 
beltings for automobile motors containing rubber; braking 
apparatus with asbestos; cylinders and pistons; bearings 
and transmissions; cog-wheels, couplings, and wheels for 
automobiles, of which Sweden in 1941 obtained no less than 
about 1,617 tons valued at 4,468,000 Sw. crowns. It may be 
added that the above mentioned spare parts for automobiles 
are by no means the only ones at present imported from 
Germany and that furthermore last spring Germany signed a 
contract according to whith Sweden obtains 600 army motor 
cars (so-called Geluindewagen).

for the Germans, particularly as we understand 
that their activities were in part directed 
against the Norwegian ships which recently 
attempted to leave Gothenburg. Mention could 
also be made of the Vanek case and of the contrast 
between the sentences imposed. 


Since, however, the basis for any representa- 
tions is political and not legal, it is perhaps 
more for the Department to consider how the 
matter should be put, and the suggestions made 
in the preceding paragraph may be entirely 
unsuitable. In any case, however, I would be 
very averse to suggesting in any way that we had 
any legal right to protest to the Swedish Govern- 
ment in consequence of these sentences which have 
been passed in the course of their duty by the 
Swedish courts.

The German lIegation appears to be distributing two 
principal daily mlietins ~- ane in German and one in 
Swedish. The German bulletin is duplicated on white 
quarto paper, and sometimes exceeds twenty pages. 

It contains item of news of a tendenticus nature fron 
all over the wrld, including certain carefully selected 
Reuter messages and extracts from the British press. 

Tt also contains a certain mncunt of DNB material. 
Recent bulletins have described the severe damage 
inflicted: by the British raids on Paris; the conflict of 
British and Russian interests in Iranj the shertage of 
food in Egypt owing to the presence of British troops; 
disturbances in Palestine, ete., ete. 

The Swedish bulletin is more discursive and 
provides material which might well be wed for e@ torial 
purposes in pro-Germm newspapers. It is worthy of note 
that a full Swedish translation of the last Duteh 
commuiqué before the fall of Java was distributed by 
the German legation on the 10th March. 


An obituary notice announcing the déath of 
Singapore has been distributed through the post to 
Swedish households.

The Nasi newspapers have been discussing with 
great exthusiasm the possibility of om Anglo-Sason action 
in northern Norway.

Editorials in Nasi newspapers have discussed 
Australia’s annexation by the WA, 


At the election in February of the President of 
the Stoekholm Students’ Union, the candidate supported 
by the Nasis, B. Malmstrta, was only defeated by a small 
majority. At the election of treasurer in the lew 
Students’ Union there was also strong support for the 
Nasi candidate. 


It is reported that a new Nasi student society, 
called Nationalsccialistiska Studentftireningen, has been 
formed at Stockholm University. It is said to muiber 
about fifty members and have as its motte “Fro Germania 
et Patria". It is led by two students called Hausehilét 
end Hagman (brother of Gerd Hage the actress). 


A very large munber of copies of the Nasi daily 
"Dagsposten" are apparently distributed in the wniversity. 


The newspaper of the students at lund University 
published not long ago an article on the Seip case which 
414 not sufficiently strongly coniemm the Germans and 
quislings for their activities in Norway. This caused 
such an cutery that the editorial committee was compelled 
to resign, after some stormy student meetings in luni. 

A new e@ torial committee has now been elected, amd in 
its first leader it states that the paper will work for 
the freedom of Sweden and the Nordic cow ries. 


In Upsala, members of the Nasi student group 
(affiliated to the 5.3.3.) have attracted seme attention 
by Gistributing stensilled leaflets secusing the

ectivities and ef living in lumry at Sweden's expense. 
The Upsala press has been most critical of this action 
whieh has probably done the Nasis more harm than good.

The invitation contained a strong attack on the Swedish

The President of the Upsala Students’ Union has strongly 
eondemed this action. 


The Gothenburg branch of Deutsehe Akademie Minchen 
has opened a new braineh in Borfs, and is apparently 
ewarding sehelarships very freely. They entitle the 
scholar to a visit to Mimich, and have already resulted 
in the conversion of several Swedes. The leader of the 
institute in Gothenburg, Dr. J. Klein, was lesturer in 
German at Gothenburg University between 1936 and 1940, 
but was dismissed on account of his political activities. 
An offer by the German Legation to make a donation of 
3,000 kroner a year towards the lectorship was declined. 
In the entuwm of 1940 the Deutsche Akademie established 
its imtitute in Gothenburg. Om the 9th February 
Dr. Gneub from Memich paid ea visit, and gave a lecture 
on Germany illustrated with lmternm slides. He is said 
to have given this lecture all ever Sweden. The program 
of the institute, whieh is ai tunted at Gitabergegaten 5D, 
comprises six different courses of different grades, 
most of them evening courses. Once a mouth social 
evenings are held md files are shown. The courses cost 


twenty kroner a texm, comprising two hours a week.

The weekly scandal sheet “Veckans P.M." made a 
wild attack on GUsta Smédstrtim, editor of “Nyheter frin 
Sterbritannia#”, in its issue @& the 15th March. 

Mr. Sendstrten was described as one of those Swedish 
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the belligerents. ‘The writer guve a trief survey of his 
life, and mentioned that he was married to an Ameriom. 
The article was illustrated with a phetogragh of senething 
whieh em only be deseribed as a gheost’s face. tencone 
fvem “Veckans ?.M." had telephoned to Mr. Sanistrta the 
previous week and asked to berrow a matrix. The request 
was refused. It is not impossible that the real motive 
behind this request was to obtain a photograph of 
My. SandstrGa. It appears that Walter Molmder, editor 
of “Adem”, is one of the few persons who was aware of 
Mr. Sendstrtm’s marriage. This again points to some 
connexion between Molemier and "Veckans ?.M." 
"Veekans P.M." is now developing into om anti- 
Amerigan orgm first and foremat. It attacks particularly 
American films. Every issue so far has contained some 
reference to American films, whieh are said to be 
depraved, pernicious, ete. It is interesting to note 
that the paper has strongly recommended the file 
"Citisen Kane", which is in many respects mm attack on 
the American newspep er system. On the cecasion of the 
showing in Sweden of the German film "Who is to Judge?", 
"Veekans P.M." has taken the opportunity to express its 
support of euthanasia. 

At the end ef March, the paper launched a new 
publisity campaign. It announced that a "seeret 
information service" had been started, and tha its 
members would receive confidential information of a kind 
whieh 414 not appear in the press. Prospective members - 
mst distributs ten copies of the publicity circular to 
their friends, on the lines of a chéin letter, and mst 
also obtain five new registered subscribers. These 
econmfiitions havins been fulfilled, “seeret inf ormation® 
would be received regularly. 

Gustav Mextin Priessen, novelist and neminal cwner 
of "“Veckans ?.N.", has previously written books for 
Kreuger, and is known to have cooperated with hin in 
various ways.

Thé film studio affiliated to the Manhem Society 
contimes to show beamed enti—Jewxish and anti-Russian 
films. These film shows are of course only open to 
mbers of the studio, but membership can be obtained by 
anyone who is a member of a Nazi party or can give the 
name of a member. 


“Gresunds-Posten® drew attention in the beginning 
ef March to the fact that applicants for membership in 
the 3.5.8. are required to state whether they possess a 
moter car, and to specify the mumber of their driving 
license. The paper suggested that this information was 
to be used in planning a coup, and urged the police to 
exemine the Party’s menbership lists.

Holger Carlsson’s book “Nazism in Sweden" has 
been favourably reviewed in several more newspaper’: 
editorials. The vock is sellimg exeelilentiy. 
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Aftontidmingen of April Sth writes that something happened yester- 
day which throws a certain amount of light on the activities of the 
recently formed society Svenska Aktiva Studentftrbundet. 
he name of Claes Hoogland, the editor of Gaudeams, the Stockholm 
Righ School magagine, appeared without his permission on a manifesto 
issued by the society setting forth ite programme. Axnongst the mn 
vers of the governing body appear names which previously have been 
associated with the mast Svensk Socialistiska Studentftrbundet. 

Hoogland has never shown any sympathy for Svenska Aktiva Student~— 
furvundet. The paper suggests that the appearance of Hoogland’s name 
constitutes a cheap form of revenge for what Gaudoame wrote concer~ 
ning the inauguration of the society on the 10th of Mareht—"The eve- 
ning finished at 12.15 with the shouting of commands, the tramping of 
boots and the singing of the Horst Wessel". 

Although the manifesto claims that the sceiety is a student asso- 
ciation free from and unfettered by party politics, one gets another 


and perhaps a more correct impression about the society's programe. 
"The students social problems can only be solved by an entire renova- 
tion of the commmnit, which the present dominating political forces 


camot effect." 

Among the signatories are P.J-Bergelin, who is believed to write 
for Yagsposten, and E.0denwall, former chairman of Svensk Socialistiska 
Férbundet. The paper recalls an incident last March when a Danish 
scholar Johannes Hammerich, who was due to deliver a lecture on the 
Nordic Students’ Day, received a threatening letter signed "lra 
Hiavolo", + the same signature as appears as a regular writer in “ags- 
posten. The paper sug<este that there is possibly a connection between 
these two signatures. 

A deputation from the society visited Aftontidningen’s offices on 
Wednesday to explain its views, as sterotyped thinking had become so 
comnaon nowadays that the society's aims might easily be misunderstood. 

The deputation agreed that Quisling and his opponents would never 


asked whether the society had been formed to prepare the intellectuals 
in Sweden’s High Schools and Universities ani to make them receptive 
to a Quisling programme, the questioner was accused of stereotyped 
thinking. 

The deputation claimed that the signatories to the manifesto were 
of various political views. It does not look like a coincidence that 
for the most part they are or have been members of such organisations 
as Svensk Opposition, Nationelle Firbundet, Lindholm’s movement, the 
Engdahl group and all sorts of other parties of that persuasion. 

The paper believes tht the society certainly means to try and make t! 
the student corps receptive to the doctrines of the majority of the 
manifesto’s signatories. 


The paper has, since the above article was written, received comm- 
nications by telephene from various idealist organisations, which have 
nothing ‘to do with students” movements, and this confirms all the more 
the paper's views as to the society’s character and aims. 
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NAZI ACTIVITIES IN SWEDEN 
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April 17th, 1942. 


New Societies, Newspapers and Publishers. 


The formation of the new Nazi student society at 
Stockholm University has now been announced. It is called 
Svenska Aktiva Studentférbundet and its object is quite 
clearly to gather together in one movement the various 
"nationally minded" students at the university who have 
hitherto belonged to various @e#@ementy Nazi organisations. 
The new society has commenced by distributing a circular 
to all the universities of Sweden as well as to various 
outside persons. The leading lights in the new movement 
are students previously known for their Nazi sympathies 
such as Gosta Holmberg, Bertil Hagman, Eric Odewall, etc. 
The formation of this society, which claims to be 
politically independent, has been the subject of adverse 
comment in the press, particularly because one of its 
first actions was to use without authority the name of 
the editor of the students” magazine. 

The Committee of the Students” Union of Stockholm 
University decided on the llth April not to place at the 
disposal of Svenska Aktiva Studentf@ bundet any of the 
Union’s premises, notice boards or publications for the 
rest of the year, on account of the dishonourable propaganda 
methods to which the society had resorted. 

(The practice of using a person’s name without his 
authority is quite common among the Swedish Nazis. In 
addition to the case referred to above, the §.8.S. 
newspaper "Ungt Folk" advertises with the name of the 
Secretary of the Farmer’s Youth Movement as one of its 
regular contributers. The man concerned has denied that 
he has ever written or would ever write in a newspaper 
of this kind.) 

In view of the apparent increase in Nazi influence 
in the universities, "Social-Demokraten" has interviewed 
a number of leading students at Stockholm University on 

the/ 


the subject. The gist of their statements is that the 
small body of Nazis in the University are extremely active 
and loud but lack any real influence. The mumber of 

Nazi students is much smaller, they say, than it was some 
years ago. 


According to "Trots Al1t$" of the 10th April, a 
new Nazi party called Svenskmannhafronten is now in process 
of creation. The founder is Gustaf Ericsson, nominal 
owner of "Veckans P.Me" and intimately connected with 
Torsten Kreuger. 


A new society called Sdllskapet Svenk Tradition 
appears also to have come into being. According to a 
report in "Den Svenske" of the llth April, a meeting was 
arranged at the Concert Hall by this new society and 
Nordisk Ungdom. It may be assumed that the new society 
is an addition to the many sub-organisations of the 5.5.5. 


A Nazi movement for women, Foérbundet Svenska Kvinnor, 
has been founded by Nora Torulf, active member of Svensk 
Opposition. Its creation was announced in "Vagen Framat" 
in the beginning of April, and a hope was expressed that 
all women members of Svensk Opposition would join at once. 


The articles of association of a new printing and 
publishing company were published in "Dagsposten" on the 
lith Aprile Its share capital is to be not less than 
100,000 and not more than 300,000 kronor. The nature of 
the new company is revealed by the names of its founders - 
S.E. Sandstrém, Chairman of the §.N.F., Anders Byttner, 
on the staff of "Dagsposten", Riitger Essén, Olof Edman, 
Sven Rosengren, R. Rudbeck and Ivar Wibon. 


A cooperative society has now been formed to 
revive the "Socialist" newspaper "Folkets Dagblad". 
As previously reported it may be expected that "Fokkets 
Dagblad", under Nils Flyg’s control, will become the 
daily organ of Svensk Opposition, in direct competition 
with "Dagsposten" representing Sveriges Nationella Farbund. 
Te Board of the new company consists of Flyg, August 

Adolf/ 
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Adolf Andersson, Herman Mattias J ohansson and Bror Axel 
Uno Modin. (The fact that the "Socialist Party" is 


actually Nazi is now realised by the Trade Unions which have 
started expelling "Socialists".) 


Pro-Nazi publications amd enterprises. 


The publication of the Gonservative Youth Movement, 
"Ung'Svensk Lésen", contains certain articles in its 
latest issue which express views slightly tainted with 
Nazism. It is too early as ye$ to say whether the 
Young Conservatives are again turning Nazi (Sveriges 
Nationella Forbund was the Conservative Youth Movement 
until 1935), but it is worthy of note that "Vdgen FramAt" 
has observéd the new tendency with great delight. 


The Sollefte& Agrarian paper "Nord-Sverige" shows 
wlearNazi tendencies. It gives prominence to DNB news, 
and publishes no news from Norway other than that issued 
by the Germans. The foreign commentories are written by 
Riitger Essén, and the few editorials on foreign affairs 
are strongly pro-Finnish. The newspaper also advertises 
and reports on Nazi meetings and Nazi literature. It 
appears three times weekly, and has a circulation of 7,000. 
It is thus the second largest newspaper in Solleftea. 
The responsible publisher is G.A. Johansson. 


It has for some time been noticeable that Svenska 
Féretagares Riksf@ bund, an apparently non-political 
business organisation, has been given considerable publicity 
in the Nazi press. The reason for this has now become 
apparent. Thorsten Winberg, one of the leaders of the 
organisation, is apparently identical with the man wo 
founded the Nazi organisation Den Svenska Handelns 
Riksf6rbund, and he has written strongly anti-Semitic 
articles in the monthly publication of Svenska Foéretagares 
Riksférbund. The Chairman of this society is Tycho 
Wretman, member of Sveriges Nationella Parbund and Samfundet 
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Propaganda Centres. it 


It was announced in the press on the 10th March 
that representatives of the Swedish-—German Society and 
the Finnish-German Society had met in Stockholm to 


strengthen and orgmise cooperation between tha two 
societies. 


It appears from an invitation card issued for a 
lecture by Paul Alverdes on the 24th March, that there 
exists an organisation in Stockholm called Deutscher 
Kulturbund. This particular lecture was delivered at 
the German colony’s rooms at Sveavigen 29, the entrance 
fee for non-members being 50 Gre. 


In addition to the German lending library at 
Kaptensgatan it is now reported that lending libraries 
have been opened at two other places in Stockholm. 
Persons wishing to borrow books have to give full 
particulars of themselves as well as the name of the person 
who informed them of the library‘s existence. 


Law Suits. 


The editor and responsible publisher of "Sverige 
Fritt", HA. Méllman-Palmgren, was sentenced on the 
8th April to six months” imprisonment for a treasonable 
article. As previously reported, he had intimated that 
Swedish Nazis should in certain circumstances not bear 
arms against Germany. It was announced in the press on 
the 10th April that a transport ban had been imposed on 
"Sverige Fritt"; this measure can only be taken against 
newspapers which have been convicted at least once for 
abuse of the freedom of the press. 


The editor and responsible publisher of "GOoteborgs 
Stiftstidning", Ivar Rhedin, was on the g0th March 
acquitted by the Gothenburg Lew Court on a charge of 
abuse of the freedom of the press. He had allowed the 
epithet "mass-murderer" to be used in reference to Stalin. 
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Per Engdahl has in "Vigen Fram&t" strongly defended 
MOllman-Palmgren} "“Dagsposten" has described him as a 
"patriot". Per Engdahl’s argument is that the Swedish 
Nazis would refuse to fight for a Government which had seized 
power by a coup a“état and had then provoked a war wi th 
Germany, and that this was the sense of Méllman-Palmgren’s 
article. “Dagens Nyheter" of the 18th April describes the 
mock patriotism of Sweden’s Nazis as false through and 
through. 


Legal action is to be taken against the responsible 
publisher of "Veckans P.M.", a woman by the name of 
Dagmar Fernlund, for an article entitled "Civil War | 
Iminent in Sweden?", which appeared in the paper at the end 
of March. The Minister of Justice claims that this 
article constitutes a violation of section III, para 8 (2) 
of the Law-of the Freedom of the Press. This paragraph 
makes it a punishable offence to spread false rumours or 
untruthful utterances destined to endanger the public order. 


On the 135th April M. C.E. Carlberg was fined 
600 kronor for showing the uncensored version of the film 
"Stukas" at the Manhem Hall on Odengatan. It is not 
absolutely clear in what way this film show differed from 
previous film shows arranged by the Nazi film studio. a 
The Court held the view, however, that the showing was 
equivalent to a public showing - a decision which may put 
an end to the activities of the film studio, or at least 
greatly restrict them. 


Films. 


The German film "Diskretion - EBhrensache" opened 
at the Aveny Cinema on the 7th April, and ran for just a

An isolated number of "Dagens Eko" —- called Noe l 
of the 3rd year - appeared on Mafch 26th, in the same 

sensational style as before. No further issue has appeared 
since. (The paper and its editor were immediately made : 
the object of strong criticism in "Den Svenske".) : 
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Per Engdahl, leader of Svensk Opposition, is 
delivering lectures all over Sweden. He has spoken 
recently at Skellefted, Pitea&, Imlea, Rane, Boden, 
Kramfors, Gavle and Stockholm. 


One of the items of the variety show at present * 
running at the China Theatre is a rendering by a quartett 
of an old well known Swedish song in various ways to 
typify various countries. In its German version the song 
is rendered as a march, and the performers march stiffly 
across the stage. At the request of the German Legation 
this item has now been omitted from the programme. 


Riksforeningen Sverige-Tyskland is campaigning 
for new members. It has obtained names and addresses 
from its members and is distributing a circular inviting 
these persons to join. It is stated in this circular that 
it is a national Swedish interest to maintain good relations 
with Germany, but that the society plays no role in party 
politics. The annual membership fee is five kronor, 
which includes subscription to the society’s monthly 
pub lication. 


At the end of March "Aftontidningen" gave con- 
siderable prominence to an interview granted by Judge 
Leijonhufvud of Haéssleholm. M. Leijonhufvud had been 
visited by an agent of Svensk Opposition, who during the 
course of the conversation had expressed the view that 
Denmark had adopted a wiser policy than Norway. 

M. Leijonhufvud considered this defeatist attitude so 
dangerous that he immediately desired to give it prominence 
in the press. It is clear that Svensk Opposition is now 
actively engaged in establishing branches in the provinces. 
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NAZI AGTIVITIES IN SWEIEZ.

In an interesting article in "GUteborgs Handels- och 
Sjafartetidning" of the 28th May, Victor Vinde talks of the 
spring propaganda offensive launched by the Germans in 
Sweden. It commenced with the opening of the new reading 
rooms and information bureau, whieh was followed by the 
opening of a German handicrafts exhibition at the Swedish 
Handicrafts Institute. The writer wonders when the Swedish 
authorities will allow their premises to house a Russian 
handicrafts exhibition and when they will fly the Soviet 
flag on official buildings. NM. Vinde goes on to point out 
that whereas a number of Gabinet members attended the opening 
the German Information Bureau, and several also attended 
opening of the handicrafts exhibition, no member of the 
attended the meeting at the Town Hall in honour 
Norway “s National Day. He also draws attention to the

: Svenska Aktiva Studentft& bundet has produced a 
costly monthly magazine called "Student Forum". The 
responsible publisher is Berndt Idndholm, and the editors 
are Bertil Hagman, Erland Jungigh] and Sten Erik Olssen. 
There must be considerable financial backing since the 
price is only 25 Gre and 10,000 free copies of the first 
issue are said to have been distributed all over Sweden. 

It is quite evident that a great effort is now being made 
to influence student opinion and to consolidate and mobilise 
Nasi elements among the students. 


A new Nasi farmers’ organisation called "Furbundet 
lendsbygdens Virn" has now come into being and has 
produced a magazine of the same name, published by 
B.G. Montgomery, H. Tunaholm, Bro. This magazine is said 
to 
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to have been printed in an edition of 100,000 copies, 

and it must therefore be assumed to have considerable 

fineneial support. Besides setting forth the programme 

of the new society, the magazine publishes an article 

entitled “New Order without National Socialism". This is 
pure Nezi propaganda, anti-Semitic ami anti-Democratic. 

' The theme of the article is that Sweden requires a new 
order, but that this mst com from the inside and not the 
outside. It seeks to arouse discontent among the farmers 
by declaring that their representatives should hold two 

thirds of the seats in the Rikedag, instead of something 

ever one tenth. It also promises, as usual, higher prices 
for agricultural products. (See also under Societies below.) 


"Svensk Kipmanmnatidning” is revealed to be another 
class publication with Nazi sympathies. In its issue of 
the 15th April it declares that the British have become 


so decadent that they have to have ethers te fight for 
them. 


EngelbrektsefUrbundet has now produced a magazine 
of the same name. It has not yet been possible to obtain 
a copy. Gaptain Karl Agel Lemrell is reported to be 
Ghairman of the organisation. He is at the same time a 
keen Oxford groupist. He is also believed to be a member : 


of the Reecutive of the Conservative party (Steckholms- 
Higerns PUrbund). , 


According to a report in "Trots Allti", Gothenburg 
Nazis are plaming to revive the Nasi paper "Var Kamp" 
which last appeared in 19355. This has become necessary 
Owing to the transport ban imposed on "Sverige Fritt". 


There has been a perceptible improvement in 
"aftonbladet‘’s" news bills, headlines and editorials. 
At the same time, this newspaper has started spontaneously 
advertising trade union meetings. The trade unions 
concerned have informed “Aftonbladet" that they do not 
wish their meetings to be advertised by it. It may be 
assumed that "Aftonbladet’s" change of poligy, which of 
course is only camouflage, is due to "Aftontidningen’s" 
suecessful competition. 
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Porbundet lendsbygdens Varn has come into existence. 
This is particularly interesting beesuse it is quite , 
evident that the Nazis are at the moment paying great 
attention to Sweden’s farmers and are playing on the 
diseontent prevalent amongst them, which is very acute at 
the moment owing to the regulation of food prices and other 
circumstances connected with the present situation. The 
programme, published in the soeiety’s organ "“Iandsbygiens 
Varn", is divided into four main points: 1) Buropean 
ecooperations 2) the reform of Agrarian representation in 
the Riksdag; 3) the reorganisation of Swedish agriculture 
and 4) the Jewish problem. 

(Note. Among the many small factors which indicate 
that Nasi sympathisers exist in the Swedish Agrarian Party, 
the following are perhaps worthy of note: 

The Minister of Justice, who has distinguished 
himself by his stern campaign against Democratic and anti- 
Nazi publications, is one of the two Agrarian members of 
the Government. 

MN. Westman’s activities, which have raised such 
protests in Iebour, Social—Democratic and liberal circles, 
have received the open approval of the Agrarian Party. 
logal branches, including the Stockholm branch of the 
party, have expressed their continued support of M. Westman 
and their appreciation of his "firm attitude" in the matter 
of press freedom. 

| In the big debate on the freedom of the press which 
was held in the Rikedeag during the spring, MN. von Heland, 
Agrarian, declared that he saw no réason why Swedish 
youths should sacrifice their lives in a war brought on 
by ruthless journalists. This typically Nasi phrase 
received the appreval of other Agrarian members. 
Consul Otto Wallém, Agrarian member of the Second 
Chamber, is one of the lecturers of Samfundet Manhen. 
He is by his own confession anti-Semitic.

The funeral was ea curious mixture of Swedish military 
ceremony and Nazi propaganda. Thus a Swedish military band 
was detached for the funeral, which was attended by the 
Pinmnish Military Attaché, the Commander of the Swedish Army, 
General Holmquist, and a mumber of high Swedish officers. 
The Commander-in-Chief was represented and there was a 
Swedish guard of honour. Shots were fired as the coffin 
was lowered into the grave. On the other jand, a mumber 
of Nazis paraded in uniform, and a mumber of Nasi flags 
were borne. 

"frotse Allti" of the 22nd May publishes a letter 
of protest from one of the Swedish soldiers who took part 
in the military parade. He complains that not only were 
Swedish, Pimnish and Nazi flags flown more or less side by 
side, but that Nazi saluting occurred on all sides and that 
at least one Swedish soldier gave the Nazi salute. There 
were a mumber of Nasi speeches. The writer reveais that two 
Swedish officers left when they saw what was happening. 
"frots Allti"® itself wonders how the authorities could 
allow Nasis to attend in uniform, (blue shirts and yellow 
ties and of course boots) in view of the law forbidding 
the wearing of political uniforms. 

"Arbetaren" commented on the funeral on the 12th May 
and expressed surprise that Swedish troops should have 
been ordered to parade at a Nazi’s funeral. This man was 
an enemy of the Democratic order which it is the Swedish 
army ’s task to defend, the paper declared. 

"Eskilstune-Kuriren" of the 26th May describes the 
whole affair as a scandal, and declares that Swedish troops 
should keep away from political and unpatriotic ceremonies 


eof this kind. ‘The paper points out that there is a lew 
forbidding/ 
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forbidding political uniforms in Sweden and wonders how 
the Hasis could in these circumstances wear such uniform. 
The Minister of Defence should investigate the matter. 
The mare scope Nazis are allowed the more openly will they 
contimue their work to overthrow the State. 

This matter has been given so much space becmse it 


has been one of the main features of home Nazi propaganda 
during the last month. 


MN. Brandt of Borlinge, Social—Democrat, addressed 
a question to the Minister of Defence on the 20th May 
regarding the participation of Swedish officers in 
uniform in Nazi meetings. He referred in particular to 

a meeting of the 8.3.8. on the ist May in Stockholm which 
was attended by Swediaeh officers, some of whom gave the 
Nazi salute. He pointed out that in various parts of 

the country soldiers were forbidden to attend labour 
meetings. (NH. Brandt also stated that many Swedes were 
indignant because Swedish troops paraded at the burial of 
Hallberg-Cuunla.) This question to the Minister of Defence 
has only been reported in the papers "Hy Dag" (Communist) 
and "“@iteborgs Handels- och 5 jSfartstidning"~ 


Nasie in High Positions. 


Great indignation was caused by the appokiment 
during April of a well—known Swedish Nesi, Sigurd Purugérd, 
to the position of A.R.P. Ghief in one of Stockholm’ 
districts. A miuber of newspapers protested strongly, 
and five Social—Democratic Gity Councillors requested the 
Governor of Stockholm to caneel the appointment and to 
erder an investigation into the presence of Nazis in 
Stockholm’s A.R.P. organisation. Before the Governor of 
Stockholm gould take action in this matter, Purugérd 
bowed to publie opinion and himself resigned. He did this 
after a number of people in his district had refused to 
pay their A.R.P. subseriptions,. 


"Skinska Socialdemokraten" has revealed that the 
proposal to dissolve extremist parties fell through last 
gitumn because the Conservative party refused to agree 
to a ban on Svensk Opposition. This is another small ‘ | 
indication that there still exist some Nasi sympathies im / 
Gonservative circles. It is also interesting to observes 


that a well-known Nasi has been elected to the committee 


ot/ 
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ef the Conservative party in Eskiletuna. "“Eskilstuna~ 
Kuriren" hes published a protest by a mmber of local 
Conservatives against this appointment. 

In an interesting editorial of the 26th May, 
"Eskilstuna-Kuriren" reveals that the Nazi Conservative, 
Nilsson, referred to above, is also the commander of a 
company of the landstorm. It is reported that the morale 
among the men, serving under a commander who openly 
propagates Nasi opinions, is very low. The paper cannot 
understand why the local Conservative organisation has 
not got rid of the man. “Eskilstuna-Kuriren" also 
discusses the general effect on soldiers’ morale of 
service under Nasi officers and declares that these men 
regard their service under the colours as an absolute 
moc kery « 


According to a report in "Swensk Idrartidning", 
the Chairman of the National Association of Extra 
Elementary School Teachers, Folke Grip, has shown himself 

to be a confirmed Nasi who has expressed a desire to see 
Swedish Democracy liquidated. “Svensk IMrartidning" 

is extremely indignant that a Nasi should held such a 

position of responsibility and urges the association 

concerned to get rid of him as rapidly as possibile. 

In the meantime, until the association has clearly 

demonstrated its good faith by so déing, the Swedish 

Elementary School Teachers’ Association will cease to 

cooperate with it. Incidentally, this setion by the 

Elementary School Teachers” Association is a striking 

example of the anti-Nasi spirit which prevails in may 
organisations of this kind.

It was announced in the press on the 19th May that 
the responsible publisher of "Veckans P.M." had been 
acquitted on the charge brought against ham.

It was announeed in the press on the 20th May that 
the Court of Appeal had rejected uOlinen-Palngren” ° 
appeal. (See Report No. 3.) 


The Socialist Party, which, as previously reported, 
openly supports the German New Order, still denies that it 
is a Nesi party. In accordance with the rule that Nazis 
are forbidden to be members of Swedish trade unions, a 
typographer by the name of Hilmer Sylvin has been excluded 
from his union.

K.G. Westman, the freedom of the press and our home Nazis. 
Marginal notes to a newly-published book. 


It is well-known that the Minister of Justice, K.G. Westman, 
often makes use of the right conferred by the press freedom law 
to confiscate without trial written mtter which has led to "mis- 
umierstanding with a fereign power". It is also well-known that 
the Minister of Justice hes used this prerogative mainly against 
democratic and communist newspapers and writings and that the nasi 
publications have if not entirely then almost entirely escaped 
Herr Westman’s seal for confiscation. 

The matter was discussed during the question—-time debate in 
the First Chamber on the 2ist of March. Herr Westmam then defended 
his conduct by saying that all depended om the "reaction" which ce 
statements produced abroad. According to the press freedom law the 


Minister of Justice could only confiscate those issues of newspapers 
or writings which have caused a "reaction" ("misunderstanding") on 
the part of a foreign power, And the statutes shall according to 
paragraph 84 of the constitution be interpreted according to their 
text. 

It has however happened on several occasions that issues of 
various newspapers have been confiscated by the Minister of Justice 
before they can have come to the knowledge of a foreign power and 
before any such “misunderstanding” can reasonably have been caused. 
Herr Westman had something to say in defence of this practice. The 
gist of the defence was that a certain foreign power had informed 
Herr Westman that statements of a certain nature were likely to 
give rise to a misunderstanding. When statements of this nature 
were made in the Swedish press there was a strong presumption that 
the foreign power would announce that a misunderstanding had | 
occurred. 
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To this can be said thet the press freedom law does not give 
the Minister of Justice the right to confiscate other writings 
than those that have really caused the “misunderstanding”. And as 
has been stated the statutes are to be interpreted according to 
their text. 
One finds that Herr Westmans “s argument is not quite incont est- 
able. He even says that the statutes mst be interpreted literally; 
he expresses himself in this way when he goes out to explain why 
so many democratic and so few nazi newspapers have been confiscated. 


Herr Westman even says that he can leave the literal interpretation 
of the statutes; this applies to the cases where a foreign power 


has ammounced that statements of a certain nature will cause a. 
misunderstanding. In both cases HerrWestman argues so that he 
can have the opportunity of intervening against democratic organs. 


A press which almost always causes 2 "misunderstan¢ 


It is right and proper that one should avoid misunierstandings 
with foreign powers —- whatever it might entail. But there is a 
danger that Herr Westman, in his desperate attempt to avoid misunder~ 
standings of this nature, may be misunderstood in his own country. 

The practice of confiscation, which Herr Westman has followed, 
and the defence, which he adduced on the 21st of March, look really 
very peculiar. 

There is a strong tendency to belittle or entirely to over- 
look the activity of the nazi press. About a year ago one could 
read in a Stockholm newspaper a little headline running as follows; <- 
"The nazi newspaper confiscated". As if there was only onej In 
actual fact there are several, and one must not let oneself be 
misled by the fact that all of them now avoid covering themselves 
with the description “national—socialist". 

Many people perhaps do not red ise that the weekly paper 
Nationell Tidning (Stockholm), the organ of the Nationella Firbund, 
for many years has been following a clearly nasi course. The | . 
belittlement of eerything that is happening in this quarter no 
: Nasi agitators like Per Engdsh and 


longer knows any bounds. 
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Rutger Essén can allow themselves in German propaganda newspapers 


to make many far-reaching foreign political statements, ineluding 
in the case of Engdahl even bitter criticism against their own 
country. The closely crutinized democrats, whose newspapers are 
confiscated from time to time, would of course never dream of 


working in an Anglosaxon newspaper. 
Everyone who is the least interested in truth and justice mst 
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recognise that measure is not given for measure here. 
Nasism in Sweden. 


Recently a book came out which gives those interested a good 
opportunity of finding theix way about the Swedish nazi press. It 
is Holger Carlssons work "Nazism in Sweden. A word of warning”. 
What first strikes one is the author’s sober and clear stile. He 


has resolved to write "a Baedecker” of nasism in Sweden, built 
chiefly on statements in the nasi press, and he has succeeded extra- 
ordinarily well with his task. One must be grateful for having had 
at least the main features of our nazis’ organising work made clear 
in this form. The book should be read by all who are the least 
interested in what is afoot. We certainly do not believe that nazism 
has a glowing future in our country, but it would be unreasonable 
to attribute no importance to the movement. By their particularly 
far-reaching affiliation with the regim in a certain other ecuntry 
our home nazis in the present circumstances undeniably constitute 
a factor of great importance. 

Only sometimes does Holger Carlsson depart from his resolution 
only to describe the organising side of Swedish mazism. He must 


now and then touch on the various organisations’ programmes and 
activity. He maintains that many of our nagi organisations, parti- 
cularly during the years immediately prior to the outbreak of the 
second world war,were largely engaged in spying on German refugees and 
that in this comection they were acting at the bidding of a foreign 
power. Illustrative of the mentality is the Wiklund "“attentat" of 
January,1934, which the author recalls in a list of "attentats, 


assults, scandals and such like" given at the end of the book.

Wiklund, who was a nasi, got a comrade to arremgd « wound in his 
ara with a pistol shot and then applied to the police and accused 
an unidentified German refugee as the perpetrator.

They are fine purposes 
that have at least partially helped to foster the anti-foreigner 
hysteria which flares up a@ times in our country. 


Where one can take any liberties. 


The part of our home nazis“ activity with which one can most 
easily come into contact is their press. It has now many ramifica- 
tions both in Stockholm and in the provinces and one can easily fol- 
low one issue after another, since the Minister of Justice’s attention 
seems but intermittently to be fastened on to the press publications 
in question. | 


Holger Carlsson recalls that the nasi paper Dagens Eko in 
November 1940 defended the nazi spies Renhammar, Pott and Torin, 


who had been recently unmasked, with the words "They have been guided 
by seal for Sweden's best --—". 


Characteristic of nagi journalism are the unveiled threats of 
revenge, which the gentlemen later with the help of a certain foreign 
power, are to take on their democratic opponents. The nazi paper 


Nationell Tidning (Stockholm) replied to its opponents on the 10th 
of October 1940 as follows: 


"No. one has been named, but neither has 
anyone been forgotten. We will content ourselves with assuring the 


gentlemen that the matter has been noted for the future. The leading 


gifted with an extraordinarily good memory". 

Dagens Eko —- editor: Axel Molund - described it towards the end 
of 1940 as "an act of cleanliness to render harness press gungsters" 
like Eskilstuna-Kuriren’s upright editor Selander. At the same time 
Herr Molund made violent threats to Nya Dagligt Allehanda’s chief 


editor Herr Ragnar Ekman. "In the none too distant future a change 


of regime will come to this country", wrote Dagems Eko, "which will 
bring the National-socialists to power. Unless Herr Ekman puts an 


end to his deliberate lies we will bear his conduct in mind on the 
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day when we have a little more of a say than now." As the editor 


Ekman did not keep silent the rag continued its threats unchecked. 

A very large ‘soutien of the Swedish people is probably not at 
all in a position to follow Minister of Justice Westman’s subtle 
comments on the theme "misunderstanding with a foreign power". Most. 
people think about the freedom of the press tines days in roughly 
the following terms:- It is pretty odd that a certain section of the 
press may publish any sort of lies, infamies and threats while 
enother section of the press is prevented from publishing corroborated 
and completely true evidence of what is happening in Norway.

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Please see my further minutes on N 4098 and 
N 4261. I agree entirely with Mr.Nutting that, 
apart from the portion of the M.E.W. draft telegran 
dealing with rubber and the War Trade Agreement, 
the question is one for the Foréign Office since 
it involves the question whether the Swedish 
Government have been guilty of a breach of 
neutrality under international law.

From Philipsons to American Legation. 


The repair work done on Finnish and German army passenger 
cars, ordinary trucks and busses has been carried out with the approval 
of the Swedish Government authorities. It seems that sometime after the 
new trade agreement between Sweden and Germany had been concluded, an 
additional special agreement-was made, part of which providing for 
certain articles and material to be exported by Germany to Sweden and 
Sweden in return to allow repairing of aforementioned types of automo- 
-biles in Sweden. It no doubt developed during the conversations, which 
took place prior to the conclusion of the agreement, that it had been 
discussed which concern would be most suitable for the purpose, it 
being preferable to both sides to avoid splitting up on too many shops, 
which would make the control of the authorities much more difficult. 
There are in this country only very few major automobile companies and 
out of these Ford and General Motors could not be considered on account 
of the American ownership. Out of the remaining Volvo could hardly- 
undertake the work, in view of the fact that its entire capacity is taken 
up by work -of special nature for the government, and there remained 
therefore only Philipsons. This concern has in addition to its large 
shops in Stockholm also a large building in Sundsvall, which due to its 
location and facilities had been found specially suitable for handing 
at least some of the cars and thus saving the transportation to Stockholm 
and back north. It is therefore conceivable that the Sundsvall facili- 
ties might been mentioned in the special egreement previously referred 
“to-and that later on it’ was necessary to also make use of the Stockholm 
shops.

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CLOSURE IN MR. MALLET'S LETTER OF OCTOBER 28TH, 1942 


: The Minister said he agreed, but that the 
Swedish Government still seemed to fear that if 

they suddenly faced the Germans with the complete 
stoppage of all transits both of men on leave and 

of stores the result might be a German attack on 
Sweden. I myself did not think this probable in 
present circumstances, but it was more likely that 
the Germany reaction would be to cut off all coal 
imports from Germany, refuse further safe conducts 
for Swedish ships from the Americas to Gothenburg 
and, in effect, exercise such economic pressure as 
to bring Sweden to her knees. the result would 
then be a Sweden forced into complete economic 
dependence upon Germany and political subservience 
would presumably follow. in my view a completely 
independent Sweden daring to flout all German 
demands was not to be hoped for at the present 

stage of the war. The present position was, 
however, infinitely preferable for us and of less 
benefit to Germany than a Sweden either occupied b 
mane Seceps OF at least harnessed to the "Geraan 
econ order.

Polijee. The agitation against the Nagie in the Police Force 
ani the armed forces must be mid to date from the 15th 
August When the Syndicalist paper "Arbetaren” published a 
facsimile reprodvetion of a letter written by a Svedish 
Police Constable named Sjtholm to 4 colleague, requesting 
the latter to became Nazi Jrow Leader for the Criminal In- 
vestigation Department of the folice Force. Sjtholm styled 


himself "Bloek Leader for the Police Foree” and revealed that 
he was engaged in recruiting mombers for Svensk Opposition 
among the Police. 

It has for a lomge time been feared in many quarters 
that the Swedish Police Foree is more or less infected with 
fagiem. Theee fears may well have been exageerated, but this 

letter/ 
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letter showed that policemen did exist who belonged to a 
definite Nagi party. The result was that the matter attrac- 
ted the very greatest oublic attention, and the letter was 
reproduced in many other newspapers. Interviewed by the 
press, a representative of the ‘wedish !olicemen’s Union 
admitted that certein “Nazi elements did exist amon: the 
younser men. Meanwhile, the Nasi press published a state- 
ment by the Chairman of the Stockholm Detectives Union, 
Helletrim, defending Sjcholm lellstriim isa shareholder 
in the company which publishes "Den ivenske". This faet 
alone shows that Nasi influence in the ‘olice Foree is not 
inoensiderable. the Chief *olice Constable announeed that 
the political views of all a plicants for entry into the 
Police Porce wore invariably investivated and that extree- 
mists were refused admission, 

The oress was unmanimous in its indignation. Jifierent 
newspapers repeated over and over again the argument that, 
although every Swede was of course entitled to hold his own 
views, the members of the Police Force mainteined by the 
Swedish people to protect their Democratic <tute from within 
must not be comected with movements which consrired acainst 
this “tate. ‘The result of this campaign was that an official 
enguiry was launched, resultin, in an announcement on the 
22nd August that <jcholm had been removed to another depart- 
ment and that the question of disciplinary acti on had been 
submitted to the folice Council. This preliminary enquiry 
also showed that the number of »olicemen who professed Nazi 
Views was very emall, Some time after this, the ‘olice 
Couneil sentenced 5 jUholm to five days” loss of pay for 
"displaying stupidity in the performance of his duties". 
The vrees laughed at this absurdly mild punishment. 

It was wlso amouneed in the prees on the 22nd Aucust

| Aymed Forces. The agitation against Nazis in the "olice 
Foree was cradually extended to apply to the Nazis, partieu- 
) lerly Wasi officers, in the armed forces. Thus a number of 
the e bove-mentioned resolutions adopted by the various labour 
and political organisations demanded that the Jovernnent 
should take steps against officers who conducted propaganda 
‘in the armed forces, and against any unreliable elements 
whieh misht exist there. The sharpest spur to the Jovernment 
was an atteaek on the Minieter of Defence published in the 
swedish TUC jourmal, YackfSreningsrireisen, of the 2lst 
August, citings various known cases oi Nagis holdin. active 
commands. the Minister of befence himself delivered a speech 
on the subject on the 30th August in which he admitted that 
Communiets and Nagsis were equally unreliable elements in the 
defence forces, but claimed that steps had been taken to 
deal with the danger in the event of war.

County and municipal elections were held in sweden 
at the end of September. The remnants of FPlyg’s Socialist 
Party provided the enly Nagi candidates, exoept in Helsing- 
borg where the so-called Nationalists held on to three out 
of their four seats. On the whole, 5 .edish Nagis were 
advised by their leaders to boycott the elections, or else 
to vote for Ply« in thoge districts where is supporters 
were standing for election. Nationella FUrbundet advised 
iw members to vote if possible for the Agrarians, while 
Per Sngdahl instructed his supporters in Malmié to vote for 
the Conservatives. (This is not surprising in view of

This report reveals 
that Fly. is regarded as an important personality in Swedish 
and forei:m Nasi circles. He has apparently cooperated 
closely with the NODAP representative in Stockholm, ‘agener, 
who was transferred to Rome in the beginning of August. He 
is al@o a member of the Nagi Committee referred to below. 


Folkets Dacblad. ‘ils Flyg’s newspaper is "Volkets Dagblad", 
which came inte existence aguin at the end of June as an 
evenins paper. It is a mall eight-page publication, which 
appears to cater for quite the most depraved Masi circles. 
No rumour is too wild, no allegation too improbable do 
receive publicity in this newspaper, which makes not the 
slichtest attempt to observe the normal rules of decent 


journalism. / / 
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journalism. Its sensational headlines and absurd reading 
matter place it almost on a par with "Veckans P.M.", (now 
extinet) and it is not impossible that its editorial per 
sonnel may have been partly recruited from the ranks of the 
latter’s staff. Ite main headings have inoluded: 
"STALINGRAD’S FAL. “ILL @ND THE VAR" g "SSPIONAGE MATERIAL 


SUPPLI®> BY SYCOKHOLM TOvN” (a reference to a Stockhola 
town guide book); “TdUTKA METHODS AGAINST STOCEHOLM POLICE 
MEN" (a reference to the enquiry inte the presenee of Nasis 
in the Police Foree); "BRITIS! ACTIVITY AGAINST NUNDIC 
COUMTRISS" (based on the Oslo raid), “RUSSIA CANNOT CURVIVE 
rr INT OR", etce, ete. The paper hae published a series 
of aticles entitled "Stockholm, the Ssepionace Centre”, 
which have dealt at lengcth with the « ctivities of the 
tiekman gang, the “ollweber case, stc., etc. These absurd 
ami wildly exaccerated articles have been quoted in all 
seriousness by the Jerman press. It would seem as though 
"Polkets Dazblad” is being used by the Jermans to spread 
rumours and lies of the very wildest kind. 


Yet another attempt to unite the various Magi orga-e- 
nisations in sweden was apparently made on the lOth October 
when a meeting of various leadin: Sagis was held at the 
Manhem Rooms in Stockholm. It would appear that the insti- | 
sator of the meeting was Dérector Weibull of Landskrona, | 
who hae already financed earlier attempts to unite Swedish 
Nazie in one organisation. The meeting was attended by 
about 70 persons including Ritger Sseén, with fellow members 
of the Hationelle Firbund, representatives of the SSS, Per 
Sngdahl, set Bjurner, Carl Steen, Mile Flyg, Gunnar Prawits, 
Professor Pallin, ete. An interestinzs feature was the 
attendance of « man whose name has not previously been 
comnected with Nagi activities, Frederik Sehéle, Manager 
of the Osram Company in Stockholm. This explains perhaps ; 
why Osram advertisements frequently appear in the Basi press. | 
The meetins was apparently very lively, and Yeibull plaine § 
tively confessed that he had already spent almost 100,000 
kronor on unitins Swedish Nasis. 

It is impossible to judge what degree of cooperation 
has actually been arrived at, but it is a fact that the 
various Nagi parties are now collecting signatures to an 
anti-Communist mnifesto which they later intend to submit 
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i to the Goverment with « demand for the prohibition of the 

Commmnist party. It is also fairly evident that there is 
some form of cooperation behind the anti-Communist campaign 
whieh they have all launched at the same time. 

The Haakon Meyer report referred to earlier throws 
further light on the cooperation which has been established 
between the Nasi parties. According to this report, Sehble 
was regponeible for founding the committee, which consists 
of Sandstrim and tesén of Nationella Firbundet, Lindholm and 
Prawits of the S55, and Plyg. tthble himself and Professor 
Pallin are also on the committee, Its object is evidently 
to eoliect money, and to coordinate the programmes of the 
three parties concerned. It is to be noted that svensk 
Upposition is apparently not represented. This may be 
due to a desire to retain its connexions with the Conser- 
vatives by not openly ascociating with other Nasi parties. 

In addition to the Meyer report, which showed that 
some cooperation between iwedish and foreign Nasis did 
exist, there is the fact that a mumber of Swedish Nasis, 
ineludins apparently an engineer by the name of Justayv 
Bonde, arrived in Norway some time in August to study the 
Nasgjonmal Jamling and the New Order. 


The activities of the Jagzi cleri::yman Bhedin, editor 
of “Kiteborgs Stiftetidning", have at last attracted widee 
spread attention. At the end of Aiigust, iis paper deliver- 
ei an attack on the Norwegian Bishop Bergsgrav, to the great 
indicnation of the prees and of publie opinion all over the 
country. ‘The article in question was apparently written 
by Gumnar Thorén, editor of the StrUmstad newspaper 
"Bohusposten"” (whieh, however, does not show any evidence 

Of Nasi eympathies;. Vurious branches of the Swedish 
Clergy Association have adopted resolutions condemning 
Rhedin for hie activities, but another clergyman, d.?,. 
Marelius, of 3lfp, has defended him. The Board of the 
newspaper resigned, and Rhedin’s opponents protested to 
the dgothenburs Chapter against his activities. In their 
protest they alleged that khedin conducted Nagi propaganda 
both in hie sermons and his confirmation classes, and 
referred to his recent visit to Germany. Certain members 
of Rhedin*s parish (Siive) have repeatedly requested that 
he be removed, but they are evidently not in the majority. 
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At the Chureh Couneil elections which were held on 
the 26th October, ithedin and some of his supporters were 
re-elected into the Chureh Council of Sve, but the oppo- 
sition to the party ocbteined an equal muaber of seatea on 
the Council. it will now hove tobe decided by lot which 
party will provide the Chairman. Heanwhile, thedin has 
rejected the accusations directed against him, and requested 
the Gothenburg Chapter to exonorate him. It is perfectly 
evident that there is a considerable body of opinion noe 
bilieed azsinst him and it is possible that some exaggerated 
stctements heave been made, but the fact remains none the 
less that ithedin has now for some years been the editor of 
"“'teborgs -tiftstidning" anc has thus clearly shown him 
self to be a Nazi. It does seem az though he had a cone 
siderable mumber of supporters in his own particular 
Gistriect. Thus at the extruordinary meetin, of the board 
of “Gdteborgs Stiftstidning” on the 27th Vctober, which 
was held to diseuss the newspaper’s policy, ithedin was 
supported by three other clergymen —- kyrkoherde Fahl, 
kyrkoherde Heldén and komminister Serell. It appeared that 
thedin end bis supporters held 230 of the 450 shares and 
consequently had the controlling interest. ciheiin possessed 
130 shares, and a large mumber were also held by a bank 
manager Gaulled Carl Carlasoun.e. At the end of this meeting 
of shareholders a new Board was electec consisting of 
khedin, kyrkoherde Khodin, .ven .ndersson of ivensby, a 
farmer, fF. Justeveon of sothenburg, a business man, and 
komminister Jarell.

Although it has been planned on similar 
lines to Carlson’s book, it ic in fact as unlike the latter 
ae it could be. In place of the ealm and factual tone 
adopted by Carlson the writers of this book (said to be 
C.E. Carlberg, Miles Flyz, and Amel Molund) heave launched 
into wild allegations and abourd accusations. Not only 
is the book full of exaggerations but there are many things 
that are aptually inaccurate. Its absurdity is shown by 
the faet that Manfred Bjirkquist, Bishop of ‘Stockholm, 

is amonz the persons classed in the index as a "Bolshevik". 

Amy peregon who has signed appeale for humanitarian 
help to Norway ie also classed as a Bolshevik, but the 
Minieter of Justice and the Minister for Poreizn Affairs 
are discreetly flattered, as also the Agrarian Party.

The fight against Comounism appears to be one of 
the few lines of agitation which the various Nasi parties 
have in common.

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Closely commected with this lime of propaganda is the 


repeated assertion that the Allies are incapable of 
waging suecessful warfare. The general inefficiency mani- 
fest in the Allies” conduct of the war io in fact a very 
popular topie. Prominence is also given to every sign 
of friction between the Allies, particularly Russia and 
Britain, and a surprising amount of attention is also 
‘paid to the alleged discontent in the British "mpire. 
The above are the main lines of Verman propaganda 
in iweden. It is interestin,; to observe that comparatively 
‘little attention is paid to the Allies” shipping losses 
and shipping shortage, of which the Jermans talk so fre- 
quently, and that there is very 11ttl anti-Semitic propa-e- 
anda. It is also comparutive rarely that ome finde any 
allegations that morale in the allied countries is low, 
lor that the ReAeF. raids on Jermany are ineffective.

There have been some indications that the Swedes 
resent the fact that the Ufa Film Company supplies the 
cinemas with Swedish news reels and that the commentator 
speaks of “our air force" and “our Foreign Minister".

birthday. (see earlier report regarding the politieal

| A rather ouricus ineident cecurred in September 

| when Svensk Opposition held its ammal meeting in Malmb.

A telegram was 
received in return in which King Gustaf thanked *eibull 
for his friendly greetings.

The Chairman 
is a certain Folke igeratrim. The object of the Club 
is obviously to take the place of the Heimdal Society. 


justeav Sriksson’s book “Alarm <— a last warning” 
whieh eeeks to show that Sweden is on the edge of a 
Communist revolution, ws confiscated immediately on 
publication, and legal proceedings were brought. The 
oublisher at onee produced another edition which was 
Called “New Alarm” but was otherwise identical with the 
first. It was also confiseatec, but sot until some 
hundred copies had been distributed to warious parts of 
Sweden. ‘Some surprise was caused in Stockholi because 
"Stockholme*“Tidninzen" published advertisements for the 
book after it had been confiseated. 


An inoident which has attracted some attention is 
the election as a Soeial—Demoerat to Fliysta Town Counsil 
of a policeman named Dahl who is known for his Masai 
sympathies. This man is apparently a registered member 
of Svensk Opposition, but neverthelese has succeeded in 
duping the Soecial-—Democrate of Flysta. 


The Jerman Information Bureau’s magasine "Tyska 
eter", has now replaced the Swedish oublieation "Tysk 
Revy", whieh was previously distributed from Berlin. This 
Was announced in the issue of "Tyska jlister” of the ®°th 
\ugust, which stated that it had been so successful and 
Was 20 much appreciated by the Swedish publie that 1¢ would 
in future be sent to those persons who had previously re- 
ceived "Tyak ievy". "Tyoka Nister”" is a well-edited and 
attractive publication and ite tome is more quiet and more 
econvineing. than thet of other jJerman propaganda literature.

SWEDISH LABOUR NOTES December 1941. 


I, LOCAL COOPERATION IN THE LABOUR MOVEMENT 


1. The Swedish Trade Unicn Federation, the Social Democratic Party, the Social 
Democratic Youth Association and the Social Democratic Women’s Association, have 
issued a joint circular requesting their affiliated organisations to form local co- 
ordination committees, The circular points out that new circumsiances and the 
Labour movement’s own development have created a situation cailing for new forms of 
organisation and propaganda methods, The division of the Labour movement into indus- 
trial, cultural and political organisations is a practical matter, but it can entail 
a diffusion of effort if the basic unity of the movement is not sustained. For this 
reason local coordination committees should be set up everywhere, comprising represen- 
tatives of the industrial md political labour organisations, 


2. These committees will not encroach upon the internal work of the individual or- 
ganisations, Their main object is to strengthen them and to achieve greater power 

for them all through better cooperation. Where local Trades Councils exist their 
committees should appoint the industrial representatives on the committees, In other 
cases the local Trade Union branches should jointly agree upon representatives, and 

the same applies to the local branches of the Youth and Women’s Associations, There 
should be en equal number of industrial and political representatives on the committees, 


3, It has been laid down that the objects of these coordination committees are: 


a) To promote understanding and cooperation between the various labour organisa~ 
tions. 


b) To rally the members by organising social and propaganda activities. 


o) To ensure a sufficient supply of interested and capable people to ) ae 
carry out the many functions of the labour movement, 

Ae In order to achieve these results a general programme of work has been\laid down : 
for the committees, It includes the arrangement of joint social, information and 
propaganda meetings, in which the members of the local organisations themselves are to 
be used as far as possible; the planning and organisation of local propaganda, and the 
distribution of printed material emanating from the central organisation; the arrange- 
ment of joint educational work, whereby the members of the different organisations 
are brought into close contact and possible difficulties between them smoothed out; 
propaganda among politically interested labour people for participation in the Trade 
Union Movements; propaganda among trade unionists, particularly those who are collec- 
tively affiliated to the Party, for active participation in political work; propaganda 
for affiliation to the Youth Movement; and measures to ensure that yo,ng people leaving 
the local Youth branch shall transfer to the senior organisations, and become active 
members, both in the local Labour Party branch and their appropriate Trade Unions, 


II. GHANGES IN FOOD CONSUMPTION 


le Comparisons made by the Swedish State Food Commission between food rations in 
Sweden and seven other European countries (based on the figures applying on December 
5th 1941) indicate that only one of the countries has smaller rations of bread and 
other cereal products than Sweden, The other six have larger rations than Sweden, and 
one of them has nearly “twice as large rations. With regard to fats the Swedish rations — 
are also lower than most others, Denmark, for instance, has a ration of 1,500 grammes - 
butter per month, While Sweden has a ration of 536 grammes of butter and 536 grammes 
of margarine, In two countries mat and pork are not rationed at all, and in the others 
the rations are about the same, or slightly smaller than in Sweden. MThe situation is 
about the same regarding eggs and cheese. The figures for milk differ greatly between — 
the countries, and are frequently changing. Sweden is in a better position than most of 
the seven comparative countries with regard to sugar, coffee, cocoa and tea, The re—- — 
latively stringent bread ration is wholly due to the fact that Sweden’s stocks do not 
permit a larger amount, and if a shortage of meat arises in the New Year, it will be 
due to the blockade and the bad domestic harvest of fodder. The Chairman of the 
Commission states that there is no export of foodstuffs from Sweden except to Finland 
and Norway, and the small food export to Norway is taking place in exchange for commo- 
dities such as herring.

| gumption, The fact that the vitamin C content has been maintained so Well is .ascribed, 
' gmong other things, to an inereased consumption of potatoes and root crops. 


3. The investigation has also revealed that in comparison with the same period in 1940 
less fat, cheese,.eggs, meat, pork, green vegetables, fruit and berries, sugar, syrup,and 
coffee were consumed, There was an increase in the consumption of milk, fish (fresh 
herring, Baltic herring) and potatoes. In comparison with the immediately preceding 
quarter (second quarter 1941) there was a decrease in the comsumption of eggs, cheese, pork 
cereal products and coffee, and an increase in the consumption of milk, fish, and sugar. 
The total expenditure on food per person and day amounted to 1.24 kr. This was about the 
same as for the preceding quarter, but 5% higher than the third quarter of 1940, An 
important reason why the increased expenditure on food was restricted to 5% was the price 
rebate for fat and milk. Of the 425 households participating in the enquiry, 88% were 
entitled to price rebates for fats and &% to price rebates for milk, ° The breadwinner ’s 
income in the families concerned averaged 304 kr. per month, 


TII, RATIONING AND LIVING CONDITIONS 


| 1, A Swedish "Gallup Institute" has recently been established, and is being supported | 

| by the Swedish Cooperative Union, among other organisations, Its first investigation, 7 
which has just been concluded, has been to ascertain the sufficiency of rations, One ; 

| thousand citizens of Stockholm, statistically selected to represent the population of the | 
entire city, were asked whether their rations sufficed of flour and bread, butter, meat, 

_ pork, sugar, coffee, tea and soap. The results showed that working class families find 

| it difficult to manage on their bread and butter rations, More than half of the inter- | 

| viewed working class families considered that the bread ration was insufficient, and three-. 


fourths that the butter ration was not enough, This is chiefly due to the custom of eat- L 
ing a sandwich lunch at work, More than half of the families explained that they were 
content with’ the meat ratitms buttwo-thirds of them thought the pork ration was insuffi- 
cient. Sugar was sufficient for three-fourths of the families, but 90% of them considered 
that the coffee ration was not large enough. Just over one-half were satisfied with the~ 
g0ap ration, eo ee 
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2. The investigation also gave an idea as to the sufficiency of the rations in house- 
holds of varying sizes. Jn general, single persons managed better than famibies, but in 
certain cases the situation improves the larger the family grows. For instance, for a 
working class family of five persons the meat suffices better than for a family of two 
persons, With regard to bread, om the other hand, the situation is reversed, 


3e According to the same investigation a much larger proportion of middle class families 

are satisfied with the rations, Fish is used on a fairly large scale to eke out the 

. diet, while prices prevent working class families from doing the same to any great extent, 
Among the better situated people the rations cause even less trouble, This class has 
several additional possibilities such as eking out the meat with game and poultry, dining 
at restaurants, etc. For a large number the soap ration is sufficient because a great 
part of the laundry is sent out. 


4. The following table shows the percentages of different classes which find their 
rations sufficient:

5. The Stockholm labour paper "Social—Demokraten" publishes the results of an enquiry 
made by the Social Democratic Women’s Agsociation, regarding the effect of the crisis upom 
the living conditions for the poorest classes. From their enquiry it appears that the 
increased fuel costs have made therent problem more acute. Rent increases have been 
less for families living in hired apartments with central heating than for families living 
in subsidised cottages (smAstugor). Many of the latter report that their housing ex- 
penses have risen by 20 percent, although there is still general dissatisfaction at the 
difficulty of getting sufficient fuel. Im order to overcome this difficulty many cottage 
owners are taking in lodgers. There appears to be considerable difficulty in meeting 
hire purchase commitments, and particularly distressing is the fact that many families 
have had to let their insurances expire. 


6. The rise in food prices has also meant radical changes in family budgets, and among 
the families interviewed there were cases:in which 65 percent and more of the weekly in- 
come was spent on food. 


i" 
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Te ##Dishes prepared from cereals play a very great part in the diet of such families, 


When meat is eaten it is often in the form of sausage or lights, i.e. the cheapest kinds 
of meat obtainable. Soups, which were formerly not very popular, are now being used 

to a increasing extent, particularly vegetable soups. The butter md milk rebates have 
been of great value, enabling the families at least to maintain their farmer standard 
in this respect. | 


8, Where the rations are insufficient it is often the housewife herself who eats less 


‘go that the other family members can have anough. In general all the families inter- 
viewed make it clear that the parents make sacrifices for their children, In some cases 
‘inferior scap qualities and a lower gas pressure have greatly increased the time which 
the housewife has to spend upon lauhdry work.

IV. LABOUR AND THE HOUSING PROBLEM | 


1. An important housing conference was held on December 11-12 in Stockholm, under the 
auspices of the Social Democratic Women’s Association. The Minister for Social Affairs, 
Mr. Gustav Méller, opened the conference with a general review of the question, and | 
addresses were given by some of the most outstanding experts in Sweden. It is intended 
that this conference is to be followed by a serics of district conferences on the subject, 


' 


2e In the course of his address the Social Minister said that the first important nat- 
jonal effort in the housing sphere was made in 1933, during the depression, when it Was 
realised that encouragement of the building industry was one of the most important means 
of counteracting unemployment. A Government committee submitted proposals for housing 
improvements in the rural areas, and as a result 65,000 rural dwellings had been improved 
up to 1939. Another important measure aimed at building cheap dwellings for large 
families. At the outset this measure applied only to towns and urban areas. Up to the 
present 6,000 flats have been built under this scheme, but the pace of building cannot 
be said to have been satisfactory, 


3. The Minister emphasised that a family dwelling should include at least two rooms 

and a kitchen, even for the smallest families, But statistics show that the dominating 
type of dwelling in the Swedish towns is one room and a kitchen, It will be a very pro 
tracted work to create a better standard of space. There is no simple way of reducing 
rents, and no one has dared consider such a radical solution as extending State rent 
subsidies to all below a certain income level. He did not comsider that the methods 
applied in Vienna under social democratic rule could be applied in Sweden, but he empha- 
sised that in one way or another it mst be possible to offer family dwellings comprising | 
at least two rooms, at rents Which ordinary people could afford to pay. 


4. mn official of the Social Ministry, Dr. Alf. Johansson, quoted new figures indicating 

how the standard of space had been substantially improved during the 1930’s. The relativ 

meer of Bos hl noneescies in he moat ioe’ apartments had considerably decreased between 
5 aking the long view, the only rational measure is to eo centra 
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upon building larger dwellings, but at the moment the immdiate problem is to be able to 
build at all. Extensive State and Municipal measures are needed in arder to effect a 
desirable improvement in the standard of family dwellings. It was as reasonable to 
spend some hundreds of millions of kronor in giving the children a satisfactory home 
environment as in expending similar sums on their education in the Schools. 


5. The head of the Cooperative Housing Movement, Mr. Sven Wallanrer, statea that the 
shortage of material was disturbing, and the rise in prices entailed great risks for 
builders. Unfortunately the building industry was badly organised and badly managed, 
It sufferedfrom a regrettable conservatism and a regrettable disinclination towards 
careful planning and rationalisation of the details of labour processes. 


6e In this connection it is interesting to note that a detailed scheme for an organisa-~ 
tion in the building industry om a par with the A.R.P. Inspectorate, and called the 
Reconstruction Inspectorate has been submitted to the Minister for Social Affairs, 

This plan calls for a classification of the country’s buildings from a utilitarian view- 
point, planned organisation of supplies of material and serial plans for provisional 
dwellings. The central authority, the Reconstruction Inspectorate, should have a per- 
manent techmical staff, anda reconstruction manager should be appointed in every local 
government area.  Foremen and other workers should be registered and mobilised at need 
under the National Service Act. Tools and machines should be requisitioned from private 
firms. The first task of the inspectorate, however, should be to endeavour to settle the 
supply question, so as to make the building industry entirely independent of foreign 
material. 


V. EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT IN NOVEMBER 1941 


le According to the joint report of the State Social Board and the State Labour Market 
Commission, the employnient situation in November was remarkably stable. The changes 
which did take place were relatively unimportant and were mostly of a seasonal nature, 

As usual, the seasonal decline in employment was most apparent in agriculture and Suilding| 
The number of unemployed seeking relief, which had been eaten declining ever since) 
February, showed an increase again in Hoveaber. 
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2e The Social Board employment statistics show that the number of workers amployed , 
in industry proper was ebout the same at the end of November as a month earlier, but that 
employment in the building industry and costructional work showed a substantial decline, 
Judging from information supplied by the Trade Unions, however, caditions were more 
favourable than at the same time in1940._ — 


3. At the end of October, the Trade Unions” figures of unemployment showed that 8.2 
percent of the total membership of the Unions were unemployed, compared with 7.3 percent 
amonth earlier, At the end of Novembsr the number of unemployed seeking relief was 
14,781, an increase of 2,171 on the previous month. Most of the new applicants were 
urban building workers, 

4. A comparison between conditions in November 1941 with the same period during 1940 
and 1939 shows that the number of workers employed in industry and associated occupations 
was somewhat higher than in 1940, but about 6 percent lower than in 1939. One favourable 
point about conditions in November 1941 was that short-time work did not occur on the same 
scale as during the previous year. The Trade Tnions” figures of unemployment were con- 
siderably lower than at the same time in 1940, but somewhat higher than in 1939. The 
November 1941 figure of unemplqyed seeking relief 1 was the Lowest registered heccescitel 1989 
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VI. INCOMES AND UNEMPLOYMENT IN 1942 


1, An estimate of the amounts taxable for State Income and Property Tax during 1942 
has been prepared by the State Accountant General’s Office, This shows a total taxable 
amount of 7,266 million krmor for individuals, unproved estates and family foundations, 
This represents an increase of nearly 260 million kronar on the amount taxable in 1941. 


2. It is estimated that incoms from services or occasional work will increase by about 
5 percent. According to information from the State Social Board, the number of workers © 
employed in industry proper was practically the same in 1941 as in 1940, Taking into 
aoe She otseo se Bhd Be ica serocnme® — the Labour Agreements now being ‘negotis 1d. »

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The wage increase in the small industries and trades is expected to be scarcely less than 
in industry proper, In the building industry, on the other hand, the total amount of 
wages paid has been reduced owing to the decrease in the volume of building, 


pr It is calculated that a considerably larger sum has been paid in wages in forestry 
and road construction owing to the rise in the number of workers employed and wages paid, 
It is expected that there will also be some increase in the total wage amount in the 

icultural industry, in tne public services, and in certain commercial and office 
activities. 


4. The State Labour Market Commission has requested an allocation of 40 million kronor 
for the promotion of works during the next budget year. The Commission estimates that 
its requirements for 1942-435 will be about as large as during the present budget year, 
on condition that exports undergo no further substantial reduction and that the import 
of raw materials and coal is maintained. 


5 The Commission received an allocation of 40 million kronor for the budget year 1941- 
42, and with the amount carried over from the previous year it had at its disposal 67.7 
million kronor, It is probable that if the labour situation remains largely unchanged, 
there will also be a substantial surplus at the end of the present budget year, although 
{it will be rather less than that at the end of the last budget year. 


VII, SEAMEN ’S ACCOMMODATION AND PENSION CONDITIONS 


1. § Two investigations of importance to seamen are now being conducted by the Swedish 
Government, One is an investigation of seamen’s accommodation on board and the other 
concerns their pension question. Both enquiries are the results of motions passed 
durihg the 1941 session of the Riksdag, 


2. The accommodation investigation is being carried out by the Board of Trade, Demands 
for an investigation of this question were also raised in the Riksdag in 1939 and 1940, 

but they did not then meet with the Riksdag’s approval, The Board of Trade claimed that 
accommodation standards on Swedish vessels were equivalent to the highest applying abroad, | 
and that the imposition of further burdens on the Shipping Industry would mean that cer- 
tain vessels could not be maintained, In the opinion of the Board, therefore, the ques- 
tion should be deferred uhtil after the war, when international negotiations could be 
commenced. 
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36 In 1941, however, the Riksdag Committee concerned insisted that much could be done 

to improve conditions without involving the owners in any major expense, It mst be 
possible, the Committee emphasised, to achieve a more reasonable relation between accommo- 
dation conditions on land and at sea, On land, the housing standard has been raised 

for the major part of the population, including small wage earners, but this has only 
widened the gulf between the housing standard on land and at sea, It is considered that 
the relatively unsatisfactory accommodation conditions on board exert some influemce upon 
the fact that about 60 percent ot the seamen leave this occupation before reaching the 

age Of twenty-—Trive. 


4. In endorsing the request for a pensions investigation, the Riksdag Committee con- 
cerned pointed out that the present pension system for seamen was largely provisional and 
only to a limited extent did it meet their claim for maintenance in old age, Doubts 
had admittedly been expressed among the ship-owners that an extended pension system for 
seamen might induce demands for similar measures from workers in other occupations, The 
Committee, however, considered that seamen are specially placed in various respects, and 
that an improvement of their pension facilities would probably help to maintain the 
supply of mahpower for this industry, 


VIII, THE SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PRESS IN SWEDEN 


1, § Preparations are now being made for the publication of a labour evening paper in 
Stockholm, The paper is to be called “Aftontininingen", and a special company, "Afton 
tidnings Aktiebolag", is being formed to run the business, The: company’s. Memorandum 
of Association was signed on December 20th 1941 by the Chairman and Treasurer of the 
Swedish Trade Union Federation, the Chairman of the Swedish Typographical Association, 
the Chairman of the Metal Workers’ Union, and. the Chairman of the General Factory Workers 
Union, According to the Memorandum, the share capital of the company is to be not less —

2. This development is the result of a motion submitted to the Congress of the T,U, 
Federation in September (see Swedish Labour Notas, September 1941, Section I, para,22). 

It is expected that the capital will almost wholly be subscribed by the T.U. Federation 
and by individual trade unions, It is they who already provide the major portion of the 
financial backing of the Swedish labour newspapers, There is already a labour morning 
paper in Stockholm, "Social-Demokraten", but the formation of the “Aftontidningen" Company 
indicates that the latter will be run as a separate administrative enterprise, 


3. When it appears, "Aftontidningen" will be the thirty-first labour daily paper in 
Sweden, In all, the Swedish labour movement has 36 general newspapers, of which three 
a pear daily,including Sundays, 27 daily, excluding Sundays, one on four days a week, 
and 5 on three days a week, 


4. Altogether there are 241 newspapers in Sweden appearing at least twice a Week. 
Of these, 38 percent support the Conservative Party, 30 percent the Liberal Party, and 
15 percent the Social Democratic (labour) Party, The remainder have no particular poli- 
tical affiliations, Of the daily papers the Labour Movement has a better propprtion, 
There are 39 Qonservative daily papers, 41 Liberal daily papers, 7 Agrarian daily papers, 
30 Social—Democratic daily papers, and 5 miscellaneous daily papers, in general, the 
circulation of the Social<Democratic papers covers the whole of the provinces in which 
they are published, They are usually printed in the chief towns and have local offices 
at important places throughout the provinces, Only in six provinces is there more than 
one Social Democrratiz paper. Most of the non-labour papers, on the other hand, circulate 
_ only in the towns of'publication and their immediate vicinity Despite their greater 
| eoverage area, however, the Labour papers have their greatest circulation in urban areas, 
while the non-Labour papers often have a bigger circulation in the rural areas, 


Se Exact circulation figures are difficult to obtain, Only the larger papers issue 
certified circulation figures. An approximate estimate has been made, however, according 
to which the total circulation of all daily papers in Sweden is about 2.4 milliom, The 
Conservative papers have & total circulation of about 670,000, the Liberal papers 1,090,000 
the Agrarian papers 100,000, the Social-Democratic papers 400,000 and other papers 120, 000, : 
The Conservative papers thus have 28 percent of the total daily paper circulation, the : 
[| usberat papers 45 percent, the Agrarian papers 4 percent, the Social-Democratic papers 
17 percent and others 6 percent, 
6. The predominance of the non-Labour - press is probably due to the fact that its publi- 
cations in the biggest towns have very large circulations, Thus, the non-Labour press 
of the three biggest towns in Sweden accounts for one-third of the total circulation for 
the whole country. The density of circulation varies in different parts of the country, 
In the province of Norrbotten the Social-Democratic papers together appear to have a greate: 
circulation than the local non-Labour papers. In central Sweden, too, the Social-Democrat: 
ic papers have good circulations, and acquit themselves well in competition, In the pro- 
vince of Scania (the chief Agrarian district) the Social-—Democratic papers have also 
achieved a very good circulation, 


7. According to the latest census figures there are 1.7 million households in Sweden, 

The Social-Democcratic press is thus represented in less than one quarter of them, On 

the other hand,it has been estimated that there are at least 800,000 households in the 
population category to which these papers appeal, The election figures substantiate this — 
conclusion, At the General Election in 1940 Labour secured 1,546,804 votes, Assumire 
that two votes were cast by each family, this would indicate that between 7-and &00,900 
copies of Social-Democratic papers could be sold to these voters, In Sweden, as in many 
cther countries, however, it is not certain that people choose a newspaper according to 
political sympathies. For instance, the Conservative Party, with a newspaper circulatim 
of between 6 -nd = 70(),090,secured 518,000 votes at the last election, the Liberal Party, 
with a circulation of more than i, 900,000, 344,000 votes, and the igen Party with a 
circulation of 100,000, also 344,000 votes, 


IX. LABOUR AND ARMY WELFARE 


1. Recommendations concerning the organisation of army welfare have now been submitted 
by a special Government Committee, appointed in October 1940. by the labour Minister of 
Defence, Mr. P.. Skidld. The prime reason why the Minister ordered this investigation 
Was a petition;from the Social Democratic Youth Association, which urged that the coonditio 
prevailing among the troops during the spring and summer of 1940 should be improved, Most 
ee! the units iacked personnel to look after the social and economic problems of the men ~ 
i to organise spare-time entertainment, and the association recommended certain measures 


~® 
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including the appointment of special officers in each unit to act as the intermediary 
between the commanding officer and the men on such questions, 


>. During the period which has elapsed since the Committee was appointed much of what 
was recommended by the Social-Democratic Youth Association has already been put into 
effect. As its work progressed, the Committee recommenda provisional measures, most 

of which were approved and applied. Its final report, therefore only includes one or 
two new recommendations, including a scheme for the reorganisation of the central adminis- 
tration of army welfare. In the main the Committee recommends that the welfare measures, 
hitherto initiated as provisional, shall be made permanent, 


3. The central administration of army welfare is at present divided between two bodies, 

a) the Central Council for Religious and Cultural Activity in the Defence Forces, and 

° the press aud information department of the Defence Staff. Although chiefly intended 
for peace conditions, the Central Council has done a great deal of additional work, e.g, 
by supplying lecturers and speakers and stimulating other cultural activity, The educa- 
tion and maintenance section of the Defence Staff's pressand information department was 
instituted at the beginning of 1940, and since then a special social section has also been 
established, 


4, The Committee now recommends that the Central Council be reorganised and in the 
futute act as an advisory body called the Army Welfare Board. It also recommends that 
the administrative organisation of army welfare be transferred to a special department 
under the Defence Staff. This department shall function both in peace and war time, 

end be divided into a cultural and religious section. The former is to include the pres- 
ent education and social section and to be headed and staffed by civilians. 


5. The Committee recommends that the present system of regimental, battalion, and 

company Welfare officers shall be retained, The status of these officers shall be that 

of assistants to the military commanders, who are thus to be ultimately responsible for 
army Welfare, These officers are now selected on account of civilian qualifications, : 
but the Committee suggests that suitable personnel shall be _ecan trained for the | 
purpose during peace time. 


6, The present Army Equcation Committees,. which have done such useful work: unier :peace co: 
ditious,are to be maintained, and their composition widened by the inclusion of representa- 
tives of the non-commissioned officers and the conscripts. The extansion of the conscrip- 
tion period (now 450 days) has greatly accentuated the problem of leisure time among the 
troops. One of the solutions advanced by the Committee is to organise suitable voluntary 
ppare-time education, principally on practical subjects connected with the civilian occupa- 
tions of the conscripts. In this connection the Committee recommends that the tuition 

be carried on in the farms which have become established in the voluntary adult education 
movement , such, as evening courses and study circles, 


7e Such courses are to be heid during three months of the winter half-year, with a maxi- 
mum of two evenings” tuition per week, The conscripts are to pay a small fee (2 kr.) 

and the courses will be led by local civilian teachers, The Committee estimates the 
enmnual cost of this work at about 250,000 kronor. The Committee also stresses the 
importance of supplying suitable premises for the use of the troops in their spare time, 
@ef- canteens, reading rooms, assmmbly halls, etc., and recommends that funds be made 
evailable for the planning and fitting up of such premises, 


X, QUISLING’S LABOUR LEADERS 


1. The Swedish T,.U. Federation Journal, "Fackforeningsrérelsen" , No, 51, 1941, publishes, 
an interesting article on the men who have been placed in command of the remnants of the 
Norwegian Labour Movement. At the beginning it points out that in June 1941 it was stated 
in Oslo that the Labour group organisation of Nasjonal Samling (N.S,.F.0.) was to be 

"the workers’ storm troop in the factories", The leader of N.S,F.0., Odd Fossum (sic) 
had attacked the trade union leaders for not having understood what had transpired, and 


because "the spirit of Martin Tranmael" was still a: force among them, 


2e During the summer it became increasingly evident that the “industrial front soldiers" | 
aimed at taking over the Norwegian Trade Union Movement, Nasjonal Samling appointed ree 
presentatives in firms where it had one or more members among the workers, and the Social | 
Department established a Labour Directorate with Odd Fossum and Erling Olsen ~ who had 
already acquired the title of "the Trade Union Quisling" - as departmental heads, As is 
known, the heads of the Norwegian T.U. Federation and the chairmen of the unions were 
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arrested on September 10th and Fossum was appointed commisarial leader of the Federation, 
He appointed a new Federution Executive and commissarial chairmen of the different unions, 
and endeavoured to prevent members from withdrawing fromthe unions or refusing to pay 


their subscriptions. 


3. Fossum has been a member of Nasjonal Samling since 1933. Now about 36 years old, 

he was formerly a cooperative shop manager at Valer in the district of Osterdalen, He 
Was a member cf the Norwegian Distributive and Allied Workers’ Union for some years, with- 
out distinguishing himself in any way in union activity. When he was fetched to Oslo 
in 1940 he was absolutely unknown both to Trade Unionists and politically interested 

people. The decisive reason why he was appointed national leader of N.5.F.0. Was probably 
a certain "gift of the gab". Apparently he is dependent upon the advice of Erling Olsen 
and Hakon Meyer, but at the same time he is supposed to be the Nasjonal Samling controller 
of the former “marxists", who are not regarded as fully reliable, 


4. The N.S.F,0O. national leader is appointed by Quisling personally. Subordinate to 
the national administration there is in every county a county deputy ("fylkesombudsman") 
with a staff corresponding to the national administration. It consists of an organiser, 
press and propaganda leader, economic director md secretary. According to Fossun, 

"the mass principle is being blotted out everywhere, and instead the leader principle is 
being introduced from the highest to the lowest organisation", 


5. When Fossum was aprointed a departmental head of the Labour Directorate last summer,’ | 
he took over the arrangement of the so-called new social measures. Ag he never had any : 
intimate contact with union work before, he regards as an advantage the supers *ssion of the | 
Trade Union Movement by a labour front with State dictatorship concerning all wage and 
labour conditions. This would relieve the orgumisation of complicated questions regarding 
production and social economy and would leave only opportunities to tinker with "Kraft : 
durch Freude", "“Schénheit der Arbeit", and other institutions on the German model. : 

' 


6. Erling Olsen, who has been appointed vice-chairman of the Norwegian T.U, Federation, 
was from 1935 to the autum of 1940 secretary in Oslo of the Norwegian Municipal Workers’ 
Union. He is about 40 years old, and has had a very varied political career, He was 
a Syndicalist and a Communist before he became a member of the Labour Party. When the 
old industrial and political labour leaders left Oslo after the invasion in 1940, Olsen ) 
goon became one of the leading figures in the so-called Union Opposition Movement, To- . 
gether with like-minded persons in the Nazi-Communist fraction he was opposed to Norway’s 
defending herself, and soon made up his mind that Germany would win the war, 


7« When the old T.U. Federation leaders returned to Dslo after the capitulation in northe~ 
Norway, Olsen was persmally prepared to cooperate with Quisling, On September 28th 
1940, new leaders were forced upon the Federation, Jens Tangen becoming chairman and Olsen 
secretary. Both were representatives of the "Union Opposition Movement", But while 
Tangen, after the first excesses, began to take heed of the feeling among the members, 
Olsen became more and more extreme, Alcohol did the rest, 


8, During the winter of 1940-41 he associnted more and more with NS-circles, and became 

a personal frieud of the propaganda minister, Lunde. At the beginning of June 1941 he 
appeared as a "fighting comrade" at a N.S.F.0O. leaders’ meeting. There he declared 

no Other way was open than that which Quisling had shown, Shortly afterwards Olsen was 
appointed a departmental head of the Labour Directorate, with the task of controlling trade 
union activity. As the T.U,. Federation Executive unanimously disapproved of his actions 

he relinquished the secretaryship, but it was quite clear to everyone that he would inflict 
reprisals as soon as he had the opportunity. 


9. K&re Rein, the new Federation secretary, is a 30 year old official of the Distributive 
and Allied Workers Union, He‘has never played any independent part and is mostly regarded’ 
as a disciple of Haékon Meyer, whom he accompanied as adjutant on a study tour of Germany 
early last summer, His union refused to give him the grant he then applied for, and th 
harsh treatment meted out to the Union chairman, Albert Raaen, may be regarded as Rein’s 


reply. 


10, : Two other deserters have been appointed among the new leaders of the Federation: 
Erling Traaholt as press officer and Gottfred Gran as educational secretary, Erling Traaho 
was former editor of the temperance paper "Folket" until becoming the editor of the : 
'Sunnmjre Arbeideravis" at Alesund six or seven years ago. He is regarded as an unprincipl 
opportunist and consequently found it easy to go over to the Nazis soon after the occupa- 
tion, He was quickly appointed press leader for the Mére County, and is now to run the 
.Labour Front propaganda, 
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11,  Gottfred Gran was manager of the labour paper "Tiden" of Arendal, when he was 


arrested in the summer of 1940. He went over to the Germans and became a willing tool 
of the Gestapo already while in priwon, He was moved direct from gaol to the T,U,. 
Federation, where he was installed as educational secretary, Like Olsen, Gran has been 
a representative cf the Germans on the Executive of the Federation, During the state 
of emergency in Oslo it was noticed that Gran was in daily ontact with German police. 


12. The Federation’s old secretary, I.B. Aase, has been compelled to continue at his 
post, but is so ill that he cannot work. A clerk in the Oslo corporation offices, 
Kére Bakken, is being prepared to take over the position. The Federations ‘former 
auditor, Reiséter, who was dismissed a couple of years ago for being involved in an 
embezzlement,has been reappointed chief auditor. 


13.  #The new Federation Committee consists of 9 union commissaries. The leading spirit 
emong them is Hakon Meyer, commissarial chairman of the Municipal Workers’ Union. By 
Oslo workers he is described as "traitor No. 1". Now about 45 years old, Meyer became 

a member of the Labour Party in 1915, and in 1924 was chairman of the Tranmael Party 
Youth Association, belonging at the same time to the partys central committee, During 
the succeeiitng years he served ae the party’s international representative, and between 
1929 and 1934 as Editor of the Party Journal, "Det 2Qde Akrhundrede", During latter years 
however, he bacame more and more isolated because of growing querulousness, He expresse 
political sympathies with Trotski and gave voice to pacifist opinions. 


14. Meyer became the ideological leader of the ambitious individuals who felt themselves 
neglected, and who obtained the protection of the new authorities by agitating for a. sep- 
arate peace with the Germans, for the deposition of the King and Government, and for a 
workers” and peasants” government dependent on the Germans. So far as cante ascertained, 
Meyer has never really been a N.S. member, but he is regarded as a German police agent, 
It is also well known that his expenditure has been far greater than his income, This 
he is now repairing by collecting a large number of profitable jobs. 


15. The commissaries of the Metal Workers” and General Factory Workers’ Unions were 
also members of the "Union Opposition Movement", Birger Aamodt of the Metal Workers’ 
Union has been q union member sitce 1912. He was farmerly a communist, but has during 
recent years belonged to the Labour Party. For some years he was chairman of the Union’s 
local committee in Oslo, and in 1938 was appointed clerk to the Union’s branches there, 
However, he had to be dismissed from this post far drunkenness, Since then there have 
been no limits to Aamodts hatred towards the chairman of the Union, Josef Larsson, who 
Was one of the men sentenced to death, but whose punishment was commuted to hard labour 
for life. 


16. Nils Bunggs ,commissarial chairman of the General Factory Workers* Union, was also 
a communist. He becam a member of the Oslo and Aker Unemployed Association, chairman 
of Which he was elected shortly before the German occupation, By the order of the 
authorities he dissolved the association last spring, and this was used as evidence tnat 
the new government had abolished unemployment. Subsequently Burees became chairman of 
Nesjonal Samling’s scab Dockers” Union, This body, which consisted of the dregs from 
different occupations, monopolised all available work at the ports and applied pure 
gangster methods against the regular union, Unemployed who refused to jtin Nasjonal 
Samling found their relief or maintenance allowances suspended by Bunaes, or were reported 
by him to the German labour office, which set about forcing them to apply for work in 
Germany « 


17. Karsten Werner, commissary of the Typographical Association, is a quite ordinary 
young journalist who was employed on the"Sarpborgs Arbeiderblad'! Since September 25th 
1940 he took part in pubsishing the paper as a NS organ, Werner became a member of 
Nasjonal Samling even before the "union opposition" clique. He has been appointed 
natiohal propaganda leader of N.S.F.0., chairman of the T.U, Federation Educational | 
Committee, and industrial correspondent for "Fritt Folk". He is generally regarded as 
one of the most loathsome capitulation and spy types. 


18. Aksel Schultz of the Bricklayers’ Union is 71 years old. A couple of years ago he 
resigned his position as chairman of the union to general satisfaction, owing to his 
propensity for uloohol., Last summer he let himself be persuaded to become a member of 
Nasjonal Samling, and was made nominal chairman of the''Arbeidernes Landsbank" (the real 
controller being Haékon Meyer, who is vice-chairman), According to an interview publishe¢ 
by "Fritt Folk",Schultz on being called to receive the appointment as commissary for the 
gricklayers” Union thought that he was now going to be called to account for all his mise 
deeds, and could not imagine that he was going to be reinstated in his old union,

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19, Michael Berg, of the Distributive ani Allied Workers’ Union, Thorvald Apeland, of 

the Food Industry Wcrxsrg’ Union and Petter Molm of the Railwaymen“’s Union are all quite 
unimown persons, who have never taken any active part in trade wnion work. Roif Jahrmann 
of the Forest und Agricultural Workers” Union, made himself notorious in connection with a 
Forest Workers’ conflict about ten years ago, and has not recovered from the enimcsity 

he conceived at that time against his union, which opposed the strike. Among the oommiss 
‘arial union chairmen who are not members of the Federation Committee, there are many 
unknown names, 


XI, LABOUR COMMENT ON TRADE WITH THE AXIS 


1. Discussing the risk of inflation in Sweden, "FackfGreningsr6relsen" criticises cer- 
tain aspects of the trade between Sweden and the Axis countries. Prices soar in the coun- 
tries where inilation is growing, the paper points out, and unless rates of exchange and 
trade agreements are adjusted accordingly, goods imported from these countries become deare 
in terms. of Swedish money. The high prices paid for goods from inflationistic countries 
raise the price level in Sweden both directly and indirectly, and if they entail a reduc- 
tion in the volume of imparts, while Sweden continues to export to the inflationistic 
eountries, it simply means that Sweden’s assets in these countries are increased, 


2. This means that Sweden gives the"debtor country" a credit, i.e. helps that country’s 
war finances by draining her own economy, If the payment of these claims is delayed at 
the same time as the inflationary wave rises in the debtor country, the value of the claims 
becomes less and less. In this way Sweden’s economy becomes poorer and her powers of 
resistance weaker. Moreover, those who export Swedish goods to such a country cannot 
bear the burden of being paid with frozen elaims in the purchasing country, and consequentl 
must secure compensation at home for the resources tied up in foreign claims. This can be 
done either by loans or state export credits. This creates fresh purchasing power in 
Sweden, while the export reduces her economic assets, The result must be a strong infla- 
tionary impulse, 


3. The Western Blockade, the paper continues, has severed us from these countries which 
appear to have more statle economic foundations and consequently do not run the same acute 
risk of inflation, On the other hand, the countries with Which Sweden has managed to main 
tain some measure of trade appear in many instances to be in a critical inflatioary phase, 
Denmark affords an example of how the risk of inflation can spread via "trade relations" 
with a powerful belligerent country. Figures concerning Denmark’s clearing account with 
Germany showed a German debt to Denmark of not less than 813 million kronor, while 
"oredits" of other kinds amounted to 853 million kronor, fhis must represent a highly 
dangerous inflationary threat to Danish economy and indirectly to Sweden in proportion 

to her trade with Dermark, 


4. The dimensions of the inflationary risks which can be communicated through trade with 
other countries depend upon the volume of this trade. In this respect Germany plays a 
particularly important part, as Sweden’g exports to and imports from that country are at 
present of dominating size. Before the war Sweden imported more from Germany than she 
exported to her, but since then the situation has been reversed. Germany has been unable 
to fulfil even the supplies stipulated by trade agreement, but what is more, the prices of 
the goods imported from Germany have in several cases risen more than the prices of Swedish 
goods exported to Germany, This can only mean an extension of inflationary impulses to 
the Swedish economic system, impulses at least as powerful as those arising within Sweden 
itself. "We shall naturally not neglect to examine our own affairs in combating infla- 
tion", the paper concludes, "but it would be well to see what can be dome in other direc- 
tions at the same time", }

Of the private motions presented to the Riksdag this year 
two in particular are of interest. 


2. The rirst, introduced by Messieurs F. Strom and E.G.C, 
Brandt, proposes an amendment to the paragraph of the Law on the 
Freedom of the Press which concerns the confiscation of publica- 
tions Which libel a foreign ruler or which cause misunderstanding 
with a foreign power (see my despatch No. 9 of the 9th March 
1941, paragraph 3). It is pointed out that this paragraph was 
before the war regarded as obsolete, not having been invoked for 
nearly a hundred years. It was revived, however, onthe outbreak 
of the war and has since been invoked for the confiscation of 
some hundred publications. Most ot these have been democratic 
publications; the few Nazi publications to be confiscated have 
not always been the most provocative of their kind. The necessity 
of legislation to protect foreign rulers against libel is recog- 
nised, but such legislation presupposes trial and sentence by a 
court of law. This is a sufficient concession to foreign demands. 
At present, however, the application of an obsolete paragraph is 
creating an unprecedented state of insecurity. Furthermore, the 
possibility of a confiscation exposes publishers to the risk of 
considerable economic loss, a state of affairs apparently con- 
trary to paragraph 16 of the Government Procedure Rules which 
decrees that no one may be deprived of property without due trial 
and sentence, & still more serious consideration is that such 
confiscations can weaken the country’s moral defences, and may 
even result in the surrender of Sweden’s freedom to a foreign 
Power. Such a foreign Power might be able to force.its opinion on 
to the Swedish people, particularly if anti-democratic propaganda 
is not also confiscated. By amending the 9th paragraph of Section 
3 of the Press Freedom Law, Sweden would demonstrate her determin- 
ation to defend her freedom at all costs. It is therefore proposed 
that the last sentence of this paragraph, whereby publications 
Which are not libellous but which give rise to misunderstanding 
With a foreign power can be confiscated without trial, shall be 
omitted. 


3. The second motion, brought forward by Messieurs Brandt, 
Branting, Strom, itriksson, Magnusson and Sten, requests the 
introduction of legislation to put an end to racial propaganda, 

It is pointed out that according to western ideas and beliefs a 
citizen’s value is independent. of his "race" and origin. Although 
hitherto anti-Semitism has been foreign to the Swedish people, the 
influence of foreign ideologies has during recent years given rise 
to tendencies in this direction among certain circles. Although 
anti-Semitism is in many ways merely ridiculous, its importance 
must not be underestimated, for experience from other countries 
shows that unscrupulous statesmen can exploit it to destroy 
democracy. Democracy and anti-Semitism are in fact incompatible, 
and it is therefore regrettable that the Social Welfare Board 
should use the word Jew in a sense foreign to the Swedish language, 
as happens when persons not professing the Mosaic faith but being 
of Jewish origin are requested to declare themselves as "Jews", 
although their "race" is legally irrelevant. Anti-Semitism can 
be fought by enlightenment and information, but there is also 
reason to suggest that while there is still time legislation 
against anti-Semitic propaganda should be introduced. It was the

The regulations governing the acquisition and possession 
of firearms and ammunition are contained in a Royal Decree of 
gena June 1984. 


Le Definition. Under this Decree the term firearms applies 
not only to weapons from which projectiles are propelled by 
explosive means but also to bombs and similar objects filled 
with an explosive charge or with gas. The provisions of the 
Decree do not however apply to guns used for signalling, 
sporting air guns and air pistols or firing appliances for 
nautical purposes. The term ammunition applies to cartridges, 
bullets and other projectiles whether solid, filled with an 
explosive charge or gas or unfilled; but not to small shot. 


The provisions of thts Decree do not affect any other 
regulations theme may be regarding explosives in general. 


Se Provisions. Section 3 requires any person who on the 

Ist July 1934 is in possession of firearms but does not hold the 
necessary permit, to Heclare the aame by the 30th September 
1934 giving full personal particulars and a description of the 
firearms. 


Section 4 lays down that any person desiring to acquire 
firearms by purchase, exchange, gift, inheritance, marriage 
settlement, loan or otherwise shall obtain a permit to possess 
firearms from the County authorities. Firearms may only be 
transferred or handed over to a person holding such permit. 


Section 7 contains regulations regarding proof that a 
permit has been granted. 


Section 12 lays down that any person desiring to acquire 
ammunition by purchase, exchange, gift or otherwise shall 
obtain a permit from the County authorities. Such permit 
may only be granted to a person holding a firearms permit. 
The provision of this section does not apply in the case of 
persons authorised to possess a shot gun and desiring to 
acquire cartridges for the same. 


Section 19 forbids the import of firearms and ammunition 
without a permit from the Minister of Social Affairs.

The prohibition applies broadly 
speaking to all. the articles classified as war material under 
the Decree relating to the control of the manufacture of war 
material summarized above and also to various Ghemitais used 
in the production of explosives and to poison gas.

Constitution and Political Structure 


The Constitution 


“The Swedish constitution dates in the main from 1809, 
but there are three further fundamental laws, viz, the Law 
of Succession, of 1810, the Law of. the Freedom of the Press, 
first made in 1812 and subsequently modified, and the Law 
concerning Parliament, which in its present # orm dates in the 
main from 1866, though the franchise was altered in 1909 and 
again in 1918, 


The King and His Cabinet, The position of the monarchy in 
Sweden is roughly similar to its position in Britain but the 
King's actual powers are perhaps less clearly aefined, The 
Crown is settled on the male line of the House of Bernadotte ; 
should the dynasty dié out the Riksdag has the power to 

elect a new Sovereign, 


The King's authority is determined under the 1809 
constitution, He makes political and administrative 
appointments and has the power to dissolve Parliament undes 
certain conditions, He is Commander-in-Chief: of the Forces 
in war time but has the right to appoint a Commander -in-Chief 
and King Gustaf V availed himself of this right in 1939, 

While legislative power is exercised by King and Parliament 
jointly, executive power is vested in the King, All the King's 
acts must be countersigned by a Minister, who thereby makes 
himself legally responsible, The Cabinet's political 
responsibility is less clearly defined and more a matter of 
convention, The King and his Ministers conduct the coumtry'ts 
foreign policy, though in practice Parliament exercises a 
good deal of control, The King may conclude agreements with 
Foreign Powers declare war or conclude peace, He must, 

however , consult the Cabinet, and, in all important questions, 
also a Committee on Foreign Affairs (utrikesn&mnden) appointed 
by the Riksdag, The Riksdag'!s sanction must be obtained for 
agreements with Foreign Powers in regard to questions within 
the competence of the Riksdag alone (taxes, customs, duties 
budget questions), or concerning such matters as are decided 
by the Riksdag in conjunction with the King, amd also 
concemning all other matters of importance, In cases of 
urgency, however, an agreement with a Foreign Power may be 
concluded without such previous sanction, provided the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs has been consulted and the subject 
of the agreement is not one within the sole jurisdiction of 
the Riksdag, The composition of the Cabinet, or Staiteé 

Council (stadsr&det),.is laid down in the constitution, Every 
Minister becomes ipso facto a Member of it, Before the present 
war the Cabinet consisted of twelve members, but this figure 
rose to fifteen in 1941, and ten of these were departmental 
heads, The, Prime Minister is usually a Minister without 
Portfolio, although this is not obligatory, The constitution 
does not 3 pecify that Ministers should be menbers of sither 
Chamber and the present King, in 1914, went outside the House 
for his Ministers, It appears usual, however, that about 

half of the Ministers should be taken from the Second and half 
Sym the RIES, Chamber’, The Riksdag exercises an effective 
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control over the Government through its right to examine 
the minutes of the Cabinet through the Constitutional 
Committee (Konstitutionsutskottet), 


The Cabinet meets several times a week under the Prime 
Minister, Apart from small points all Governmental business 
must under the constitution be decided at a joint meeting be- 
tween King and Cabinet, 


56 The King, like most monarchs in modern times, has in a 
sense ceased to rule, bu. he plays a definite role in the 
process of government, It is he who has todécide in council; 
his couasellors, the Cabinet, only advise him, They are not 
entitled to act independently on behalf of the Crown, On the 
other hand, the King certainly does not act against the 
advice of his Ministers, though he has a good opportunity 
for influencing them, and the present King, Gustaf V, has

bill is read once only in the House, i,e, after it has 
returnedfrom the respective Committee, There are also a few 
temporary committees, which consist of seven members, two 
from the First and five from the Second Chamber, These con-

The Political Parties 


It will be seen that developments during the last 
decades have shown a Steady increase inthe strength of the 
social-Democratic Party in Parliament, MTnis Party ruled the 
country between 1952-36 as a Minority Government; and combined 
with the Farmers! Party after the 1936 elections, thus gaining 
a comfortable majority in both Chambers, and won. an inde- 
pendent clear majority in both chambers in the last election, 
In spite of this majority, however, the country has, since 
December 1959, been ruled by a Coalition Government, represent- 
ing the four large parties, or about 96 percent of the total 
votes registered by the country. 


When endeavouring to give an outline of the policies 
pursued by the various parties, one reservation has to be 
made: that during the present war all parties, apart from 
the extremist movements, have been pursuing more or less the 
same policy, The Swedish Pariiament has shown a united 
front towards the world, at least officially,

Parliament and an organisation in the country, but really 
rests on four supporting organisations: (1) the political 
party, (2) the Trade Union Movement, (3) the Codperative 
Movement and (4) the Workers! Educational Union, 


The Political Party, according to ‘its last report, of 
August 1941, has a membership of 487,257, this representing 
an increase. of 28,426 as compared with the previous report, 
The Party might be described as consisting of a more moderate 
section, to which its leader, Herr Per Albin Hansson, the 
present Prime Minister, belongs, and of a more radical section, 
As the present tendency in the country is towards a moderate 
policy, the possibility must not be ignored that the more 
radical section of the Party might one day create an 
opposition within the party or secede, On the other hand, 
there are signs that the lower middle classes are being 
permeated by the social-democratic ideology, which might 
lead to an increase in the social democratic vote in that 


quarter, The further possibility should, also be considered 
that the steadily rising standard of living among the working 
classes might induce some of them to votte for right-wing 
Parties, This last, however, is rather an unlikely 
possibility, since the workers may well realise that they owe 
their improved standard of living to the Social-Democratic 
Party and are consequently Likely to remain loyal to it, 

About 50 percent of the party votes are supplied by Labour, 
but it is also supported among the small farmers, fishermen, 
and in particuler among technicians, since these ‘latter 
frequently are of working class origin, 


The Party policy was described by a prominent member 
before the present war as "ultimate socialisation and an 
immediate increase in the standard of living of the workers", 
The Party's 1942 election programme was mainly based on a 
practical pr ogr ame to overcome the slump, which not only 
won them the election but was also in due course carried out, 
In 1936 the Party progranme included extensions of pensions 
and health md unemplovment insurance, As a whole it 
might be said that the Party's undoubtedly strong position 
among the working class is based Father on the record of its 
achievements than on its promises, The attitude of the present 
Social-Democratic Party towards the extremist parties in the 
country is hostile, both as regards those with Communist amd 
those with National~Socialist or Fascist tendenciss, 


The Centval C:ganisation of the Swedish Trade Unions 
(Landsorganisationen) was formed in 1898 for "purposes of 
mutual defence”, Some isolated vnions had existed before, 
one of the first, the Printers! union, having been founded 
as early as 1846, but these were not trade unions in the 
modern sense but rather friendly societies, Not until 1883 
was the first organisation with a more modern programme set 
up under the title of 'Trades Council!, but it was only three 
years before. the official inauguration of the Social Democratic 
Party in 1889 that the first national trade unions on present 
day lines were formed, viz, the Compositors and Postmen's 
Unions, Its affiliated membership rose with remarkable 
rapidity. It was 43,575 in 1900, rose to nearly 200,000 
in 1908, though dropping to 85, 000 in 1910, and from "then 
onward rose steadily from 280, 000 in 1920 to 640,000 in 1932, 
701,000 in 1936 and 985,000 in September 1941, when it was 
expected that the figure woulc pass the 1 million mark by the 
end of that year, The Members of the Trade Union Movement 
are mostly Social-Democr ats , as are its as @ 4 tibia 
though a few of the unions are Syndicalist, 


At its inauguration the Central Organisation had 
declared affiliation to the Social-Democratic Party come 
pulsory for all its members; this rule did however never 
become operative and in 1.909 it-was replaced by a vaguer ruling 
affirming ‘moral solidarity! with the Social~Democratic Party. 
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(1) The Syndicalists are the oldest of the left-wing sections 
of the original Swedish Sccialist movement and date from 
the General Strike of 1909, Though their unions numbered 
about. 35,000 in 1938, they havo been rapidly decreasing 
in recent. years, They beiieve in vigorous industrial 
action but are opposed to political activity though their 


press has taken a Mcinlidoetind anti-Nazi line in the 
present war, 
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-<' fhe Central Organisation as well as individual unions subscribe 
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generously to party funds and many branches of the movement 

pay membership dues for all those of their members who express 
no Wish to the contrary, The Unions have,. however, ho direct 
representation at party conferences and exercise no contr ol; 
nor can branch officials cast block votes for their member's $ 
these have the full rights of individual members when 
attending meetings, At election times the Tradés Union Centre 
supports the Social=-Democratic Party financially, (For further 
PeEeACeLere see separate meen: ‘Sweden: Social structure!,) 


The drive to raise the standad of living has provided 
common ground for the Swedish Trade Unions and the Co- 
operative Movement and for the support. of the Social- 
Democratic Party, by both these movements, The value to the 
country of the Coéperative Movement first made itself felt 
before the last war, when the movement successfully broke 
the restrictive activities of the margarine cartel by opening 
a small margarine factory in 1909 and following this measure 
by the erection of a larger factory when the cartel, in 1921, 
was reformed and threatened to fix prices at 20 per cent 
above the prices on the free market, Nowadays in many cases 
it has been proved to be sufficient for the Cooperative 
Moverent to threaten to open a competing factory for such 
price raising monopolies to disappedr, Moreover, the Co- 


- operative Union proved its value to the country even more 


conclusively by anticipating the blockade as .long ago as 1937, 
when it began stocking its warehouses with huge reserves of 
foodstuffs and basic raw materials, Its example was followed 
by private importers and Herr Wigfors acknowledged publicly 

the debt the country owed the Cooperative Union for its far- 
sighted policy which had strengthened Swodents economic 
independence, Moreover the Union aided the Government directly 
as well as indirectly by investing in Government securitics 

and by taking the initiative in developing substitute commo-~ 
dities required by the whole nation, as for instance when it 
had test shafts drilled near Uppsala in quest of a native 
supply of phosphate, The usefulness of the Cooperative Union 
to the country has been publicly acknowledged by Herr Wigfors

Men like Albin Johanson, its Director, Anders Hedberg, Axel

the 19th September 1939, I have the honour to report that a 
law amending certain passages of Chapter VIII of the Penal 
Code was approved by the Riksdag on the llth March. On the 
same day the Riksdag approved the prolongation to the 
30th June 1943 of the Sabotage Law of the 13th December 1940, 
with certain amendments proposed by the Government. The new 
laws provide for severer penalties for treason, espionage 
and sabotage. Thus the penalty for espionage for a foreign 
power is increased to hard labour for between four and ten 
years, or for life if something of particular importance has 
been disclosed. Hard labour for life also becomes the 
maximum penalty for sabotage. One of the maim additions to 
Chapter VIII is that it now becomes. a punishable offence 
to make preparations in Sweden for sabotage in another 
country. This provision is contained in paragraph 4 
regarding the protection of Sweden’s friendly relations 
with other powers. Paragraph 29a still further increases 
the penalties in time of war, and authorises the Government 
to bring this provision into force by special decree at other 
times if necessary . The introduction of the death penalty 
in peace time, which was requested by the Commander-in-Chief 


and for which the anti-Communist press has been agitating, 
has not occurred. 


2. The laws were promulgated on the 20th March and 
entered into force at once. On the same day a decree was 
issued bringing into force paragraph 29a, referred to above. 


Texts and translations of the two laws and the Decree are 
enclosed herein.

With reference to Sir E. Monson's despatch No. 21 of 
the 19th September,1939, I have the honour to report that a 
law amending certain passages of Chapter VIII of the Penal 
Code was approved by the Riksdag on the 11th March. On the 
Same day the Riksdag avproved the prolongsetion to the 
30th June 1943 of the Sabotage Law of the 13th December 190, 
with certain amendments proposed by the Government. The new 
laws provide for severer penalties for treason, espionage 
and sabotage. Thus the penalty for espionage for a foreign 
power is increased to hard labour for bétween four and ten 
years, or for life if something of péerticular importance has 
been disclosed. Hard labour for life also becomes the 
maximum penalty for ssbotage. One of the main additions to 
Chapter VIII is that it now becomes e punishable offence 
to make preparations in Sweden for sabotege in another 
country. This provision is contained in paregraph 4 
regarding the protection of Sweden's friendly relations 
with other powers. Paragraph 29a st.ll further increases 
the penalties in time of war, sand authorises the Government 
to bring this provision into force by special decree at other 
times if necessary. The introduction of the death penalty 
in pesece time, which was requested by the Commander-in-Chief 
and for which the enti-Communist press has been agitating, 
has not occurred. 


2 The laws were promulgsted on the 20th March and 
entered into force at once.

the relations of the country with a foreign Power or to 
undermine military discipline, or if the purpose of the 
same has been to prepare the overthrow of the social order 
with the help of a foreign Power or otherwise by violent 
means, decree that such issues or editions of the said 
publications as have appeared, or are to appear in the 
future, may not be conveyed by the public postal service 
as express goods, packets, fast goods or freight goods, 
or in a manner equivalent thereto by the State railways 
or by any other State means of conveyance or private 
railways or motor vehicles operating on regular traffic 
routes.

The Clearing Law has been prolonged from year to year 
since 19354, and certain amendments have been made to it. In 
its present form it reads as follows :;

Where in a foreign State the right to make use of 
means oi payment has been restricted, the King may, to the 
extent necessary to effect a balance of payment (clearing), 
and aiter consultation with the governors of the Riksbank, 
decree that any person who is under a financial obligation 
in respect of goods emanating from the said foreign State, 
or who is otherwise under an obligation to make a payment in 
respect of a claim which is due to any person in such State, 
or which such creditor has transferred to another person, 
Shall discharge the said financial obligations, 


a) if a clearing agreement has been concluded with 
such foreign State, by paying the sum into the Riksbank or 
into any other bank nominated by the King or into any pay 
office created for the purpose; and 


b) otherwise, by depositing the said sum with the 
bank or pay office above-mentioned in an account which may 
not be disposed of other than as the King may order, 


In the order in question the King may specify the 
currency wherein payment shall be discharged.

. Summary. 


A Royal Decree (No. 59) issued on the 13th 
February 1942 provides for the control of traffic 
across the frontiers with Pinland and Norway by 
means of the police, customs,passport and 
military authorities (gra&nsmyndighet). 


Finnish and Norwegian citizens living in 
frontier districts may visit Swedish frontier 
districts for a maximum: period of seventy-two 
hours provided that they possess a Finnish or 
Norwegian certificate of identity and a Swedish 
residence permit in the form of a "Frontier Card" 


or “Frontier Visa" which is to be issued free 
of charge. 


Foreigners crossing these frontiers: into 
Sweden at points other than passport control 
posts may be taken in charge by the frontier 
authorities, in which case the Police are to be 
informed immediately. 


Swedish citizens over fifteen years of age 
shall within the frontier districts prove their 
identity on demand by means of a "Citizenship 
Card", passport, driving licence or the like. 
Swedish citizens resident in these frontier 


districts may obtain a “Citizenship Card” free 
of charge.

A law was enacted on the 31st May 1940 prohib- 
iting the grant of judicial assistance in the form of an 
embargo or an injunction against the destruction of 
property in cases where the creditor and the debtor were 
nationals of foreign States at war with one another and 
neither of them was. domiciled in Sweden, The law applied 
to foreign legal persons as well as to individuals and 
the grant of judicial assistance was likewise forbidden 
where the creditor based his claim on a transfer which 
could be presumed to have occurred in order to evade the 
principal provision of the law. This law was prolonged 
by the Riksdag first on the 19th April 1941 and again on 
the 31st March 1942 and is thus valid until the 30th June 
1943. In proposing the prolongation, however, the Minister 
of Justice stated that he considered that the law should 
be maintained in force for the duration of the war. 


2. The law was not considered of sufficient 
interest to be reported to your Department at the time 
of its enactment but in view of the case of the Norwegian 
vessels demise-chartered by His Majesty’s Government it 
would seem desirable that its existence should be placed 
on record. As far as I am aware it was only referred to 
in the supplementary plaint of the British masters to the 
Supreme Court in the arre pRoceeeings, a translation of IS 5. 
Which was forwarded as i ure C in my despatch No. 138 4 3 3 
of the 16th March last. It was never considered as a 
point on which much argument could be hung and was, I think, 
only raised when Professor Hassler, for the Norwegian owners, 
insisted on describing the legal proceedings as a conflict 
petween belligerents.

I have the honour to report that the private 
motion regarding legislation against racial propaganda 
referred to in paragraph 3 of my despatch No. 88 of 
the iith February last has been rejected by the 
First Committee of Laws on the ground that the Penal 
Law Committee is at the moment working on the chapters 
of the Penal Code to which such legislation should 
belong. The First Committee of Laws admits in its 
statement that under existing law it is not always 
possible to penalise offensive attacks on racial 
groups and declares such attacks to be inexcusable, 
"They offend the public sense of decency and should 
not be tolerated", the statement continues. The 
Committee would have requested the Government to 
introduce suitable proposals but for its knowledge 
that the Penal Law Committee is at present working 
on the relevant chapters of the Penal Code. Since 
it may be expected, therefore, that the question will 
be thoroughly investigated, the Committee considers 
that the motion in question calls for no further 
action,

The Parties 


The Social-Democratic Party, the largest in the country, 
ruled Sweden between 1932 and 19359, first as a Minority Govern- 
ment, then, since 1936, in conjunction with the Peasant Party. 
According to its last report, thse party had a membership of 
487,257 and polled 1,527,000 votes at the last slection. The 
party might be described as consisting of a moderate section, 
to which Hr. Hansson belongs, and of a more radical one. The 
Party's foreign policy during the war has been consistently 
friendly to this country; its attitude towards the extremist 
parties in the country is hostile, both as regards those with 
Communist and those with National-Socialist or Fascist tendencies. 


The Peasant Party consists practically entirely of peasants, 
agriculturists, or people closely connected with agriculture. 

The party originally represented a right wing movement, but has 

gradually tendsd toswing towards the left, culminating in its 

_ compromise with the Social-Democrats in 1936. It polled 341, 
600 votes at the last election. cus, 


The Conservative Party, one of the former two chiefs 
opposition parties, has during the last decade as a whole shown 
a tendency to lose seats in the House and holds at present 42 
in the Lower Chamber, having polled 503,000 votes at the last 
election. It is a firm supporter of a very cautious policy vis- 
a-vis Germany and must be held mainly responsible, as part of 
the coalition, for most of the concessions which Sweden has 
deemed it necessary to make to that country during the present 
‘ware One of the main‘reasons for‘this political orientation is 
the Party's anti-Soviet policy. While among its members are to 
be found a number of persons with distinctly pro-Nazi leanings,

The Social Position of Women 


28. The emencination of women in Sweden has reached a more 

ie Nes ‘ advanced stage than in most other countries, They have 
achieved economic emancipation, liberty of work, political 
franchise and have succeeded in establishing the married woman's 
right to work, Thus, at least in principle, their econontic 
standard, their civil rights and their general: attitude to life 
are all closer to complete equality with those of men than in 
most other countries. In practice, however, While during their 
childhood and youth they enjoy equal opportunity of education 
‘with the opposite sex, and, moreover, have a mare balanced 
education than girls of the Western democracies in that they 
also receive a good domestic training, those women who do not 
chooses a trade or profession tend to lose this equality of status 
in later life. fhe Swedish married woman, for instance, does 
not strike the outsider as sharing her husband's interest to 
‘the same extent as does the.woman in the Western democracies, 
She seems inclined to confine herself to the care of the 
household and the ube tneiny ae children. However, with 
the increase in modern- and the greater interest 
which the State is taking in the upbringing of youth this state 
of affairs has tended ‘to improve of late. Working women 

have increased in number and have penetrated. an increasing 
number of spheres of labour, though their entry into industrial 
life has not kept parallel with that of men. A table showing 
occupational divisions in 1930 gives the following picture:-

I have the honour to report that the Constitutional 
Committee submitted to the Riksdag on the 16th May its 
annual report on the work of Cabinet Ministers during 
the preceding year. It is the task of the Committee 
once a year to examine all Cabinet liinutes. . and to 
report to the Riksdag any instances which it may find 
of a member of the Government having acted in 
violation of Swedish law or in a manner detrimental to 
the country's welfare. If a iiinister is found to have 
acted unconstitutionally the Committee may order him to 
be tried in a special court. ‘his has only occurred 
five times, the last occasion being in 1853. it, On 
the other hand, a Minister is found to have acted in a 
manner contrary to the best interests of the realn, 
he may be reprimanded by the Committee, which then 
submits the matter to the Riksdag for consideration. 
The Riksdag has in theory the right to request the 
resignation of the Minister concerned but in practice 
the report is merely placed on record, possibly with 
an addition specifying whether the Riksdag has approved 
or disapproved the reprimand. It frequently occurs 
that these reprimands are widely discussed in the 
country and the practice therefore probably has a 
certain importance as a check on the Administration. 

Of recent years the Committee has also brought certain 
Kiinisterial actions to the notice of the Riksdag 
without itself passing an opinion, although no 
sanction for this practice is provided in the 
Constitution. 


Se In this year's report the Committee delivers one 
reprimand to a kiinister and brings three matters to 
the notice of the Riksdag. The reprimand concerns 
M. Andersson, Minister of Communications, who, with 
the consent of the Government, made grants amounting 
to 80,000 kronor for the purpose of facilitating the 
distribution of the publication of the Swedish 
Gymnastics Association among railway, postal and 
waterfall officials. The Association has requested 
that the authorities should contribute five kronor 
towards the subscription fee to this magazine on 
behalf of every employee who was willing to pay one 
krona, and M. Andersson agreed to this request. The 
Committee points out that M. Andersson's object was 
no doubt to encourage the Gymnastics Association, 
but that he allotted 80,000 kronor of public funds 
to this purpose without consulting the Riksdag.

This vote of censure concerned the Comnaittee's habit 
of treating Ministers leniently by brinzing ministerial 
actions to the notice of the xiksdag without itself 
expressing any criticism. At M. Fngberg's suggestion, 
the First Vhamber declared its disapproval of this 
practice.

| I consider it déppropriate to. remind you. of ell that nov unites us Swedes, 
before Sunday's elections, which are not only of municipal but also of national ~ 
importance. I-am particularly thinking of our endeavours to maintain our peace, 
our frecdom and our. democratic institutions. The foremost. factor in this endeavour 
is our policy of neutrality - a logical consequence of Sweden's traditional . 
attitude. Swedish’ foreign policy has for years aimed at developing ond maintaining 
fricndly relations with all other countries. We have refused to be dragged into any 
power combinations; wwe have aimed at a solid Nordic cooneration. We still adhere to 

' this policy, which is endorstd by the Swedish peovle. ‘Some minority groups of . 
various political colours have demanded that we take a. definite side in the inter- 
national conflict, but these groups have. met with no response from the public and they. 
realise their wealness, - ‘for they have not dared face the clectoraté. This should 
prove how deeply the desire for neutrality is rpoted in.our- people; but it is 
‘important that this desire be expressed at the elections.: . Apathy may cive a faulty . 
impression of the ‘people! S conviction, while a full. poll would strengthen: our vosition 
in foreign affairs. - The differences of oninion which have found expression do not. 
concern the neutrality policy as such, but its application in, corbatin cases. Some - 
people think that it could have been more uncompromising; others disagree. But the 
important point is..that we have been dble to keen Sweden out of the war without any 
loss of freedom and independence, and without any serious disruption of our good 
relations with other nations. And all have confidence in our firm will to maintain 
our position and our Swedish line of conduct. This has:been our endeavour and shall - 
continue’ to be our: endeavour. | eet, ri pha hk en ae ia

reserved their freedom to air their particular opinions, and it is natural that they 
should do so a few days before on election, for, after all, , the ob Ject of an clection 


is to give the citizens. an ‘opnortunity to elect. 
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To touch upon all the questions which have come up during the clection campaign is 
not_possible.: I must keep to. the main questions, First of all the war economy. 
No néw-suggestions on this question have been recommended: no. criticism of planning 
and rationing has becn made, The export ban, introduced at the beginning of the 
wer, has prevented uncontrolled exports. Imports have been mainteined to an extent 
which could not have becn hoped for, the Government's accumiletion of stocks before 
. the war provided reserves with which to meet the Aifficulties created by two years’ 
bad (?harvest) and the blockade, Available stocks have becn distributed as equitably 
as possible and special rations have been issued to meet special needs; but every 
rationing system has its shortcomings and dissatisfaction is bound to occur when the 
shortage becomes-felt, The Radical Parties try. to exploit this dissatisfaction in 
their.political campaigns, It has been said that our food situation has suffered 
because we have exported... Export to such an extent has not taken place and, as I 
pointed out some days ago, food is now only being exported in barter against other 
food, or other commodities vital for our upkeep, Our food imports are, by the way, 
much bigger than our exports, and I would like to repeat the figures I have already 
given: In the first six months of 1941, we imported food to the valuc of: 126,000,000 
kr, and, in the first six months of this year, 169,000,000 kr. while exports during 
the same periods were 29,000,000 kr. and 14,000,000 kr., leaving a surplus for the 
two periods. of 97,000,000 kr. and 155,000,000 kr. respectively. Although the 
Situation is better than in recent years, there will be no relaxation in our efforts 
to bring about further improvement, These efforts, apart from the maintenance of 
imports and the manufacture of substitute products, will aim at avoiding an increase 
in prices, All groups will gain by this, 


. At present, the prices of farm produce is much discussed, The Government 
has subsidised agriculture extensively. We arc all ready to sec to it that farming 
sha ll be a profitable occupation in the future too, and nobody will begrudge the 
farmers the profit which a good harvest so important to the cntire nation, will give 
them. .But the farmers are equally interested in avoiding the dangers which inflation 
would bring. If prices cannot be kept dowm, then wage increases are ineviteble and 
then the deterioration of the monetary systemhas begun, All people of good will must 
cooperate to avoid this. The Government has invited various groups to discuss these 
matters, and I hope that a satisfactory solution for everybody will be found. 


| But, -apart from rationing, the war econory has raiscd. ‘an even bigger issuc. 

Ever since Social Democracy became a: political power, it has becn-said that it would 
strangle individual initiative and that State interference would weigh heavily on 

‘ economic life, Even during the economic crisis in 1930, «hen private enterprise was 
unable to provide’ employment and security, and large sections of the population — 
demanded: state control it was.said that State interference would strangle the will to 
fend for oneself, Nevertheless public opinion put Social Democracy in power in 1932. 
and we know what happened; by encouraging the will to work and initiative it was 
possible to reduce expenditure on social services, Purchasing power increased and 
the crisis Loans were redeemed earlier than expected. We also know what happened 
later; and yet there are people who still worry about State interference, War - 
economy is a thing apart; the organisation built up to administer it will disappear 
when the war and the crisis are over. But, as one of the People's Party's 
(Folkspartict) representatives in the Goverment, Bergqvist, has said: "These special 
measures must be abolished gradually? The farmers will also need State support after 
the war and considerable capital has be.n invested in the substitute industries, In 
the general intcrest of the country,:.it Will be impossible to make sudden changes; 
the community nust make sure that great wealth is not lost unnecessarily. But the 
community will probably have to meet even more serious problems after the war, At 
present, there is no unemployment; the "Preparedness Service" and the manufacture of 
munitions have absorbed hundreds of thous:nds. vit say ek bes 


(Speaking of fears of wide-spread unemployment after the war, Hanson referred 
to the Social-Democrat election manifesto. There was no need for the Socialists to 
look for.a policy to deal with uwiemployment; they had plenty of experience from the 
1930's). The Socialists will not hesitate to mobilise the resources of the State to 
‘prevent unemployment and other kind of misery which may follow in the wake of the 
crisis, what ought to be done, when everything has roturned to normal. ‘Ve shall 
certainly get plenty of time to consider. ' In principle however, we Socialists can 
alrcady put forward our standpoint. In our 1936 Menifesto, «ec said that technical 
and economical developments might necessitate cnterprises in which the State will have 
& growing influence, But we regard it as our task to support and stimulate those 
— which arc most. suitable to safeguard and increase supplies for the common.

As for State inbarference “Ee cach to touch on that much-discussed topic, 
capital levy. The 1940 Riksdag said that the best way property could help. cover 
crisis. expenditure was: by a single contribution. All parties are equally responsible 
for this declaration, which was, however, later distorted into the allegation that 
the Socialists plan to confiscate capital. To increase the effect, it. has been 
alleged that the small savers in particular are threatened, This could be refuted 
by the fact that property up to 20,000 kr. is exempt from the special property tax. 

It is, however, not the first time that attempts have been made to mobilise the small 
savers against the Social-Democrats. In 1928, it was said that we intended to take 
the cow from the peasant, the savings bank book from the saver and the cottage from 
the small houseowner. The Swedish people have had 14 years to see what really 
happened. The peasant has still got his cow, if he has not had to kill it because 

of lack of fodder,. for which the weather and not the Social-Democrats must be blamed. 
Savings in the Post Office Savings Bank increased from 338,000,000 to 627,000,000 kr. 
from 1930 to 1939, and, in the private Savings Banks, during the same time, from 

2,961 ,000,000 to 3,679,000,000 kr. In the last 10 years, improvements have been made 
with State assistance in hundreds of thousands of homes, and masses of houses have 
been built. Meantime, the Social-Democrats have grown in strength and have used theix 
power to encourage improvements... Does anybody really believe that the hungry wolf 
pictured in 1928 is again crouching for a victim? -Owners of Defence Bonds can feel 
particularly safe, because it is a metter of honour for the State to protect those who, 
in pressing. times, have made their savings available to the State. I can guarantee 
that there are no plans to rob the small savers of their savings. On the contrary, 


we are trying to protect their assets by preventing a lowering of money values through 
inflation. | 


It is rather surprising that the question of how the country ought to be 
governed has cropped up, One would have thought that so long as there is a Coalition 
Government, this would not be a topical question. The fact that the Social-Democrats 
are in power has suddenly caused anxiety,- and attempts are being made to make a breach 
in the Socialist Front. It is natural for every party to try and improve its position. 
It is up to the Social-Democrats to.safeguard their position. -It remains with the 
electors to- decide whether it is wise, at the present moment,.to upset parliamentary 
equilibrium and force the Social=-Democrats back from their leading position. . However, 
the question really boils.down to whether democratic government is efficient. Dur ing 
the 1920's, we had experience of minority Governments, of various colours, changed 
every other year. They never had time to work out a long-term policy or rule firmly. 
This could have been done by cooperation from other parties. In those days, there 
was a lot of talk about cooperation among the parties of the Right ('borgerlig samling'). 
but there was only a will for technical cooperation during the elections, and not for 
creating a workable Government. Thus, not only the administration but also plans 
for reforms suffered. There was great danger that Semocracy would be discredited, 
and this became all the more dangerous when ideas about dictatorship began to spread, 
The Social-Democrats tried to find a cure in the cooperation among the parties of the 
Left. We made an attempt in 1922 and repeated it 1929 and 19352, but with no success. 
Only in 19353 did the Social-Democrats, by cooperating with the Agrarian Party, manage 
to lay a more secure foundation for Swedish government, and thus render possible 
effective steps to lead the country out of its serious economic crisis. This cooner- 
ation was extended, in 1936, by the formation of the Coalition Government of the 
Social-Democrats and the Agrarian Party. The result showed itself in the positive 
reforms of the following years. Another important result was gained by the growing 
realisation of the benefits and the necessity of cooperation. 


The Social-Democrats have gone from strength to strength during successive 
elections, but have always realised the advantage of cooperating with others and 
understanding of the other's point of view. No attempt has been made to keep others 
from playing an influential role. There has been no foundation for fears that the 
greater party would rule. With the. Social-Democrats in paver, the work on reforms 
has been speeded. It is probable that the solutions to the problems of pensions, 
housing policy, regulation of working hours for farm labourers, shop employees and 
seamen, compulsory holidays, assistance to children, maternity welfare, etc., would 
have been harsher and less satisfactory if the Social-Democrats had not been in | 
power. The Social-Democrats are anxious to continue along the same path and are - 
Willing to cooperate with others for the benefit of the nation. We have no desire 
for permanent leadership. We want to maintain power of action within a Democracy. 


The spirit of cooperation which has found its expression during the war years 


cannot only be the result of danger from outside, but must also mean the realisation

The dangers from outside have brought us together, and have united us in the 
efforts to guide the country through difficulties... By cooperation in the Coalition 
Governnent the grert Pertics of the Riksdag have been jointly responsible for the 
country's foreign policy and the belated but finally cfficient defenee prcpsrédncsse 
_Independenee on the lines of the noutrelity policy hrs so fer been maintained with 
success. In corrying out this policy. it has been of. exceptignally great value that 
the people have stood’ united bchind it. ‘Tho poople of -fivedon' should now cxpress © 
their continucd suvport of this Policy. | 
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The obvious condition for the Conservative entering the Coalition 
Government was that the strengthening of the country's defence to the utmost should 
be put first on the Government's programme. It has been a great joy to the 
Conservatives to see the Party's old demand for the strongest possible defence 
realised. Unfortunately the belated défence measures and the inadequate peate ~~ 
organisation have made rearmament unnecessarily exoensive and have been a big 
contributory factor to making our financial situation more difficult.

The discussions about how to 
share the heavy burdens when the margin between assets and liabilities of the 
community dwindles, may become heated but in all circumstances national unity must 
be preserved. On the whole there is agreement between the Parties in the 
Government that a way must be found to guide the country through the danger 
threatening it from abroad and that an effective and adaptable policy must be 
devised to maintain adeauate supplies during the crisis. 


The illness of the world is, however, not only confined to the present 
ware . Not only is the relationship betwcen nations unbalanced but the organisation 
of our society is equally threatened. A grave threat to modern democracy is the 
growing concentration of social and political power in the hands of a small group i 
of political leaders... This tendency is noticeable in country after country; it 
usually precedes loss of liberty and dictatorship. In our country such a 
development may occur in two ways. Parties which proclaim particular ideas are 
forced aside and one party's position of power changes into a permanent party 
majority based on groups with common interests which represent: the largest scctions 
of the electorate. By planning and control in a socialistic spirit the citizens 
are gradually deprived of their economic and social independence. Democracy cannot 
be maintained by itself but must be supported by enlightment of the individual and 
encouragement to think for himself. The elections must mean the election of the 
people's representatives, not the representatives of class interests.

Otherwise it will lead to 
class rule and party dictatorship. ; 


Sweden, as we want to see it, is a country with individual liberty and — 
law and order, economic well-being and social security. Economic progress during 
free competition has not only meant a generally raised standerd of living but has 
been mainly extended to the working and middle classes. We should, therefore, 
continue along the same road which hitherto has been proved right. Our ideal is 
a calm and determined development in the economic, social and cultural spheres. 

A party dictatorship, which the continual domination by one varty eventually must 
lead to, and a socialisation with a taxation policy which leads to this and, 
therefore, holds back our economic life's development, arc the greatest threats to 
such a development.

I heave alrendy stressed that the sitbuctiion of the rural population has beon 
very much influcneed by the technical developments of our tincs. <A paying ogri- | 
culture and a rural population with a healthyoconony is an incstimable assct, both 
economically and socially. Wo cannot cxaggerate the re of Swedish ogri- 
culture to our independence during the war, 
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Agriculture must be sponsored and supported, and the modem cultural achievciacnts 
must not be limited to the towns, but be available to the rural population as well. 
Both . now and in the future, the grower must receive a roward which gives him 
economic socurity and stimulates his forward spirit. It is true that food supplics 
are of the greatest i.portance to the consumers, but they are not without their 
linportance in regard to stabilisation of prices. Therefore I have considered and 
still consider it necessary for us to take into consideration the attitude of the

Modem tics have brought about great changes for the :uiddle class, In 
some countries, it has entirely disappeared in the social upheavals.

The Liberal party also emphasised the dangers 
of the seas os | of power by one party and they demanded free play for private 
initiative in the economic field, freedom of the press and the liberty of the 
individual in general. They made a special effort to capture the young people’s 
vote owing to the lowering of the voting age to twenty-one. Their propaganda 
attacked Communists and Nazis as enemies of the State. The Social Democratic 
party, as usual, claimed the credit for all social progress in Sweden and promised 
their electorate to continue their policy of imposing financial burdens on those 
best able to bear them. At a public meeting on the 18th September the Prime 
Minister promised that rationing centres and restrictions on the freedom of the 
press would disappear after the war. He scouted the idea that an absolute 
majority of one party was dangerous and considered that the growing strength 
of one party signified a gradual elimination of differences within the country. 
Permanent government by one party was not incompatible with the idea of 
parliamentary government. The Social Democratic party did not represent one 
class alone; it had supporters in all classes of society. It was untrue to suggest 
that Sweden’s welfare was entirely due to private initiative. On the contrary, . 
much was due to State enterprise. It was necessary both in peace and war for 
the State to give guidance in the economic sphere. The Agrarian party was 
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chiefly concerned with por co prices for agricultural products. The party is to 
a large extent dominated by the large landowners in the south of Sweden, who 
are highly susceptible to German Be and in many cases are members of 
the S Nazi organisations. The Communist party appears to have con- 
centrated most of its propaganda on the question of food, demanding the 
rationing of game and other goods which are more readily procurable by the rich 
than the poor and the increase of rations for certain categories of heavy workers. 

7. The elections have naturally attracted attention in Finland and 
Germany. Indeed the German press had for some months previously assumed that 
there would be heavy Communist gains and on the eve of polling the Borsen- 
zettung carried an article describing Sweden as a centre of ** Bolshevik-British 
espionage, sabotage and agitation.” A somewhat more objective tone was 
apparent after the publication of the results, which showed that the Communist 
successes had been considerably less than had been anticipated. The Press 
Attaché to the German Legation in Stockholm wrote to the Berliner Lokal-

change of foreign or internal policy. Every neutral country, he continued, was 
free to order its house as it thought best, but it was natural to take an interest 
in one’s neighbour’s house not only when it was on fire but also when an 
infectious disease broke out in it. Sweden was, however, one of the countries 
which were most immune against the Communist peril. All the same the increase 
in Communist influence in Sweden showed that precautions must be taken. The 
Finnish paper Uust Suomi on the 22nd took the line that it was Sweden’s own 
business to estimate the dangers of communism, but that the successes of the 
Swedish Communist party at the elections must inevitably attract attention 
abroad, particularly in those countries which were engaged in a bloody fight to 
ward off the Communist peril. Referring to these German and Finnish comments

At a meeting held in the provinces on the 6th instant 
Monsieur Hansson, the Prime Minister gave details regarding 
Swedish exports of foodstuffs. He pointed out that in order 
to obtain the supplies which Sweden needs, Sweden had to give 
what was reguired in the countries of supply. Sweden had had 
to discontinue the export of food to Finland, as Sweden's 
own supplies were restricted, but she continued to some extent 
to export food against compensatory imports. He mentioned 
that during this year 643 metric tons of salted herring had 
been sent to Roumania in exchange for lubricating oil of like 
value. 106 tons of oxts and 20 tons of wheat had been sent to 
Denmark, Holland and Belgium in exchange for corresponding ° 
quantities of seed oats and seed wheat. 300 tons of hprse- 
flesh, 25 tons of reindeer flesh, 1,200 tons of syrup and 
2,600 tons of Danish sugar had been sent to Norway, in exchange 
for fish. 3,600 tons of rye, and 8,000 tons of rye flour had 
been exported to Finland and 2,000 tons of rye flour to Norway. 
The rye had been replaced immediately by Sweden taking over 
a corresponding quantity from a Finnish boat which lay frozen 
at Visby. The rye flour had been replaced by corresponding q 
quantities of rye from Denmark and Germany; in these cases 
it was merely a matter of an advance owing to delays in 
transport. The only export of foodstuffs which had taken place 
without compensation consists of 2,296 tons of swedes to Finlan 
and 2,346 tons of potatoes to Finland, Norwsey, Esthonia and 
Belgium. To permit an estimate of the relative importance of 
this export of potatoes the Prime Minister mentioned that the 
Swedish harvest for 1940 was 2,295,000 tons.

Nations de Geer pointed out that this organisation had been formed 
on a purely theoretical basis and it was thus hardly surprising that 
it could never in practice achieve anything of lasting values One 
of the greatest mistakes committed by the League was the admission 
of Germany and Hungary to Geneva without forcing these States .to 
give up their demands for a revision of the Treaty of Versaillese 
‘ The admission of these two States led to a. complete paralysis of 
the League; it was impossible for it to retain any kind of authority 
when its leading members held the most diametrically opposed views 
on the organisation of peace. Thus a new war was bound to occure 


De Geer emphasized that the small and medium-sized States had 
played! a not very admirable part in the pre-war period with its lack 
of inter-State solidarity and its many breaches of political 
obligationse But he thought that the main cause of the war was that 

2 the Western Powers failed to appreciate their obligations towards the 
new Europe which they had created, and this reproach applied mainly 
to Great Britain, which nation, ‘in spite of her sound common sense, 
returned to her policy of isolation’. Legally speaking, however, it 
was France which had undertaken to support the new States; instead 
of conducting an active and constructive policy, however, she 
actually merely followed Great Britain's lead and dragged the latter 
country into the tragic act of Munich. This was really the end of 
the League of Nations period; it was followed by a period when 
neutrality was the fashion.

We regret, however, that in the course 
of translating the original Law we have discovered 
two errors in the translation of the amendments 
enclosed in our despatch No.479 of the 8th Octoher, 
which we should be grateful if you would correct. 
Thus in § 47 line 5 of the translation "deportation" 
should read "departure" and in the same § line 9 
"deportation" should read "expulsion". There may 
be other verbal alterations which would have been 
made had the amendments been translated after instead 
of before the original Law but they do not affect the 
sense. Incidentally, with no whole-time translator 
it is very difficult to achieve that unity of style 
and phrase which one naturally wants.

Your letters N/5093/386/42 of the 29th 
October and N 5521/386/42 of the 4th November 


about our reports on the recent Municipal and 
County elections in Sweden. 


What we had meant when we drafted the 
passage in paragraph 3 of our despatch No.466. 
of the 26th September to which you refer was that 
there were no Nazi candidates except in Helsingborg 
and that the various Nazi groups and the Socialist 
Party (Flyg Group) were instructed to vote for 
Communist candidates; the idea being that the 
only way of showing displeasure at the policy of the 
Swedish Government was to vote for the party not 
represented in the Government Coalition. On 
further investigation, however, we find that we 
were wrong on our facts and appear indeed to have 
been the victim of post-election propaganda: The 
truth is that though the instructions to .the various 
Nazi groups differed, they may be summed up as 
follows: either abstain or vote for the Socialist 
candidate or some other "nationally-minded" candidate 
(who turned out in certain cases to be a Conservative 
or an Agrarian). In one case the instructions were 
° to abstain or to vote for an "independent" candidate 
and this was seized upon and branded by "Aftontidningen" 
as an order to vote Communist but in fact it meant 
vote Socialist. The important part of the Nazi 
instructions, however, was undoubtedly the order to 
abstain. After the elections the Nazis had the 
effrontery to claim all the abstainers, some one and 
a half millions, as their supporters. . The Socialist 
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Party (Flyg Group) were not, as we said in our 
despatch, ordered to vote with the Communists. 
Flyg has become an out-and-out Nazi and his 
Party has consequently lost nearly all its 
members who in fact are believed to have voted 
to a large extent with the Communists but also 
with the Social-Democrats. But this was not 
on orders. 


We are sorry to say that we have 
discovered yet another error in the sentence in 
question. There were three (not two) successful 
"Nationalists" elected to the Helsingborg 
Municipal Council as well as a fourth (not a third) 
who failed. 


It would accordingly seem best to amend 
the last sentence but three of paragraph 3 of our 
despatch No.466 to read as follows: 

Kup satisfactory feature of the elections 
was the absence of any Swedish Nazi 
candidates, unless three candidates who 
were elected to the Helsingborg Municipal 
Council under the name of "Nationalists" 
(and a fourth who failed) are to be 
recognised as such, and the total 
Gisappéarance of the Socialist Party 
which, since its leader Monsieur Nils 
Flyg, became openly Nazi, has lost most 
of its members to the benefit of the 
Communists and to a lesser degree the 
Social-Democrats." X 


You will now see that you were right in 
your presumption that the "Nationalists" who appear 
in the statement of the final results of the elections 
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given in paragraph three of our despatch No.50l 
of the 22nd October are in fact the three 
"Nationalists" elected to the Helsingborg Municipal 
Council. They are not, however, anything to do 
with the "Nationalsocialistiska Blocket". This 
minute group led by Dr. Einar Heimer is of no 
political consequence. The "Nationalists" who 
are the spiritual brothers of the editor of 
"Halsingborgs Dagblad" are not openly Nazi and 
probably would regard Heimer's rabble as utterly 
beyond the pale. Priding themselves on being 
respectable and patriotic citizens, they are 
probably far more dangerous than the obviously 
unSwedish overt Nazis. As far as we can make 

out they called themselves the "Medborgarférbundet" 
solely in connection with the elections. Even 

the local Conservative Associations sometimes go 

to the polls under a special name of this sort.
